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Town Day: Brunch Goes Down At 11, Balloon Up At 5 


Winchester’s first-ever Town Day begins Sunday at ll a.m. with a pancake 
brunch and ends at 5 p ,m. with the sending aloft of a hot air balloon. 

The only connection between the two events is that they both take place during 
the mammoth Town Day celebration directed by the Winchester Jaycees. 

In between will be a multitude of different activities — from roving minstrels 
and square dancing, to arts and crafts exhibits and antique automobile displays. 

Everyone from Winchester is invited to participate in this first annual event, 
intended so that Winchester neighbor may meet Winchester neighbor and a few of 
the things that make Winchester a fine place in which to live are available for 
everyone to see. 

The area of all the activity is in Winchester Center, from Manchester Field to 
Mount Vernon street. 

On hand will be a strolling juggler, Brian Tarbos, 15; a barbershop quartet and 
many high school musical groups to lend atmosphere to the festive occasion. 

There will be 67 different exhibits, 42 of them in the arts and crafts displays. 
Antique autos will run through the center from 11 a.m. to 1 p.m. 

The organizers of Town Day are emphatic that The Event will take place 
Sunday rain or shine. If it rains, the arts, crafts and antiques fair will be moved 
into McCall Junior High School, along with as many other activities that are 
feasible. 

The pancake brunch, open to all, will take place at McCall Cafeteria regardless 
of weather. The only exception to the rain date is the Winchester Art Association’s 
sidewalk art show. In case of rain, their exhibit will take place along Manchester 
Field fence on June 15. Tickets for the pancake brunch may be obtained at 14 
stores in Winchester Center. 

WHSR-FM (91,9), the Winchester High School radio station, will broadcast 
from the pancake lunch at McCall. 

During and after the brunch reporter Rob Leppzer will broadcast live. He will 
be airing residents' comments on what they think of Winchester, 

“Featured in this special Town Day broadcast,” Leppzer said, “will be live 
entertainment during the community meal, live interviews with Winchester 
residents on the meaning of Winchester, announcements of events and other 
surprises. Come and tell Winchester what you think about Winchester!” Among 
the musical groups appearing at Town Day throughout the day will be roving 
minstrels, high school jazz band, high school orchestra, Vinson-Owen Philhar¬ 
monic and groups of singers. 

The Winchester Historical Commission and Winchester Historical Society will 
conduct an historic house lour from l:30 to 5:30 p.m. Tickets will be available at 
the groups’ booth at Town Day. 

The tour includes Black Horse Tavern Barn, the Octagon House, The Vinton 
House, the A.C. Whitney House, 5 Mystic ave.; Harrison-Parker House, 60 Lloyd 
st.; James Skillings House, 38 Rangeley rd.; Berry House, 25 Wildwood st.; 
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Richardson-style house at 43 Wildwood st.; Wyman House, 195 Cambridge st. and 
Vinson Owen House, 195 High st. 

As pari of Town Day. the Winchester Jaycee-otles will sponsor a children's 
parade. The Winchester Elementary School Band and the Winchester High School 
cheerleaders will lead a “wheel'’ parade which will begin at 1 p.m. 

Contestants in this parade will meet at Main street and Myslic Valley parkway 
at 12:45 p.m. The first part of the parade will be decorated three and four-wheel 
vehicles which includes tricycles, wagons, doll carriages, big wheels and bicycles 
with training wheels. 

The second part of the parade will be decorated hats and costumes. All Win¬ 
chester eligible children are welcome to participate. Mrs. Kent Telford of 32 
Myrtle ter. has additional information. 

A prize will be given each entrant . There will also he prizes for best first, second 
and third entries as well as honorable mentions to the most creative and unusual in 
each of the categories. Prizes are being donated by Cradock Apothecary, Win¬ 
chester Sport Shop, Topsy Turvy. Brigham’s and the Winchester Theatre. 

Judges for the parade will be representatives of the stores and businesses. The 
elementary school band will lead the parade through Winchester Center.. 

One lasting effect of the Town Day celebration will be a do-it-yourself mural 
hanging on the island between Mystic Valley parkway at Main street. All residents 
will be encouraged to take paint brush in hand and make their mark on the mural, 
which is 40 feel long by four feet high. 

The paints will be available at the mural located between the Unitarian Church 
and Brigham's. Those responsible for bringing the mural to Town Day are hoping 
it won’t rain. 

At Town Day there will also be an exhibit of art from the junior high schools, 
including a pottery demonstration; a demonstration of silk screening from the 
patients of Winchester Hospital’s continuing care unit; and many booths. 

One of the booths will be manned by persons from the continuing care unit who 
will offer 2-cent psychiatric advise in the manner of “Peanut’s” Lucy. 

Some of the other activities the Jayceees hope Winchester residents will visit 
are the chuckwagon, free lemonade stand, flag demonstration, sidewalk art show, 
square dancing, boy and girl scout jamborees, Police Department exhibit (which 
includes a demonstration by the K9 dog) and sunflower planting. 

There will also be a tug-of-war contest, League of Women Voters booth 
featuring women suffragettes, multiple sclerosis exhibit and a Peace and Justice 
exhibit.

423 Graduates Told: ‘Ask Why Not ’ 


Herr Meyer 
Not Rehired, 
Nor Is Kelley 

“Don’t fire Meyer.” 

“Rehire Meyer.” 

Sixteen large signs with those slogans 
were held by more than 50 Winchester High 
School German and French language 
students and about 15 parents in and outside 
Sanborn House last Wednesday evening in 
protest over the School Committee’s recent 
decision not to rehire Franz Meyer for next 
year. 

The signs may have impressed the com¬ 
mittee but they did not sway them. Meyer was 
not rehired. Several parents criticized the 
committee for “not listening to the voice of 
the people” and doing a “shameful” thing. 
Meyer, in his first year at WHS, teaches 
German and French. 

The committee’s decision came after 
almost two hours of closed session following 
the regular meeting. 

Before announcing the final decision to 
students, parents and the press, Henry B. 
Perry, assistant superintendent for per¬ 
sonnel, called Meyer in to join the School 
Committee. It was then he was told why he 
would not be rehired, something which School 
Committee chairman Stephen Parkhurst did 
not state publicly, noting that Meyer may 
want te make a statement. “Because the 
situation deals with personalities we will not 
divulge the reasons,” Parkhurst said, 

Keith Bonn of 63 Pond st., who acted as 
chief spokesman for students and parents, 
criticized Parkhurst saying: “Your reasons 
are not specific. I don’t feel the voice of the 
people has been heard.” 

Mrs. Beth Themo of 15 Manumet rd. told 
the committee it took 24 hours to gather 
protesters for the meeting, but “we have two 
years to see that you people don’t get 
reelected. I’m sorry for the children,” she 
said. 

“You did a shameful thing” and “this is 
not a fair decision” were other comments by 
parents. 

In an emotion charged voice, Eric Benson 
of 59 Johnson rd., told the committee, “I think 
you really squelched it. The children will be 
hurt ... mine included ... maybe yours.” 

During the same executive session the 
committee determined to stand firm on its 
former decision not to rehire hockey coach 
Edward (Ted) Kelley. 

Closed hearings were conducted by the 
committee for each educator. Each was given 
an opportunity to show reason for rein¬ 
statement. 

There was a large turnout for Kelley at his 
May 20 hearing with supporters waiting turns 
to speak on his behalf. 

“Performance" appears to be the chief 
reason that both Kelley and Meyer are being 
dropped. Kelley’s coaching has been on 
probation from the School Department for the 
last year, and, according to Parkhurst, he did 
not provide leadership to players. 

Meyer “did not demonstrate the level of 
performance we expected for a teacher with 
five years’ experience," Parkhurst told The 
Star recently.

High school principal Vincent Larocco told 
423 graduating seniors that they might 
“dream the things that never were and ask 
why not?” 

This thought, he said, came after much 
thinking about what to say to graduates and 
wondering what might “be worthy of being 
said.” 

He said, “If greater minds than mine have 
not been listened to, why should I pretend that 
what I have to say should have any 
meaning?” 

After considering the world might need 
“silence” and a return to nature where 
communication might lake place through 
sight, actions or touch, Larocco quoted 
philosopher Seneca, Shakespeare, Horace 
Mann, Robert Ardsley, who wrote “Social 
Contract,” and even his wife in attempting to 
influence graduates to seek intangibles in life 
which provide a sense of stability of purpose.

After putting forth an idea of George 
Bernard Shaw’s which was later paraphrased 
by the late Sen. Robert Kennedy, Larocco 
said: 

“To you, then, the class of 1974, the only 
thought I leave you is — dream the things that 
never were and ask Why Not 0 ’' 

Other speakers at the 1974 high school 
seniors graduation exercises were School 
Committee chairman Stephen Parkhurst. 
Supt. of Schools William C. MacDonald, and 
Michael Meagher, who gave the senior ad¬ 
dress 

Parkhurst noted the class was the last to 
have attended both the old and new high 
schools. They were afforded an opportunity to 
be a part of two different and philosophical 
programs. 

During the latter part of their high school 
education, he said, students were able to 
prepare for "good citizenship" by making 
their own choices and accepting the “freedom 
and responsibility” for such choices. 

"We have given you an opportunity to 
succeed or fail,” he said, noting students are 
better off for having achieved on their own 
initiatives. 

MacDonald told the graduates that they 
have “made significant contributions” to 
challenges and he would expect their futures 
to include “dignity, responsibility and 
compassion for one another " 

Meagher said each graduating class is 
supposed to be uniquely different. From all 
appearances, he said, we are “less concerned 
with social issues., we have lost idealism we

Closing off his brief statement, Meagher 
pointed out that all students need not major in 
social sciences to show concern.

Robert S. Frank Jr. of 12 Glen rd. was 
appointed Monday to fill a vacancy on the 
School Committee the result of the 
resignation of Richard B. Lawrance. 

Frank is chairman of the town’s appointed 
Permanent Building Committee. He has 
never held elected office. Frank’s ap¬ 
pointment by the Board of Selectmen and 
remaining five committee members brings 
the school board's strength back to its 
customary six. 

The School Committee is un elected board. 
The School Committee and selectmen in¬ 
terviewed nine persons, including Frank, to 
complete Lawrarice’s term, which expires in 
1975. 

The hoards interviewed seven persons last 
week and at that time announced their in 
tention to interview an eighth, Karl J. Hir- 
shman, this week The first public an¬ 
nouncement that Robert Frank was a can¬ 
didate came Monday night during a joint 
meeting of the selectmen and committee. 

Frank told The Star Tuesday he informed 
School Committeeman Robert T. Pritchard 
three weeks ago of his interest in holding the 
seat. But. according to Frank, he didn't 
formally submit his name at that time “since 
Rogers and Hirshman" were available. 

Hirshman and Allan Rogers are the other 
two of the nine candidates who arc lawyers, 
Frank is an attorney with Choate, Hall & 
Stewart in Boston, School Committee 
members have often expressed the wish to 
have a lawyer on their hoard. 

Frank said he continued discussing the 
situation with Pritchard and “decided the 
early or middle part of last week I would 
submit my name.’ He submitted his formal 
request for appointment last Friday, he told 
The Star. 

He told the selectmen and committee 
persons Monday night he will resign as 
chairman of the Permanent Building Com¬ 
mittee, a board which oversees town con¬ 
st ruction projects, after the PBC gives its 
report on the new high school at the special 
town meeting beginning June 27 

Frank, 30, has been a resident of Win¬ 
chester seven years. He is the father of two 
children, one in the Winchester school 
system. He is a graduate of Bowdoin College 
feum laude, 1964) and the Harvard Law- 
School, 1967. He is a member of Phi Beta

He has been on PBC since 1970 and has 
been its chairman since 1972. Monday night 
he told the boards: “There is no better place 
to spend the town's money than in the school 
system and no easier place to. waste it.” 

In a communication to the selectmen he 
commented: “My experience with the Per¬ 
manent Building Committee has given me an 
understadning of the manner in which town 
government and the School Department 
operate, a familiarity with certain of the 
School Committee’s programs and an ap¬ 
preciation of some of its difficult problems.” 

Verbally he told the board members that 
he hoped his appointment would put him in 
touch with the more important end of the 
school system - its programs.

He said he believed in getting the best 
personnel possible into the school system. 
“It’s more important to have a good coach for 
a team than good equipment.” He said he 
believes it’s important for students to know 
“the nuts and bolts” of education (reading, 
arithmatic) but asked: “What is essential?” 

He added that he approves of high school 
students taking broadening courses in such 
subjects as art, music and psychology. 

Ally. Frank said he is accustomed to 
public speaking and might be able to help the 
School Committee at town meeting when the 
members stari looking to “cut the fat from 
the committee budget.” 

He called such town meeting action self 
defeating because “next year the School 
Committee might put some fat In the budget 
so (he town meeting can cut it out.” 

He said he sees a need for greater 
cooperation between the School and Finance 
Committees."Each at times feels the other 
wants to do it in.” 

Frank received the following School 
Committee votes: Chairman Stephen 
Parkhurst. Pritchard. Richard Pharo, Mary 
Pronski and Catherine Fallon, He received 
the following selectmen vote: Arthur E. 
Dunbar, giving him a total of six and thus 
putting him over the top on the first ballot. 
Selectmen John J, Sullivan, William G. 
Chapman Jr. and Lawrence T. Smith voted 
for Karl Hirshman. Selectman chairman Vito 
Giarrizzo voted for Mark Lombardi. 

In his remarks to the boards, Hirshman 
said his primary emphasis would be on 
elementary education and he would insure 
that children in these grades have an equal 
opportunity for education. He said there are 
“increasing demands on the part of the 
educational lobby” and the town should take 
stock of what it spends on schools. He said 
Winchester is “blessed with good students.” 
Another comment: “All the basics that were 
drummed into me are the basis of why I did 
well." He added that he hoped the School 
Committee wasn’t “spinning on Us wheels to 
spend its time” on children who cannot ab¬ 
sorb learning.

‘Too man> people get lo the cemetery loo 
late to learn about il. commented Maurice 
Freeman merniier ol the Cometer> Com¬ 
mission at Monday night 's meeting, The other 
lour commissioners laughed, but there was 
an undercurrent ol seriousness from these 
men. who lend to the needs ol Wildwood 
Cemetery. 

Chairman Sherman R. Josephson and 
members Dean W. Carleton. Maurice 
Freeman. Bradford J. Johnson and John W. 
Umo Jrd. issue burial per mils, execute and 
deliver deeds and lots, designate part of the 
lot \s cost to go into the perpetual care fund 
and decide what repairs and maintenance 
will be done. They are also authorized to 
repurchase unused graves at the original 
cost. 

Johnson noted the cemetery Commission 
is the second town operation "that generates 
income." besides the Water & Sewer Board, 
The commission sells lots and perpetual care, 
A portion of the proceeds from the sale of a lot 
goes back lo the town; another part is put into 
trust funds for maintaining perpetual care, 
llio mowing mid trimming of lots as deter 
mined by Supl. Harold Moran. This docs not 
include the maintenance, repair or 
replacement of gravestones or planting or 
maintenance of plants. 

.Johnson stated the two main roles of the 
Cemetery Commission as the care of lots and 
future planning. In accordance with the firsl 
role, cemetery tours are taken monthly by 
several commissioners to decide what shrubs 
need trimming, what paths need re¬ 
gravelling or what repairs are needed. Ac¬ 
cording to Ihird-year chairman, Sherman 
Josephson, the commission has a respon¬ 
sibility to voters and particularly lot owners. 

Several years ago the commissioners 
embarked on a "double deep” plan in order to 
conserve land. Members of the same family 
are buried two on top of each other. Most 
cemeteries are privately owned, They began 
the “double deep” plan years ago in order to 
make a profit. 

Areas of the 75-acre cemetery are con¬ 
stantly under development. The most 
recently developed area was finished ap¬ 
proximately two years ago. 

Comsr. Freeman proudly mentioned the 
'•detailed long-range landscape plan" of 
Winchester’s 19th century citizens who 
bought Wildwood Cemetery in the 1850’s.

“imagination, foresight and business 
management of the old-limers.” 

Preparing for tomorrow is the reason for 
the leaf disposal plan by the Cemetery 
Commission in cooperation with other town 
departments. Since the burning of leaves is 
prohibited, an area ol the cemetery is set 
aside for the dumping of leaves by the High¬ 
way Department.

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Town Day: Brunch Goes Down At 11, Balloon Up At 5 


Winchester’s first-ever Town Day begins Sunday at 11 a.m. with a pancake 
brunch and ends at 5 p ,m. with the sending aloft of a hot air balloon. 

The only connection between the two events is that they both take place during 
the mammoth Town Day celebration directed by the Winchester Jaycees. 

In between will be a multitude of different activities — from roving minstrels 
and square dancing, to arts and crafts exhibits and antique automobile displays. 

Everyone from Winchester is invited to participate in this first annual event, 
intended so that Winchester neighbor may meet Winchester neighbor and a few of 
the things that make Winchester a fine place in which to live are available for 
everyone to see. 

The area of all the activity is in Winchester Center, from Manchester Field to 
Mount Vernon street. 

On hand will be a strolling juggler, Brian Tarbos, 15; a barbershop quartet and 
many high school musical groups to lend atmosphere to the festive occasion. 

There will be 67 different exhibits, 42 of them in the arts and crafts displays. 
Antique autos will run through the center from 11 a.m. to 1 p.m. 

The organizers of Town Day are emphatic that The Event will take place 
Sunday rain or shine. If it rains, the arts, crafts and antiques fair will be moved 
into McCall Junior High School, along with as many other activities that are 
feasible. 

The pancake brunch, open to all, will take place at McCall Cafeteria regardless 
of weather. The only exception to the rain date is the Winchester Art Association’s 
sidewalk art show. In case of rain, their exhibit will take place along Manchester 
Field fence on June 15. Tickets for the pancake brunch may be obtained at 14 
stores in Winchester Center. 

WHSR-FM (91,9), the Winchester High School radio station, will broadcast 
from the pancake lunch at McCall. 

During and after the brunch reporter Rob Leppzer will broadcast live. He will 
be airing residents' comments on what they think of Winchester. 

"Featured in this special Town Day broadcast,” Leppzer said, “will be live 
entertainment during the community meal, live interviews with Winchester 
residents on the meaning of Winchester, announcements of events and other 
surprises. Come and tell Winchester what you think about Winchester!” Among 
the musical groups appearing at Town Day throughout the day will be roving 
minstrels, high school jazz band, high school orchestra, Vinson*Owen Philhar¬ 
monic and groups of singers. 

The Winchester Historical Commission and Winchester Historical Society will 
conduct an historic house lour from l:30 to 5:30 p.m. Tickets will be available at 
the groups’ booth at Town Day.

Herr Meyer 
Not Rehired, 
Nor Is Kelley 

“Don’t fire Meyer.” 

“Rehire Meyer.” 

Sixteen large signs with those slogans 
were held by more than 50 Winchester High 
School German and French language 
students and about 15 parents in and outside 
Sanborn House last Wednesday evening in 
protest over the School Committee’s recent 
decision not to rehire Franz Meyer for next 
year. 

The signs may have impressed the com¬ 
mittee but they did not sway them. Meyer was 
not rehired. Several parents criticized the 
committee for “not listening to the voice of 
the people” and doing a "shameful” thing. 
Meyer, in his first year at WHS, teaches 
German and French. 

The committee’s decision came after 
almost two hours of closed session following 
the regular meeting. 

Before announcing the final decision to 
students, parents and the press, Henry B. 
Perry, assistant superintendent for per¬ 
sonnel, called Meyer in to join the School 
Committee. It was then he was told why he 
would not be rehired, something which School 
Committee chairman Stephen Parkhurst did 
not state publicly, noting that Meyer may 
want te make a statement. “Because the 
situation deals with personalities we will not 
divulge the reasons," Parkhurst said. 

Keith Bonn of 63 Pond st,, who acted as 
chief spokesman for students and parents, 
criticized Parkhurst saying: “Your reasons 
are not specific. I don’t feel the voice of the 
people has been heard.” 

Mrs. Beth Themo of 15 Manumet rd. told 
the committee it took 24 hours to gather 
protesters for the meeting, but “we have two 
years to see that you people don’t get 
reelected. I’m sorry for the children,” she 
said. 

“You did a shameful thing” and “this is 
not a fair decision” were other comments by 
parents. 

In an emotion charged voice, Eric Benson 
of 59 Johnson rd., told the committee, “I think 
you really squelched it. The children will be 
hurt ... mine included ... maybe yours.” 

During the same executive session the 
committee determined to stand firm on its 
former decision not to rehire hockey coach 
Edward (Ted) Kelley. 

Closed hearings were conducted by the 
committee for each educator. Each was given 
an opportunity to show reason for rein¬ 
statement. 

There was a large turnout for Kelley at his 
May 20 hearing with supporters waiting turns 
to speak on his behalf. 

“Performance” appears to be the chief 
reason that both Kelley and Meyer are being 
dropped. Kelley’s coaching has been on 
probation from the School Department for the 
last year, and, according to Parkhurst, he did 
not provide leadership to players. 

Meyer “did not demonstrate the l evel of 
performance we expected for a teacher with 
five years’ experience," Parkhurst told The 
Star recently.

423 Graduates Told: ‘Ask Why Not ’ 


High school principal Vincent Larocco told 
423 graduating seniors that they might 
"dream the things that never were and ask 
why not?” 

This thought, he said, came after much 
thinking about what to say to graduates and 
wondering what might "be worthy of being 
said.” 

He said, "If greater minds than mine have 
not been listened to, why should I pretend that 
what I have to say should have any 
meaning?” 

After considering the world might need 
"silence" and a return to nature where 
communication might lake place through 
sight, actions or touch, Larocco quoted 
philosopher Seneca, Shakespeare, Horace 
Mann, Robert Ardsley, who wrote "Social 
Contract," and even his wife in attempting to 
influence graduates to seek intangibles in life 
which provide a sense of stability of purpose.

MacDonald told the graduates that they 
have "made significant contributions” to 
challenges and he would expect their futures 
to include "dignity, responsibility and 
compassion for one another " 

Meagher said each graduating class is 
supposed to be uniquely different. From all 
appearances.hu said, we are "less concerned 
with social issues...we have lost idealism we

Parkhurst. Pritchard. Richard Pharo, Mary 
Pronski and Catherine Fallon, He received 
the following selectmen vote: Arthur E. 
Dunbar, giving him a total of six and thus 
putting him over the top on the first ballot.

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WBA Opposes Pizza

The Winchester Business Association went 
on record Tuesday night as opposed to a pizza 
business at 7 Thompson st. 

Their vote followed an interview with 
Jerome Flanagan, attorney for landlady 
Mary Boyle and clients Steven Tsouloufas 
and Nikolsos Stathopoulos. 

WBA's chief reason for opposing the 
business was its belief Winchester Center 
needs retail businesses rather than service. 

Subsidiary reasons were based on fears 
that customers would eat pizza on the 
sidewalk and there would be increased litter 
and gatherings of youths in the streets. 

Nancy Dressier of Topsy Turvy said. “I 
don't think it is our place to make a judgment 

Fact Sheet 
Available On 
Basic Grants 

The guidance department at Winchester 
High School has sent The Star the following 
fact sheet on US Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare grants for post¬ 
secondary education or training. 

"Basic Grants are available to students 
who need financial assistance. They are an 
outright grant of money that doesn’t have to 
be paid back. 

"Who can apply? First and second year 
students enrolled full time at colleges, 
universities, junior colleges, vocational, 
technical, career training schools and 
hospital schools of nursing — anyone enrolled 
in post-secondary education for the first time 
after April 1, 1973. 

"This year basic grants will range from 
$50 to over $800, with a $475-per-student 
average, About $$475 million is available. An 
estimated one million students are expected 
to receive basic grants for the 1974-75 school 
year. 

"The grants can be used to help defray the 
costs of tuition, fees, room, board and 
miscellaneous expenses for students at¬ 
tending over 5,000 eligible colleges, univer¬ 
sities. junior colleges, vocational, technical, 
career training schools and hospital schools 
of nursing. 

"To apply for a basic grant, an application 
for determination of basic grant eligibility 
must be obtained, completed and mailed to 
P.O. Box 2468, Washington, D.C. 20013. Within 
a month the student will be notified of his 
eligibility index, calculated on the basis of a 
formula applied consistently to all applicants. 

“He then submits notification to the school 
of his choice, which calculates the amount of 
his basic grant. 

"Application forms may be obtained from 

high school guidance counselors or from 

student financial aid officers at the school you 
plan to attend. During the summer months, 
they will also be available at public libraries 
or by writing to P.O. Bax 84, Washington, D C. 
20044. 

"Further financial assistance for aid is 
available from other federal, state and 
private sources. The federal government 
offers four such opportunities — sup¬ 
plemental educational opportunity grants, 
college work-study, national direct student 
and guaranteed student loans — in addition to 
basic grants." 

The guidance office at WHS has a supply of 
application forms. 


on who opens a business and who doesn’t.” 
She noted she was more concerned with 
whether the pizza business could survive in 
Winchester. “We can't afford another 
failure." she said 

Flanagan responded with. "The question 
is not whether it is wise or not ." He reminded 
the group that at a time in the past people 
didn't give much hope for a guy who invented 
a hula hoop, but he was successful. 

Realtor Ann Blackham was concerned 
about the safety of the building inasmuch as 
pizza ovens would be installed; also how the 
atmosphere might affect abutters. 

Flanagan asked if this was to imply that 
anyone getting a business permit should get 
permission of abutters. 

The consensus of opinion was proof that a 
nuisance was being created and might close 
the place if the applicants were able to obtain 
a common victualler’s license from Select¬ 
men. 

Atty. Henry Quill, WBA president, told 
Flanagan he polled most of the WBA 
organization individually and received 
negative response to the idea of a pizza parlor 
in the center. 

Quill said WBA has been working for years 
to revitalize the center but the "apathy, 
especially from the Boards of Selectmen ” 
has been a hindrance. 

Flanagan said, before returning to the 
selectmen for the permit, he and his clients 
would hope to get a statement from WBA to 
the affect that “you are not opposed to a 
permit.” Flanagan said, "We intend to get a 
vote this time.” 

Ms. Dressier said, “That will be your 
biggest struggle.” 

"They (Selectmen) pul the onus on us,” 
said Quill. 

After Flanagan and his clients left the 
meeting, Richard Usen, who identified 
himself as manager of the Locatelli Building, 
made a motion that WBA vote in opposition to 
the pizza parlor for the center. The motion 
was seconded. Following discussion, which 
showed a fear that Winchester might become 
a "honky tonk” or a “disastrous” situation, 
the group voted to be opposed to the granting 
of the permit. 

During the remaining discussion, Win¬ 
chester Center continued to be the focus of 
attention. 

Usen noted he is “concerned about the 
history of vacancies in the Locatelli 
building.” His chief goal is to “try to 
minimize this." 

Speaking to the aesthetic character of the 
center, Usen said, “You can see a certain lack 
of pride in the town" by looking at sidewalks. 
He asked: “How do you expect kids to take 
care of the town?" 

Bette Donald of 5 Winchester ter. spoke of 
“beer cans and dirt” throughout the center. 

Ms. Dressier said, “Since Dick retired, no 
one goes around and picks up the mess like he 
used to.”( She was referring to Richard 
Goddard, who retired last year from the 
Department of Streets.) 

"Maintenance of the downtown area” is a 
major priority, said Quill. 

In conclusion the group decided to send a 
letter to the Board of Selectmen recom¬ 
mending Improvement in lighting, sidewalks 
and maintenance of trash pick-up. 

In the same communication WBA would 
inform selectmen of their opposition to a pizza 
establishment at 7 Thomspon st.

Many readers of The Star this week will be 
surprised to find out the name of the new 
appointed School Committee person — Robert 
Frank. He was named to fill a vacancy on the 
committee by a joint meeting of the School 
Committee and Board of Selectmen. 

To the selectmen's credit, they didn’t 
favor Frank, but rather Karl Hirshman, a 
member of the Finance Committee. There’s 
nothing wrong with Frank, a likable, hard 
working dedicated young man. Only trouble is 
he kept his name out of the publiceye until the 
last minute. 

The other eight candidates for the School 
Committee vacancy all put their names forth 
in plenty of time for the public to have a look 
at them and voice their objections, if any. Not 
Frank. He submitted his name for the 
vacancy Friday. The boards met Monday to 
fill the seat. 

The School Committee members were 
quite, er, frank about their preference. They 
said they wanted someone they felt "com¬ 
fortable” with, someone they wouldn't have 
to spend time convincing of their point of 
view. In other words, someone wishy washy. 
One can only ask: Don't the rest of us have 
any consideration?

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Larocco Suggests Graduates 
Dream And Ask ‘Why Not?’ 


For the past several days I have tried to 
think of what could be said at a graduation 
that would be worthy of being said. Tfie more 
I thought, fewer were the words that came 
into my mind. 

Are the topics so few or is it possible there 
are too many? If everything has been said, 
why try to restate it, and if greater minds 
than mine have not been listened to, why 
should I pretend that what I have to say 
should have any meaning? 

Further, I thought maybe what the world 
needs is silence - silence from man’s talking 
and all of the sounds that are man made so 
that for a moment - just a moment - we could 
hear the sounds of nature and maybe 
somewhere in that silence we could com¬ 
municate through sight or actions or touch. 

And then I thought, how awesome that 
silence would be and I could not bear the 
thought, even for a moment, of someone not 
shouting at me. And in those moments of 
silence I would not hear the stamping of feet 
in their frenzied tantrums of saying, “Do it 
my way for there is no other way.” 

Also, I would miss my own voice echoing 
the plea made by the philosopher Seneca in 16 
B.C. : "For what listens to me in all the world, 
whether he be father, mother, sister, brother, 
neighbor or servant, listen to me! For a day, 
an hour, a moment." 

Still further, I though of all the great books 
that I have read and the varied messages 
which pounded in my head - once again crying 
to be heard, to be spoken again. But mayber 
they are dead also; maybe they are not 
relevant, or they are loo difficult to un¬ 
derstand, maybe they do not speak for us, but 
only as Shakespeare stated, “Life’s but a 
walking shadow, a poor player that struts and 
frets his hour upon the stage and then is heard 
no more, It is a tale told by an idiot, full of 
sound and fury, signifying nothing." 

What about education? - I should always 
be able to speak of this for I know it well and 
then I read the following by Horace Mann 
written in 1845 and I wondered if it really was 
different or once again could I only say the 
same, “The great, the all important, the only 
important question still remains - By what 
spirit are our schools animated? Do they 


cultivate the higher faculties in the nature of 
childhood, its conscience, its benevolence, a 
revence for whatever is true and sacred?... 
Are they so educated that when they grow up 
they will make better philanthropists and 
Christians or only grander savages?’’ 

This l did not believe either, but I had to 
find something to say. In my thoughts I was 
tired of heroes with feet of clay; I was tired of 
ideals being torn apart as being unobtainable 
and unreachable; I was tired of 
generalizations and lack of distinctions that 
have been made and are continually being 
made, but that didn’t help either because the 
more I thought about it the more frustrated 
and bitter I became. 

It was then that my wife reminded me of 
this anonymous saying: "Two men looked out 
from behind the bars - one saw the mud and 
the other saw the stars.With that I started 
looking for what it is that we lack - what it is 
that causes our confusion in this rapidly 
changing world. I finally decided that it is our 
inability to find a sense of stability in our 
purposes. 

So I tried to find what would offer me 
peace of mind — what would allow me to cope 
and I reread Robert Ardsley’s “Social Con¬ 
tract" and again was reassured by his words: 
“There is no more severe distinction between 
my social contract and his than that 
Rousseau’s was an agreement between fallen 
angels while mine is one between risen apes. 
His was a charter for downhill beings ... while 
mine, granted all cynicism, remains a 
compact of beings on their way up." 

After rereading Ardsley’s statement, I 
knew only one concept that I could give as 
advice, but again I did not really know how to 
put that concept into words. The idea, very 
simply put, was home — hope for today and 
for the future. 

Back again to my reading and I found this 
idea had been stated in a very special way by 
George Bernard Shaw and later paraphrased 
by the late Sen Robert Kennedy: “You see 
things as they are and you ask “why?” but I 
dream things that never were and ask “why 
not? 

To you, then, the class of 1974, the only 
thought I leave you is — dream the things that 
never were and ask “why not?"

The Winchester School Committee last 
Wednesday heard reports on the high school 
newspaper, a Title I program possibility and 
the Northeast Metropolitan Regional 
Vocational School.

Phil Simmons, editor of the high school 
newspaper lied & Hlack. reported on finan¬ 
cial problems the paper is facing. Red A 
Black is $600 in debt. Simmons said 

lie noted he and his staff are “trying to 
reorganize" and hope to improve the finan¬ 
cial picture by “changing its advertising 
scheme.” He said their hope is to “finance an 
R-page quality paper by charging $27.50 for 
ads on each page “ The objective is to break 
even, not make a profit. 

Rather than having a small team selling 
ads for the paper. Simmons said next year 
they plan to have the entire Red A Black staff 
out working 

The financial deficit, according to Sim 
mans, was not sudden It has been happening 
bit by hit each year. And it wasn't until 
parents Catherine Fallon, School Committee 
member, Ann McGovern and Nina McCulIv 
studied the situation and brought facts to light 
that the newspaper staff realized the trouble 
they were in 

Simmons, high school principal Vincent 
I.arocco and superintendent of schools 
William MacDonald said there would he a 
“great loss to the school” should Red A Black 
die. School Committee member Richard 
Pharo suggested car washes, hake sales ami 
“even tin cups in the center” as possible 
answers to funds 

I.arocco said the system forces nun- 
athletic activities into self-sufficiency, and if 
students are able to establish the paper on a 
self-sufficiency basis, he would find a way to 
lake care of the existing deficit. 

Phyllis Williams, an attending parent, 
suggested open subscriptions to allow persons 
in the community to obtain “students' points 
of view.”

Walter Gleason, assistant superintendent 
for curriculum and instruction, told the 
School Committee there is a good possibility 
that Winchester may lie able to obtain 
$32 1 .000 in slate funds under Title I The 
proposal for the funds would describe a 
program for individualized instruction at the 
junior high school level 

The main purpose of the project, said 
Gleason, “is In explore ways to help students 
learn in various ways.” 

The project, he said, would have a coor¬ 
dinator. two teacher associates' and one aide 

The grant would also pay for materials 
and evaluations and would cover a one-year 
period at no cost to Winchester, he said. 

Pharo said he was pleased to hear that the 
program “would stress evaluation.'' 

Chairman Stephen Parkhurst inquired 
about preliminaries. Gleason said a 
preliminary conference was held with those 


who give liual approval and Winchester's 
“chances are good." 

From Winchester's point of view "it looks 
good." said Parkhurst. who noted a drawback 
would be the “increased expenditure to state 
taxpayers." If Wincheslei doesn't apply for 
and receive the grant, it will go to another 
town in the state, he said

Rut far more 
important are the lives of the Ihmisands of 
former players and pupils he helped shape 
during his years of service. 

The man who coached him during three 
years of Iris high school athletic participation. 
Wendell “Manny” Mansfield, made the long 
trek from Agawam even though he is now in 
his eighties.

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After Long Wait, Herr Meyer Not Rehired

Waiting can make a person anxious and 
tense, but it can also be a time to become 
fatter acquainted with neighbors and to 
participate in n solemn and humorous ex¬ 
change of conversation intermingled with 
comments about the purpose for the waiting. 

This was the situation last Wednesday 
evening in the reception area of Sanborn 
House while German and French language 
students and parents waited to see if Franz 
Meyer would be rehired as high school 
German and French teacher for next year 
The answer would come after a long 
executive session of the School Committee. 

The students, well-mannered and ready to 
speak kind words about their teacher, moved 
around the foyer and occasionally glanced 
into the rectangular room where the com¬ 
mittee and the School Department ad¬ 
ministrators deliberated. 

Curiosity over what was being said from 
within was the initial topic Jokingly, students 
checked with each other to see if anyone could 
read lips 

There was a commcnl I hat perhaps 
someone could find a stethoscope, and go 
upstairs apd put the instrument to Ihc floor, 
or go outside and stand by the window. 

The frivolity ended, soon all was silent. 
The students suddenly realized that by being 
completely still they m ight hear raised voices 
from within. 

However, nothing was heard because 
School Committee Chairman Stephen 
Parkhursl appeared and ordered everyone 
away from the doors and windows. “If we're 
going to conduct this meeting you will have to 
stay away from the doors," he said 

“Someone should conduct a campaign 
against him," said a parent. "How many 
more years docs he have anyhow?" No one 
seemed to know 

Now the conversation turned to the School 
Department and its seeming luck of ap¬ 
preciating a good teacher like Meyer "who is 
not afraid to try new things to reach 
students." 

"He has good rapport with kids," said a 
parent. “The kids are learning as he does a 
good job. What more is expected of a teacher? 
His function is to teach," she said. 

"There have been five different German 
teachers in the past five years." said another. 
“Now that the kids are finally learning 
German, they don't want him." 

"Why?” someone asked. 

"They say he's late for classes," said the 
parent who talked the most She then related 
two instances where she ran into another 
teacher on the school stairs hurrying to first 
period in one week. “The teacher was 20 
minutes late both times, yet she is remaining 
a teacher," the parent said. 

This brought up the subject of tenure 
versus non tenure. 

A Meyer student said she knew a lot of 
people who would have signed the petition to 
keep Meyer The petition was submitted to

I he School Committee the so me evening. "But 
I didn’t know about it," the girl said. 

A comment was made that School Com¬ 
mittee member Mary Pronski had asked: 
“How come French students are not here?” 
Pronski had been told that there were French 
students among the group of protestors. Two 
students began naming off the French 
students ... Joan ... Michele ... Jack ... etc. 

“I wonder what kind of impression we 
made on the School Committee?" asked a 
student. "It may have been good or bad." 

"I have a feeling they aren’t discussing the 
issue," said a woman about halfway through 
the wait. "They may be talking about the 
price of tea in China," she said. 

"Or new stationery for the School 
Department," said another. 

A woman, who appeared to be a teacher, 
empathized with the committee. "It is a hard 
thing to decide.” 

Some wondered if they might have done 
belter to direct more pressure toward Supl. of 
Schools William MacDonald or Vincent 
Larocco, principal of the high school. 

A student told The Star the problem was a 
conflict between Meyer and the language 
department head. 

“If she (the department head) tells a 
teacher not to eat apples in the hall, they can’t 


eat apples in the hall" but Mr. Meyer is not 
like that. 

She attributed some of the problem to 
Meyer’s teaching techniques which are not 
conventional. She said he recently introduced 
French comic books into a French class and 
she (the department head) didn't like it. 

Finally the wait was over. Meyer, who 


spent the evening out in the yard with boys, 
was called into the inner room. Moments later 
he came out and the students, parents and the 
press were invited in. 

Parkhurst said: "We have kept you 
waiting a long time. Thank you for your 
patience, The School Committee has voted not 
to change its decision" for reasons which

K & B Tries Again 
With Elderly Plan 


A rose by any other name would smell as 
sweet — except when it comes to urban 
renewal, the task force studying 
redevelopment of Winchester Center felt at 
last Wednesday’s meeting. 

Noting the task force’s effort to attract a 
private developer to build in the center, 
Nancy Dressier of Topsy Turvy said she 
approached the architectural and develop¬ 
ment firm of Spaudling and Slye. They 
suggest urban renewal as an incentive or 
"vehicle,” said Mrs. Dressier. 

Carl Hagge, task force member at large, 
remarked that urban renewal denoted 
"bulldozing” and complete modification. 

Selectman Lawrence Smith, task force 
chairman, suggested a different "nomen¬ 
clature,” —legislation "specially tailored to 
meet the requirements of the community.” 

Mrs. Dressier said she was told by 
Spaulding that a private developer "would 
not come near” Winchester because of its 
reputation as "hardnosed, slow moving and 
provincial.” Urban renewal would merely be 
a handle to attract a developer, Spaulding 
indicated. 

Task force committee member Richard 
Murphy liked the idea. He said. "It would 

Other Solutions 
Will Be Sought 
By Selectmen 

The Board of Selectmen Monday voted to 
ask the town counsel to give them guidelines 
on how the town would go about establishing 
an urban renewal authority or writing special 
legislation for other kinds of renewal con¬ 
cepts. 

The board also voted improved sidewalk 
repairs in the center business area and 
reconfirmed its decision to deny or recom¬ 
mend for withdrawal an application for a 
license to sell pizza at 7 Thompson street. 

Selectman Lawrence T. Smith, chairman 
of u townwide task force committee to 
recommend solutions to deteriorating Win¬ 
chester Center, told his fellow selectmen 
Monday that the committee would like to 
pursue ' ‘a concept of urban renewal or special 
legislation to assemble parcels” in the center 
area. 

Smith told the board that the committee 
feels the center will not rejuvenate "left to its 
own devices.” He said no developer is going to 
go to the expense of preparing plans "unless 
there is some assurance the zoning laws are 
going to be modified to let him proceed.” 

He asked the board to give town counsel 
permission to explore legal means to 
assemble parcels of land under some kind of a 
renewal authority with approval of town 
meeting. 

He also asked that the town counsel. 
Douglas Randall, tell them what kind of 
legislation would be required if the town 
decides to undertake arr urban renewal 
progra m. 

Selectman Smith said he was reluctant to 
use the term urban new renewal. "It might be 
better lo have tailored legislation to meet our 
needs.” 

Randall said another possibility is cor¬ 
porate residential and commercial 
development under a private urban 
development corporation. 

The selectmen voted the request. 

They also voted to send a letter to the 
attorney representing two persons who 
requested a license to run a pizza eating place 
at 7 Thompson st. that they intend lo vote 
down the application. 

Selectman Smith said the task force is 
developing a comprehensive program on 
lighting and sidewalk repairs and asked the 
board to show its intent to support the 
program. 

Smith said upgrading the center Is "going 
to cost some money” but he doesn't know of a 
single Issue the town is as much concerned 
with. 

Selectman William Chapman said there 
are probably other areas in town that have 
hazardous sidewalks. Those sidewalk repairs 
might suffer, he suggested, if all the sidewalk 
money is spent in the center. 

The proposal is to replace asphalt repair 
patches with concrete. 

Chapman argued that might be a waste 
since the whole sidewalk might be replaced in 
a year. The board voted its support, however.

an "eyeball view of the community, which 
kills the whole statistical evidence."

Moss Decision 
Expected Soon 

Town Counsel Douglas A. Randall expects 
(he Supreme Judicial Court to shortly render 
its decision in the suit brought by residents 
against a Woburn developer. 

A group of West Side Hill residents ap¬ 
pealed the granting of a permit for Sarah 
Moss to construct 176 apartment units off 
Cambridge street near the Woburn line. 

Randall said the stale’s highest court 
usually has released all of its decisions on 
cases for the yenr by the end of June. Atty. 
Randall said he would expect the Moss 
decision to he among them this year. 

The neighbors’ case is based on an "equal 
protection” argument that they are being 
discriminated against. Moss was granted a 
permit by the Winchester Board of Appeal 
based on the state’s anti-snob zoning statute. 
Winchester’s Board of Appeal was then the 
only appeals board in Massachusetts to have 
granted a permit under Chapter 774 (anti¬ 
snob zoning stale). 

The nlhor nntl-snnh cases previously 
decided by the Supreme Judicial Court — the 
Hanover and Concord cases for example — 
are the result of boards of appeal turning 
down permits. Randall said the Winchester 
case raises an interesting legal question: the 
right of neighbors to contest the construction 
of multiple housing and the waiving of the 
usual subdivision control procedures. 

Atty. Jack Moss, husband of Sarah, 
recently losl a case in the Supreme Judicial 
Court involving Winchester's zoning by-law 
as it relates to the same 115 acres of land off 
Cambridge street involved in the Board of 
Appeal case. 

Moss had filed a petition in land court 
seeking to invalidate Winchester’s zoning by¬ 
law on the basis the by-law did not permit 
apartment house construction. 

I,and court refused to invalidate the 
Winchester by-law. An appeal by Moss to the 
Supreme Judicial Court was recently decided 
against him. The court, according to Randall, 
said that it need not decide the question of 
lotal prohibition of apartments as the town 
authorized them in 1972. It was also proper for 
a by-law to divide land into different 
residential zones based upon distance from a 
public way. 

Moss’s property involved 20,000 square 
feet in a residential zone in (he hill off 
Cambridge street and a 15,000 square feet in a 
zone along Cambridge street. He claimed the 
division was arbitrary. 

The case, according lo Counsel Randall, 
was litigated under the old zoning by-law but 
is applicable to the new. The new zoning by¬ 
law includes a garden apartment provision 
allowing low rise groups of apartment houses 
of various types arranged on large lots to 
provide developments compatible with ad- 
jacenl residential areas, The Moss properly 
has, however, been retained in its original 
districts and the garden apartments assigned 
only lo the Winchester Housing Authority’s 
land

create a climate to bring developers in to 
spend money. We are kidding ourselves to 
think they’ll flock in." 

Mrs. Dressier indicated she considered the 
plan beneficial because it "removes 
speculative pricing of property and sets a fair 
market value.” 

Though James Dwinnell of the V/inchester 
Savings Bank questioned the disadvantages 
of urban renewal, the general consensus of 
the committee appeared to be that such a plan 
could be a beginning. Without a "legal" 
starting point, said Mrs. Dressier, there can't 
be a "philosophical discussion” of the pros 
and cons. 

Smith said the Board ol Selectmen have 
not "shut the door" to an urban renewal 
proposal and selling town-owned land if it was 
part of a package felt lo rehabilitate Win¬ 
chester Center. He did not mention any 
particular piece of land to the selectmen on 
the grounds it is "too premature.” There is no 
philosophical "hangup about the sanctity of 
town-owned land.” Smith noted. 

The topic of a pizza parlor on Thompson 
street was discussed. The day before the 
Wincheeter Business Association went on 
record as being opposed lo selectmen 
granting a license for such an establishment. 

Mrs. Dressier spoke of the pizza parlor 
being in conflict with long range plans for the 
center noting that such a shop would not 
"benefit shoppers or lingerers.” 

Smith did not go that far. He said there is a 
need for "less service oriented" establish¬ 
ments in Winchester. He said the Board of 
Selectmen plan to delay its decision regar¬ 
ding Steven Tsouloufas and Nikolsos 
Stathopoulos obtaining a license for a pizza 
shop. 

Mrs. Dressier, who noted she was 
speaking for Richard Usen, newly-appointed 
general manager of the Loeatelli building, 
said Usen hopes to have shops in the Loeatelli 
complex institute uniform signs. 

Plans are for Brigham’s to serve outdoors 
if it moves into the empty bank building on 
Main street as part of the center’s 
beautification, Mrs, Dressier said. 

Usen wonders, she said, what the town will 
do about replacing sidewalks if the Loeatelli 
buildings are "cosmetically" improved. He 
wonders if the local garden clubs and the 
Winchester Environmental Protection 
Agency (WEPA) might maintain planters 
and trees.

Kaufman & Broad Homes. Inc., may ask a 
special town meeting in September to act on 
its proposal for a mixed complex of con¬ 
dominiums. elderly housing units and single 
family houses on land off Cambridge street. 

Atty. Andrew Nichols, representing K&B, 
asked a meeting of the Winchester Housing 
Authority Monday night to ask the state 
Department of Community Affairs to survey 
the intended site. 

While WHA members didn’t refuse, they 
were not enthusiastic toward the plan. "We're 
up to our necks in trying lo get financial 
assistance for the Lincoln School." WHA 
chairman Mary Murphy told Ally. Nichols. 

Lincoln School is the second planned 
elderly housing site in Winchester, which may 
contain 60units. The first. Palmer street, was 
recently occupied. It contains 52 units. 

The K&B plan would include 4R elderly 
housing units along with 198 condominiums 
and 90 single family homes in Hie area of 
Cambridge street from Mahoney’s to near the 
Woburn line. 

The complex would be constructed under 
the town's recently enacted cluster zoning 
provision. The condominiums would range in 
price from $50,000 to $75,000. 

Lust fall K&B proposed 500 condominium 
units for the same site. A special town 
meeting in December voted the proposal 
down, 68-89. far short of the required two- 
thirds majority for a zoning change. 

Atty. Nichols said K&B hopes to go to n 
town meeting in September and begin con¬ 
struction in the spring or summer of 1975. The 
units would be available for occupancy a year 
later. 

Nichols said the elderly units would 
probably be onc-bedroom, one story in height. 
The occupants would have access to the 
recreational facilities of the condominium 
complex, he said, which includes a swimming 
pool, tennis courts, community center nnd 
more. He said he talked with a spokesman for 
the Department of Community Affairs (DCA) 
and was told there is nothing intrinsically 
wrong with the proposal.

commitment to you but realize you can'I 
make a commitment to us.” Nichols added 
that WHA would have the right of first 
refusal. 

Nichols and K&B vice-president Ronald D. 
Dockser, director of forward planning, said 
the firm is open to suggestion from WHA. 
They discussed with WHA the use of some 
units for the handicapped and approaches of 
financing, such os turnkey. 

WHA member Charles Doucette suggested 
K&B explore further the turnkey method. 
WHA member Ralph Atkinson suggested they 
look into a rent subsidy program. 

Chairman Murphy said that when WHA 
was considering its Palmer street site she 
was told by DCA that the Cambridge street 
properly was loo far away from the center of 
town to receive DCA approval. "1 wonder if 
they knew the urea you were talking about.” 

After questioning by Doucette, Atty 
Nichols said K&B is seeking WHA approval 
because town meeting expressed a concern 
about the need for elderly units. He also said 
town meeting expressed concern thut the 
K&B plan last December was too dense. 

This latest plan is the result of K&B 
responding to those concerns, Nichols said. 

Nichols reminded WHA members that 
DCA (which funds public housing in 
Massachusetts) is emphatic thut housing 
funds provide low income non elderly units. 
"We know, we know,” intoned the WHA 
members. 

Doucette added that he thought with the 
construction of the Lincoln School elderly site 
(60units) added to the other WHA elderly site 
'52 units) "we will have satisfied our need." 

Nichols argued that statistics show 
otherwise.

An audit of the treasuer s office, mean¬ 
while. is continuing and according to all 
reports is not turning up anything out of the 
ordinary. 

One town official told The Star that the 
town’s loss in interest income in the last year 
could be as high as $50,000. "It's unfair to cite 
a figure." he said, but it was "substantial." 

Interest income is revenue the town ac¬ 
crues which is then invested. The Board of 
Selectmen two years ago adopted n program 
of regularly investing revenues. They say 
most municipalities don’t have such 
programs. 

Miss Troop’s former assistant. Carol 
Thomas, has been appointed temporary 
treasurer. The selectmen Monday appointed 
Kuth Larson a temporary assistant. 

Troop said of the investment criticism: "It 


was very hard to determine the needs of the 
town I was never able to obtain cash flow 
figures I never knew how much was going out 
till the warrants arrived at my desk Tuesday 
morning." 

She said investments of high school bon¬ 
ding resulted in $ 000,000 earned, which was 
significant in lowering the tax rate two years 

ago 

Because her office didn't know (he type of 
bills to expect, they were unable lo determine 
how much of the stabilization fund to invest.

Herr M«*yer Firing 
Handled Insidiously 

EDITOR HI* IHE STAR: 

Congratulations to The Star for its 
coverage of the recent School Committee 
actions. 

The citizens of Winchester most certainly 
owe Herr Meyer a letter of apology for the 
insidious manner in which his case was 
handled. 

Do we really want to teach our children 
that the way to exercise power for good or evil 
is by "closed executive session" which was 
not closed hut biased? 

I have four children in the school system, 
who arc very much a part of the Herr Meyer 
case. The School System has taught them to 
read and write and under the exceptional 
tutelage of men like Herr Mayer and others I 
would hut dare not mention — think. 

They want to know "why.” Based on the 
evidence available to inc and to them the 
finding of the School Committee was not 
supportable if the objective of the .School 
Committee revolves around improving the 
quality of education in Winchester. My 
children have had to accept the explanation 
that the decision was founded first on 
ignorance and second on arrogance. 

(Having attended one meeting of the 
School Committee 1 gathered that they had 
little or no interest in improving the quality of 
education unless one regards awarding the 
potato contract for the cafeteria to the low 
bidder, the analysis of escalator clauses in 
trash removal, extension of a piggy bank 
banking system to children who don’t want or 
need it. or Ihe transfer of our children into the 
Regional High School system as being 
overriding factors in the operation of the 
School System 

(Now I am being unfair but no more unfair 
than the School Committee was to Herr 
Meyer. Unfortunately, this kind of rhetoric 
gains us nothing . > 

We must learn how to handle the problem 
of releasing a teacher in such a way that It 
does not reflect badly on Ihe School Com¬ 
mittee, the school system, and the people who 
man it. 

This means a joint effort by the School 
Committee and the parents and students who 
are in possession of the facts. The school 
system needs our positive support and only 
well informed parents can offer that support. 

We were denied that privilege of making 
that contribution and to a related degree the 
syslem lost our support. In a sense the School 
Committee attempted to brand parents who 
had something to contribute and who stood by 
waiting for the decision on Herr Meyer as 
failures. 

Unfortunately for them they were the 
failures and Ihe onus remains on them in the 
eyes of our children We trust that the School 
Coinin'l lee has or will study the case history 
which they themselves invented in order to 
learn how to do their job effectively. 

1 for one would prefer to believe that the 
ease of Herr Meyer is neither a symptom nor 
a syndrome of a disease afflicting our town 
and our society and sincerely hope that the 
School Committee recognizes what they have 
done in ail of its ramifications 

It was not a simplistic decision they have 
made but rather a wide reaching decision 
affecting at least Ihe teachers already in the 
school syslem and those yet to come and the 
total households of the parents involved 

The School Committee should look at the 
totality and weigh the impact of their 
decisions against the objective — education. 

Or am 1 dreaming about things that never 
were and asking “why not"?

State Audits; Treasurer 
Quits, Goes To Las Yegas 


I suppose I got kind of a funny look in my 
eye, The state comes in to Winchester to 
conduct an audit at the town treasurer’s of¬ 
fice. The town treasurer resigns. Next report 
I hear is the town treasurer is in Las Vegas. 

Checked it all out with a dozen people and 
find out there was nothing wrong. The town 
treasurer resigned because the work was too 
much for her. The state audit — still un¬ 
certain about this — might be routine. But her 
resignation might have precipitated it. 

Bul the state people tell me everything is 
in order as it should be. Town officials say 
there were some sloppy accounting 
techniques; some things that should have 
been done that weren't. (Who’s not guilty of 
that?) 

Treasurer Troop was in Las Vegas to 
attend a convention of public accountants and 
treasurers. She returned the end of last W'eek. 
And so I called her and she defends herself 
very well. There was nothing to get excited 
about after all. The editor’s loss of a "good" 
story is Troop's gain. 

★ 

The K&B people showed the Winchester 
Housing Authority the other night plans for 
their new proposal on Cambridge street. Not 
only was the authority less than enthusiastic, 
they were almost antagonistic. 

I had the feeling WHA felt K&B was trying 
to use their imprimatur to get approval for 
their new proposal and they didn't like that 
very much. K&B is proposing some elderly 
units as part of their package of con¬ 
dominiums and single family homes on West 
Side Hill. 

WHA member Charles Doucette went so 
far as to state that with the completion of the 
Lincoln School site, the elderly housing needs 
of Winchester will have been met. Lincoln will 
have about 60 units. The new Palmer street 
complex has 52. Now we all know 112 units of 
elderly housing couldn’t even begin to meet 
Winchester’s housing need. 

After all, when WHA was asking for ap¬ 
plications for Palmer street they received 
more than 500 requests. "We know the town," 
Doucette told the K&B representatives. 

Doucette told me Tuesday night he was 
thinking in terms of low income housing for 
the elderly when he said that. 

He said that though WHA received 500 
applications, many were not eligible for low 
income housing. He thinks 150 total units 
closer to Winchester's real need. 

Doucette added that personally he favors a 
rent subsidy program, which WHA is thinking 
of entering. Such a program permits the 
elderly to live anonomously in regular houses 
rented from landlords who receive rental 
assistance from the state. 

Doucette prefers such a program to in¬ 
stitutionalized housing. 

★ 

The Winchester Housing Authority is 
happily accepting contributions from many 
organizations ami Individuals. Homestead 
Shops has donated a stuffed chair to the 
community room, the women’s lodge of the 
Sons of Italy a coffee maker and the G.R, 
Nowell Moving Co. nominal-fee tran¬ 
sportation of the authority office from Town 
Hall to Palmer street. 

In addition, EnKa, Rotary and many in¬ 
dividuals have made donations in one form or 
another. "The tenants appreciate it," said 
executive director Clara Hewis. "Anyone who 
wants to come and look around to see what 
might be useful would be welcome."

Town Day last Sunday was as much if not 
more than everyone's expectations. Just 
about everyone I’ve talked to loved the 
celebration and the atmosphere and hopes the 
Winchester Jaycees make the event an an¬ 
nual tradition.

Amnesty Not New 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

Since President George Washington 
pardoned participants in the Whiskey 
Rebellion in 1795 there have been 37 separate 
incidents of amnesty in US history. 

War of 1812, during the war President 
Madison gave full pardons on several oc¬ 
casions to deserters who surrendered within 4 
months. 

Civil War. President Lincoln offered full 


pardons to Union military deserters who 
returned to their units within 60 days and 
served out a period equal to the terms of their 
enlistments. 

President Johnson granted full pardons to 
almost all Confederate soldiers who took an 
unqualified oath of allegiance to the U.S. and 
later granted full amnesty to all Con¬ 
federates. 

World War I, President Coolldge granted 
amnesty to about 100 who had deserted their 
units after the November 11, 1918 Armistice. 
No amnesty for thousands of deserters or 
draft evaders. 

Fifteen years after World War I President 
Roosevelt pardoned about 1,500 violators of 
the espionage act and draft laws who had 
completed their sentences. This restored 
their voting rights and other civil rights. 

World War II. President Truman 23 
months after the War's end pardoned 1,523 out 
of 15,803 draft evaders — one out of ten — in 
line with recommendations of his amnesty 
board. There was no amnesty for deserters. 

Korean War. no amnesty of any kind for 
war-time deserters or draft dodgers, Truman 
had given a 1952 Christmas amnesty to those 
who deserted their units in peacetime years 
between the end of World War II and the start 
of the Korean War in June of 1950. 

Instances for those violating the draft laws 
havea been few indeed. 

In my opinion each case of draft evasion 
should be resolved on its own merit. Each 
man or woman is entitled (even if they did not 
fight to preserve it) to due process, under the 
laws of this our country. 

At our slate convention in Boston, June 27, 
28 and 29, resolutions on amnesty will be 
presented for the convention’s decision.

Open Response To 
Mass. Electric 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

In recent weeks, the Massachusetts 
Kleclric Co. launched a massive newspaper 
and television campaign urging consumers to 
write their congressman in support of 
legislation designed to weaken the Clean Air 
Act If. in Tact. Massachusetts Electric is 
passing on the costs of this lobbying cam¬ 
pling la its customers, then it may be 
violating both FPC and DPU regulations. 

I have asked the Federal Power Com¬ 
mission and the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Utilities to launch immediate in¬ 
vestigations to determine just how much this 
effort is costing, and who is financing it 
Massachusetts Electric's stockholders, or its 
customers. 

In this letter, however, I want to deal with 
ihe substance of Massachusetts Electric’s 
position. The utility company maintains that 
Ihe only way to solve the electric power 
problem is to dirty the air 1 disagree. 

It is true that coal today costs less than oil, 
According to TIME Magazine, Guy Nichols, 
president of New England Electric, estimates 
that coal prices are nbout 10 percent below 
residual nil prices. 

However, there Is littlel hope that this 
differential will be maintained in the long run, 
The Cost of Living Council reports that bet¬ 
ween 1967 and 1972, the price of coal rose 200 
percent Under controls, the price has 
remaned fairly steady, but cool was decon¬ 
trolled last month, and the price is bound to 
rise, especially since the oil companies are 
swallowing up the nation's coal companies 
and reserves at an alarming pace, 

Once you consider the likely tran¬ 
sportation cost increases in shipping coal 
along our now bankrupt railroads, add in the 
costs of converting power plants to burn coal, 
and take into account the indirect costs in 
increased disease and sickness that burning 
coal will bring, especially among the elderly, 
then switching to coal doesn’t look like the 
economic panacea Massachusetts Electric 
pictures it to be. 

Massachusetts Electric is right about one 
thing - the oil companies are to blame for 
skyrocketing electric bills. However, the 
answer is not to stop buying oil from Exxon 
and Texaco and start buying coal from them, 
but to do something about the outrageous 
profits being reaped by the oil companies, 
which are now running about 100 percent 
higher than last year's record profits, 

Along this line, I would like to ask 
Massachusetts Electric the following 
questions: 

Will you support legislation to roll back 
high oil prices? 

Will you support excess profits tax 
legislation? 

Will you support legislation to require oil 
companies to divulge information regarding 
petroleum supplies and reserves? 

Will you support legislation to restore 
competition to the oil industry by preserving 
the economic vitality of the independent oil 
dealers, who form the backbone of New 
England’s supply system? 

While switching to coal may save the 
consumer a few dollars on hts electric bill in 
the short term, it will no.t solve the problem of 
skyrocketing energy prices.

ZONING BY-LAW 
of the 

Town of Winchester 
Massachusetts 

In Town Meeting October 2b, 197.1: Voted, that to promote Hie general 
health, safety, convenience and welfare of the Town of Winchester, as 
set forth in the Zoning Enabling Act in Chapter 40A, as amended, of the 
General Laws of Massachusetts, the following Zoning By-Law is hereby 
adopted. 

SECTION 1 • ESTABLISHMENT OF DISTUICTS 

The town is hereby divided into zoning districts as follows (districts are 
designated in this by-law by initial letters and numbers in parentheses 
with the numbers for all residential districts indicating minimum lot 
area in thousands of square feet, and for all other districts, the numbers 
indicate maximum floor to land area ratios): 

i.i Residential Districts are intended as districts primarily devoted 
to buildings for residential purposes, with only such accessory buildings 
as will enhance those districts. 

o.l i Deleted by Town Meeting.) 

1.12 Apartment House Res idea U ul Districts It (RB-20) are 
intended as districts within Winchester Center whore mid-rise 
apartment houses may be developed to provide housing compatible with 
adjacent residential and commercial uses. 

1.13 Planned Residential Districts (PRD) are intended as 
districts where single family homes, Town Houses and Garden Apart¬ 
ments may be developed to meet the needs of various age groups and 
are developed on large tracts as an integrated residential complex with 
design criteria regulated and controlled by special permit. 

Lit Residential Districts A (RDA-20) are primarily intended as 
districts of one-family dwellings in sections of the town having low 
density or being currently relatively undeveloped for residential 
purposes, where topography generally is of such nature that 
comparatively large lots are required for proper siting of buildings and 
where comparatively spacious types of development are ensured, or 
districts of Cluster Residential Housing designed to protect the natural 
landscape and increase open space on sites of 20 Acres or more with 
design criteria regulated and controlled by special permit. 


1.15 Residential Districts (RDC-15) are intended us districts of 
one-family dwellings. 

Lift Residential Districts It (RDR-10) are intended primarily as 
districts of one-family dwellings in developed sections or town having 
medium density and smaller lots than those found in IlDA districts, or 
districts of Cluster Residential Housing designed to protect the natural 
landscape and increase open space on silos of in Acres or more with 
design criteria regululed und controlled by Special Permit. 

1,17 General Residence Districts iKG-6.5) are intended as 
districts of one and two-family dwellings in the weII-developed sections 
of the town having medium to high density, 


1.2 Business Districts 

1 . 21 . Local Business Districts (BL-D.50) are intended primarily 
for limited business uses and services catering to the day to day 
household needs of the residents in the immediate vicinity. 

1.22 General Business Districts (GBD-1.0) are intended primarily 
for the retail interchanges of goods, wares, or property by purchase or 
sale, for offices, and for certain other business uses hereinafter limited 
and defined where prevailing usage and location would require on-site 
parking facilities. 

1.23 Center Business Districts (CBD-2.0) are intended primarily 
for the retail interchanges of goods, wures, or property by purchase or 
sule for offices, and for certain other business uses hereinafter limited 
and defined where existing concentrated development makes it 
impractical to require parking on the lot. 

1.3 Industrial Districts 

1.31 Limited Light Industrial Districts (IL-1.0) are intended 
primarily for light manufacturing, miscellaneous service and related 
activities; for retail and wholesale commercial establishments; for 
laboratories engaged in research, experimental and testing activities; 
and offices, but not office buildings, specifically related to the 
foregoing, all as hereinafter limited und defined. 

1.4 Speciul Districts 

1.11 Conservancy-]iislitutional Districts (SC 1-0.50) are intended 
primarily as public use districts in which the predominant purposes fur 
the land are for conservational, educational, institutional and 
recreational uses. The districts arc also intended to preserve and 
increase the amenities of the town; to provide a specially suitable 
setting for public and quasi-public buildings and structures; to restrict 
residential uses of the land; to prohibit commercial (including 
commercial recreation), industrial, and other uses of the land which 
would diminish its value in providing the foregoing setting of said 
buildings and in serving the conservational, educational and 
recreational needs of Winchester In addition, the districts are 
specifically intended for the preservation and maintenance of the 
ground water table for the protection of public health and safety, 
persons and property against the hazards of flood water inundation; for 
the protection of the community against the costs which may be 
incurred when unsuitable development occurs in swamps, along water¬ 
courses, or in areas subject to floods; and for the conservation of 
natural conditions, wild life, and open spuces for the education, 
recreution und general welfare of the public. 


1.5 Boundaries of Districts

itie Official Zoning Map shall be identified by the signatures of the 
members of the Planning Board attested by the Town Clerk, and shall 
bear the seal of the Town under the following words: "This is to certify 
that this is the Official Zoning Map referred to in Section 1.51 (a) of the 
Zoning By-Law, Town of Winchester. Massachusetts", together with the 
date of adoption of this by-law, 

(b) Changes may be made in district boundaries or other 
matter portrayed on the Official Zoning Map, in accordance with the 
provisions of this by-law and Chapter 4DA. Section 6. General taws.

Following approval by the Town Meeting and the Attorney General, the 
Town Engineer shall promptly revise a compiled Zoning Map to portray 
such amendment with suitable tabular notation of all amendments 
reflected on such map The Town Engineer shall annually during the 
month of January publish the Compiled Zoning Map. This Compiled 
Zoning Map shall be prima facie evidence of the Official Zoning Map 
with all amendments thereto. 

(c) The original zoning map, entitled "Official Zoning Map of 
1973” and original records of subsequent changes or additions thereto 
shall bo kept by the Town Clerk In event of a conflict between the 
Compiled Zoning Map and the original zoning map or original records of 
subsequent changes or additions, the original records shall take 
precedence. 

1.52 Rules for Interpretation of District Boundalres Where 
uncertainty exists as to the boundaries of districts as shown on the 
Official Zoning Map, the following rules shall apply: 

(a) Boundaries indicated as following the center lines of 
streets, highways, or alleys shall be construed to follow the center lines 
of such streets, highways, or alleys. 

(b> Boundaries indicated as approximately following plotted lot 
lines shall be construed as following such lot lines. 

(el Boundaries indicated as approximately following town lines 
shall lx* construed as following such town lines. 

(it) Lines shown following railroad lines in fact follow a sideline 
of the railroad right-of-way. 

(e) Boundaries indicated as following shore lines shall be 
construed to follow the limit of private ownership; boundaries indicated 
as approximately following the center lines of streams, rivers, canals 
lakes, or other bodies of water shall be construed to follow such center 
lines. 


3.32 No such non-conforming use shall be moved in whole or in 
part to any portion of the lot or parcel other than that occupied by such 
use at the effective date of adoption or amendment of this by-law: 

3.33 If any such non-conforming use of land is discontinued for 
any reason for a period of more than 12 consecutive months (except 
where governmental action impedes access to the premises), any 
subsequent use of such land shall conform to the regulations specified 
by this by-law for the district in which such land is located: 

3.34 No structure not conforming to the requirements of this by¬ 
law shall be erected in connection with such non-con forming use of land. 

3.4 Non-Conforming Structures 

Where a lawful structure exists at the effective date of adoption or 
amendment of this by-law that could not be built under the terms of this 
by-law by reason of restrictions on area, lot coverage, height, yards, its 
location on the lot, or other requirements concerning the structure, such 
structure may be continued so long as It remains otherwise lawful, 
subject to the following provisions: 

3.41 No non-conforming structure may be enlarged or altered in 
any way which increases its non-conformity. 

3.42 If such non-conforming structure or portion thereof is 
destroyed by fire or other casualty or act of God to an extent of up to 75 
percent of its replacement cost at the time of destruction as deter¬ 
mined by the building inspector, it may be rebuilt. Any such structure 
so destroyed to an extent of over 75 percent may be rebuilt subject to 
approval of Board of Appeals and upon the following conditions: 

a. the reconstruction shall meet as many of the previously 
unsatisfied requirements of this by-law as said Board may reasonably 
require; 

b. the Board shall give due consideration to the general 
compatibility that the reconstruction may have upon adjacent property, 
but need not otherwise consider the requirements of Section 8.5.

3.6 Uses under Special Exception Provision Not Non-Conforming 

Use 

Any use which is permitted as a special exception in a district under the 
terms of this by-law (other than a change through Board of Appeals 
action from a non-conforming use to another use not generally 
permitted in the district) shall not be deemed a non-conforming use In 
such district, but shall without further action be considered a 
conforming use. 

3.7 Continuance of Violations not Authorized Nothing in this article 
shall be interpreted as authorization for or approval of the use of land, a 
structure or premises in violation of regulations in effect at effective 
date of adoption or amendment of this by-law. 

SECTION 4 - USE REGULATIONS 

4.0 Prohibited Uses 

Except as provided by law, all existing and future uses of land, 
buildings and structures not set forth in subsection 4.4 are expressly 
prohibited. 

4,01 Restrictions Affecting All Districts 

No lot shall be used and no new buildings or structure shall be 
constructed, or used, in whole or in part, and no building or structure, or 
part thereof, shall be altered, enlarged, reconstructed, or used, in any 
part of the town, any other provision of this by-law to the contrary 
notwithstanding: 

A. For any purpose which by the emission or discharge of fumes, 
vapor, gas, dust, offensive odors, chemicals, poisonous fluids, or 
substances, refuse, organic matter, or excrement, the causing of noise 
or vibrations, or by unduly increasing the risk from fire or explosion, or 
otherwise would be injurious to the public health or safety. 

B. For any purpose harmful to the public morals. 

C. For any purpose which would be, for any reason, injurious to 
the health, safety, morals or welfare of the community in any of the 
districts. 

4.1 Use Regulations 

In each zoning district, land, buildings and other structures may be 
used as a principal use or an accessory use or as a special exception 
only as specifically set forth in subsection 4.4. Symbols employed in the 
Table of Use Regulations shall mean the following: 

“Yes" • permitted as of right; 

"Yes'* - permitted as of right but also subject to additional site 
plan review requirements of subsection 8.7 of this by-law; 

“SP" - permitted only under a special permit for an exception 
granted by the Board of Appeals, as provided for in subsection 8.5 
hereof. 


(f) Boundaries indicated as parallel to or extensions of features 
indicated in subsections 1.52 (a) through 1.52 (e) above shall be 
so construed. Distances not specifically indicated on the Official Zoning 
Map shall be determined by the scale of the map, as interpreted by the 
Zoning Administrator 

(g) Where physical or structural features existing on the 
ground are at variance with those shown on the Official Zoning Map, or 
in other circumstances not covered by paragraphs (a) through (f) 
above, the Zoning Administrator shall interpret the district boundaries. 

i h) When a lot in one ownership is situated in part in the Town of 
Winchester and in part in an adjacent city or town, the regulations and 
restrictions of this by-law shall be applied to that portion of such lot as 
lies in (he Town of Winchester in the same manner as if the entire lot 
were situated therein. 

SECTION 2 - APPLICATION OF DISTRICT REGULATIONS 
Except as hereinafter provided, the regulations of this by-law for each 
district shall apply uniformly to each class or kind of building, structure 
or land and, 


3.43 If a non-conforming structure is moved for any reason for any 
distance whatever, it shall thereafter conform to the regulations in 
effect for the district in which it is located after it is moved. 

3.5 Non-Conforming Uses of Structures or of Structure and Premises 
In Combination 

Lawful uses of structures, or structures and land in 
combination which existed at the effective date of adoption or 
amendment of this by-law, that would not be allowed in the district 
under the terms of this by-law, may be continued so long as it remains 
otherwise lawful, subject to the following provision: 

3.51 A Certificate of Zoning Compliance shall be obtained in 
accordance with the provisions of Section 8.2 of this By-Law. 

3.52 Any structure being lawfully devoted to a use not permitted 
by this by-law may be altered, repaired or reconstructed for the same 
use, or for any other use as permitted in sub-section 3.54, provided such 
construction or reconstruction does not increase the floor area or the lot 
area covered by the structure: 


2.1 No Building, structure or land shall hereafter be used or 
occupied, and no building or structure or part thereof shall hereafter be 
creeled, constructed, reconstructed, moved, or structurally altered 
except in conformity with all of the regulations herein specified for the 
district in which it is located. 

2.2 No part ot a yard, or other open space, or off-street parking or 
loading space required about or in connection with any building for the 
purpose of complying with this by-law, shall be included as part of a 
yard, open space, or off-street parking or loading space similarly 
required Tor any other building. 

2.3 No yard or lot existing at the time of passage of this by-law shall 
be reduced in dimension or area below the requirements set forth 
herein. Yards or lots created after the effective date of this by-law shall 
meet the requirements established by this by-law. 

2.4 All territory which may hereafter be annexed to the Town shall 
\yc considered to be in the RDA (20) District until otherwise classified. 

SECTION 3 - NON-CONFORMING LOTS. NON-CONFORMING USES 
OF LAND, NON-CONFORMING STRUCTURES, NON-CONFORMING 
USES OF STRUCTURES AND PREMISES AND NON-CONFORMING 
CHARACTERISTICS OF USE 


3.53 No non-conforming uses may be extended throughout any 
parts of a building that were not arranged or designed for such uses at 
the t ime of adoption or amendment of this by-law, and no such uses shall 
be extended to occupy any land outside such building: 

3.54 Any non-conforming use of a structure, or structure and 
premises, may as a special exception be changed to another non- 
conforming use provided that the Board of Appeals, either by general 
rule or by making findings In the specific case, shall find that the 
proposed use is equally appropriate or more appropriate to the district 
than the existing non-conforming use. In permitting such change, the 
Board of Appeals may require appropriate conditions and safeguards in 
accord with the provision of this by-law: 

3.55 Any structure, or structure and land in combination, in or on 
which a non-conforming use is superseded by a permitted use shall 
(hereafter conform to the regulations for the district, and the non- 
conforming use may not thereafter be resumed: 

3.56 When a non-conforming use of a structure or structure and 
premises in combination, is discontinued for 12 consecutive months, or 


4.4 Table of Use Regulations 


4.2 Limitation of Area of Accessory Uses 

4.21 Other than required off-street parking, no accessory use or 
uses within a building shall occupy more than 25 percent of the floor 
area devoted to the principal use. 

4.22 Other than required off-street parking, no accessory use or 
uses without a building shall occupy more than a combined total of 25 
percent of the unbuilt lot area, or of the required rear yard area. 

4.23 No accessory use shall occupy part of the required front or 
side yards, except signs as permitted in Winchester By-Laws and in 
business and industrial districts, off-street parking as provided in 
Section 7. 

4.3 Restrictions In Residence Districts 

In any residence district, no accessory use shall be permitted which 
involves or requires the employment of the person who is not resident in 
the dwelling unit, other than a domestic employee, except an employee 
of Uses 41 and 46.

3.21 Notwithstanding other provisions of this by-law, a single¬ 
family dwelling and customary accessory buildings may be erected on 
any single legal building lot of record at the effective date of adoption or 
amendment of this by-law, provided that such lot is in separate 
ownership and not of continuous frontage with other lots in the same 
ownership. This provision shall upply even though such lot fails to meet 
the district requirements for area or width, or both, provided that yard 
dimensions and other requirements not involving area or width, or both, 
shall conform to the regulations for the district in which such lot is 
located.

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SECTION 5 ■ SUPPLEMENTARY DISTRICT REGULATIONS

other building except in accordance with the following regulations: 

(a) Within the RDA, RDB and RG 6.5 districts accessory 
buildings may be placed within a required yard area provided the same

-covering not more than 30 percent of such rear yard 

-not over one and one half stories in height 

-•not located nearer than five feet to any property line 

5.2 Erection of More Than One Principal Structure on a Lot 

In single and general residence districts not more than one struc¬ 
ture housing a permitted or permissible principal use may beereclcd on 
a single lot, except under the provisions of Ouster Residential Housing- 
Special Permit in RDA-20 and RDB-10 Districts. 

In all business and industrial districts more than one structure 
housing a permitted or permissible use may be erected on a single lot, 
provided that the yard and other requirements of this by-law shall be 
met for each structure as though it were an individual lot.

5.4 Parking, Storage or Use of Major Recreational Equipment 

No major recreational equipment shall, except as hereinafter 
provided, be parked or stored on any lot in residential and SCI districts 
except In an enclosed building or in the rear yard, provided however, 
that such equipment may be parked anywhere on residential premises 
for not to exceed 24 hours during loading or unloading. For purposes of 
these regulations, major recreational equipment is defined as Including 
boats and boat trailers, travel trailers, pick-up campers or coaches 
(designed to be mounted on automotive vehicles), motorized dwellings, 
tent trailers, and the like, and cases or boxes used for transporting 
recreational equipment, whether occupied by such equipment or not.

39. Research or testing laboratory, printing or publishing plant, 
bottling works, manufacturing establishment or other lawful 
assembling, packaging, finishing or processing use, provided 
that all operations shall be such as to confine disturbing smoke, 
fumes, dust and noise to the premises. 

40. Wholesale laundry or dry-cleaning establishment. 

Permitted Accessory Uses and Structures 

(Any use which is customarily accessory, subsidiary 
and incidental to a permitted principal use 
shall be permitted on the same lot with 
said principal use.) 

41. Office within hi§ place of residence of a physician, accountant, 
lawyer, architect, dentist, or similar office uses, occupying not 
more than 25 percent of the floor area of the dwelling unit, and 
not more than one non-resident employee shall be employed, but 
subject to all other restrictions of a Home Occupation. 

42. The use of a portion of a dwelling by a resident engaged in a 
customary home occupation. (See definition) Special permit 
required if clients or pupils come to the house for consultation 
or instruction.

If a lot cannot reasonably accommodate a pool without 
infringing the side or rear yard requirements, the Board of 
Appeal may, by special permit, allow location of a pool within 
the requlredslde or rear yard up to *4 the distance required 
from the side or rear lot line. 

A covered or Indoor pool, provided it conforms to the requirements for 
structures. The pool shall not be filled with water or used by any person 
until a Certificate of Zoning compliance has been issued.

Where clearly secondary and Incidental to a manufacturing N N 

establishment, retail uses such as cafeterias, soda or dairy 

bars, wholly within the same building as the principal 
permitted ubo, conducted primarily for the convenience of 
employees and with no exterior advertising display, and in the 
ConBervancv-Instltutional District where Incidental to the 
operation of schools and non-profit institutions. 

50. In Light Industrial Districts, outdoor storage of supplies and N N 

equipment, incidental to permitted uses, subject to appropriate 
requirements for location, lighting, screening, fencing, cover 

and safety. 

61. On site incinerators If of a type approved by the Metropolitan Y * * Y* 
Air Pollution Control District. 

52. Removal of clay, sand, gravel, stone or other earth products, Y Y 

but not sod, loam or soil, from the premises only to the extent 
normally required for the excavation for a permitted 
construction Including driveways, walks or Btreets. 
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** Removal from the premises of sod, loam or soil, and removal of all 
other earth products is prohibited except under a Bpecial permit for 
an exception granted by the Board of Appeals subject to the ap¬ 
plicable provisions of Section 8.5 of thi p By-Law, and subject to the 
following conditions:

6.2 Supplementary Regulations 

6.21 In addition to minimum lot area requirements for certain 
districts, density of land use is further regulated as follows: 

a. In the Apartment District (RB-20), Business Districts (BL- 
0.50), (GBD 1.0) and (CBD 2.0) Light Industrial District (IL-1.0), 
Conservancy-Institutional District (SCI-0.5), the Floor Area Ratio shall 
not exceed maximum values for each District. The Floor Area Ratio is 
computed by dividing the total floor area, based on the outside 
dimensions at each story, of nil buildings on the lot by the total area of 
the lot. The maximum Floor Area Ratio for these districts is as follows: 


Apartment District (RB-20) -2.0* 

Local Business District -0.50 

General Business District GBD -1.0 

Center Business District CBD - 2.0 

Light Industrial District (IL) -1.0 

Conservancy-Institutional District (SCI) - 0.5

c. In the Apartment District (RB-20), each lot shall contain not 
less than following square footage of lot area per dwelling unit:

The lot area required in the RB-20 district for any new building and the 
lot area required in the RB-20 district In determining lot area per 
dwelling unit for any new building shall not include any part of a lot that 
is required by any other conforming or non-conforming building or use 
to comply with the requirements of this by-law, or was required by the 
applicable dimensional requirements prior to the effective date the land 
was placed In the RB-20 district. 

d. In the Planned Residential District the maximum density of 
the total development shall be determined on the basis of 0 dwelling 
units and 12 bedrooms per acre. 

c. Maximum number of dwelling units in the Cluster 
Residential Development In the residential Districts A 4 B shall be 
computed as follows: 

1, In the RDA, divide the gross lot area by 25,000 Sq. Ft, 

2, In the RDB, divide the gross lot area by F* 

f. Public and non-profit institutional buildings e.. Ing at the 
lime of adoption of this by-law may be enlarged to exceed the mc-Mmum 
building height on not more than three sidoB of the building whore: 


(1) There are substantial finished grade differentials between 
the side of the building with the highest average finished grade (where 
the maximum building height can not be exceeded) and one or more of 
the sides of the building with a lower average finished grade, and ■ 

(2) The Board of Appeals shall find In Its review under Section 
8.7 that no reasonable alternate method of enlarging the structure Is 
available and that adequate provision has been taken to eliminate any 
adverse impace on surrounding properties through the provision, on 
those sides where the maximum height will be exceeded, of Increased 
yard areas. 

6.22 The measurement of lot width Bhall be shown on a plan 
approved and endorsed by the Planning Board. 

6.23 LotB having one half or more frontage on a circular 
turnaround or curve of less than 100 feet radius, may be reduced in 
frontage below the requirements of this section to a minimum of 50 feet. 

6.24 In BL and IL districts in particular instances, the Board of 
Appeals may grant a special exception, permitting a principal building 
to he errected on a lol having less area or frontage, or both, than the 
minimum requirements specified in the Table of Dimensional 
Requirements, if at the time of the adoption of said minimum 


requirements such Jot was lawfully JaJd out and recorded by plan or 
deed and did not join other land of the same owner available for use in 
connection with such lot, provided that the Board determines that such 
exception can he grunted without substantial derogation from the intent 
and purpose of this by-law. In SCI districts in particulat instances the 
Bourd of Appeals may grant a special exception permitting buildinrr 
owned and occupied at the time of the effective date of adoptioi. *»r 
amendments of this by-law for a public, charitable or other purple 
lawful in such district to be altered, repaired, rebuilt, or added to in a 
manner failing to conform to the dimensional requirements of Section 
6-1 or the density regulations set forth in Section 6.21 (a), or permitting 
uses accessory to such buildings which fail to conform to the area 
limitations of Section 4.2, subject however to such conditions or 
limitations as the Board in its decision may impose as in its judgement 
arc reasonably required to minimize any deparatures from the general 
purpose and intent of such requirements, regulations or limitations. 

6.25 In residence districts, the Board of Appeals may grant a 
special exception, permitting alterations to existing structures which 
encroach on the side or rear yard requirements of the district, providing 
that: 

a. The enforcement thereof would involve practical difficulty or 
unnecessary hardship and the granting of relief will not result in 
menace to the public safety, health or welfare of the neighborhood. 

b. The Intended use of the alteration is perml tted In the district, 

c. The yard requirement is not reduced by more than 15 
percent. 

6.26 Cluster Residential Housing - Special Permit 

In order to permit maximum flexibility for developing land for 
single family homes; open space; private recreational facilities for the 
exclusive use of the occupants of the Cluster Residential Housing and 
their gueBts; and related off-street parking and landscaping, tracts of 
land consisting of 20 Acres or more In the RDA-20 district and 10 Acres 
or more in the RDB-10 district may be developed as Cluster Residnetlal 
Housing provided the number of dwelling units shall approximate the 
number permitted in the district, and maximum density shall be 
determined as provided in paragraph (e) of section 6,21. 

To afford the Town of Winchester ample assurance that such 
developments will not tend to degrade the amenities of the neigh¬ 
borhoods In which they occur, or of the Town as a whole, and to insure 
that objectionable congestion of traffic Is not created, Ouster 
Residential Housing may only be constructed under a special permit 
granted by the Board of Appeals qb hereinafter defined and limited, 
within such districts as are established with the vote of Town Meeting. 

B, 201 Procedure 

The owner or owners of a parcel of land In the RDA-20 or RDB- 
10 district which is of sufficient size to allow cluster residential housing, 
as defined In 6 , 26 , shall submit to the Board of Appeals an application 
for a special permit, together with plans and a filing fee, in accordance 
with the provisions for Site Plan Review In Subsection 8,7 of this by-law 
and in accordance with the additional provisions of this section 6,28. 

6.262 Standards for Reviewing and Approving Cluster 
Residential Housing 

The Planning Board shall review all Cluster Residential 
Housing applications submitted to it by the Board of Appeals. The 
Planning Board shall report Its recommendations for approval or 
disapproval, together with reasons therefor and any additional 
requirements, to the Board of Appeals within 30 days of receipt of the 
application and plan. Reasonable requirements may be recommended 
to the Board of Appeals by the Planning Board for the protection of 
adjoining residential property. 

The Planning Board shall recommend approval of the Cluster 
Residential Housing application and plan only if It finds the Cluster 
Residential Housing satisfies all of the following standards: 

(a) Uses 

The permitted uses in the Cluster Residential Housing may In¬ 
clude single-family homes, open space, private recreational facilities 
for the exclusive use of the occupants of the Cluster Residential Housing 
and their guests, and related off-street parking and landscaping. 
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<b) General Standards 

The Ouster Residential Housing shall provide for an effective 
and unified treatment of the development possibilities on the project 
site making appropriate provision for the preservation of scenic 
features and amenities of the site and the surrounding areas. 

The Cluster Residential Housing shall be planned and developed to 
harmonize with any existing or proposed development in the area 
surrounding the project site. 

More than one building is permitted on tracts of lots held by one owner 
or in common ownership. 

The uniqueness of each proposal for a Cluster Residential Housing 
requires that the specifications for the width and surfaces of streets 
ways for public utilities, for curbs, gutters, sidewalks, street lights, 
storm water drainage, water supply and distribution, sanitary Bewers 
and sewage collection and treatment shall be subject to modification 
from the specifications established in the Rules and Regulations 
Governing the Subdivision of Land in the Town of Winchester, 
Massachusetts and as amended from time to time. The Planning Board 
may recommend that the specifications otherwise applicable for a 
particular public facility may be waived or modified (provided that 
such modification shall not apply to the materials of said construction 
and shall not produce construction of inferior quality to that required in 
the Rules and Regulations Governing Subdivision) when such waiver or 
modification is not inconsistent with generally approved design 
standards. 

The Planning Board shall recommend the installation or the furnishing 
of a performance guarantee in lieu thereof, of all or any of the following 
improvements it may deem to be necessary or appropriate: street 
grading, pavement, gutters, curbs, sidewalks, street lighting, shade 
trees, landscaping, surveyor’s monuments, water mains, culverts, 
hridges, storm sewers, sanitary sewers or other means of sewage 
disposal, drainaee facilities or structures and other improvements as 
the Planning Board may require or deem necessary in the public 
interest. The Planning Board may recommend phases for the 
completion of improvements in sections of the Planned Residential 
Development and recommend minimum improvement completion 
requirements necessary for the issuance of certificates of Zoning 
Compliance in any section. 

<c) Design Standards 

/Ml buildings in the layout and design shall be an integral part of 
the development and have convenient access to and from adjacent uses 
and roadways. 

Individual buildings shall be related to each other in design, masses, 
materials, placement and connections to provide a visually and 
physically integrated development. Buildings shall be separated by a 
minimum of 20 feet or 0.75 percent of the building height limes its length 
measured in feet whichever is greater, 

Treatment of the sides and rear of all buildings within the Cluster 
Residential Housing shall be comparable in amenities and appearance 
to the treatment given tostreet frontages of these same buildings. 

All building walls shall be so oriented as to insure adequate light and air 
exposures to the rooms within. 

All buildings shall be arranged so as to avoid undue exposure to 
concentrated loading or parking facilities wherever possible, and shall 
be oriented so as to preserve visual and audible privacy between 
adjacent buildings, 

All buildings shall be arranged as to be accessible to emergency 
vehicles. 

All utilities shall be placed underground. 

<d) Landscape Design Standards 

Landscape treatment for plazas, road, pathB, service and parking 
areas shall be designed as an integral part of a coordinated landscape 
design for the entire project area. 

Primary landscape treatment shall consist of shrubs, ground cover, and 
trees, and shall be combined with appropriate walks and street surfaces 
to provide an attractive development pattern. Landscape materials 
selected should be appi opriate to the local growing conditions. 

Whenever appropriate, existing trees shall be preserved and integrated 
into the landscape design plan. 

All streets contained within and bordering the project area shall be 
planted at appropriate Intervals with street trees. 

Whenever possible the existing terrain shall be preserved and land 
moving shall be kept to a minimum. 

(e) Circulation System Design Standards 

There shall be an adequate, safe, and convenient arrangement 
of pedestrian circulation facilities, roadways, driveways, off-street 
parking and loading spaces. 


Roads, pedestrian walks and open space shall be designed as an integral 
part of the overall site design. They shall be properly related to existing 
and proposed buildings, and appropriately landscaped. 

There shall be an adequate amount, In a suitable location, of pedestrian 
walks, malls, and landscaped spaces In order to discourage pedestrian 
ufie of vehicular ways and parking and loading spaces; and to separate 
pedestrian walks, malls and public transportation loading spaces from 
general vehicular circulation facilities. 

Buildings and vehicular circulation open spaces shall be arranged so 
that pedestrians moving between buildings are not unnecessarily 
exposed to vehicular traffic. 

Landscaped, paved and comfortably graded pedestrian walks shall be 
provided along the lines of the most intense use, particularly from 
building entrances to streets, parking areas, and adjacent buildings. 

The location and design of pedestrian walks should emphasize desirable 
vlewB of new and existing development in the area, 

The maximum separation of private automobiles and services vehicles 
shall be provided through the use of separate service lanes. 

Materials and design of paving, lighting fixtures, retaining walls, 
bulkheadB, fences, curbs, benches, etc., snail be of good appearance 
easily maintained and indicative of their function, 

<f) Parking and Loading Design Standards 

Off-street parking and loading facilities shall conform to the provisions 
of Section 7 of this by-law. Parking facilities shall be landscaped and 
screened from public view to the extent necessary to eliminate 
unsightliness and to the monotomy of parked vehicles. 

Pedestrian connections between parking areas and buildings shall be 
via special pedestrian walkways and or/elevators. 

Parking facilities shall be designed with careful regard to arrangement, 
topography, landscaping, ease of access, and shall be developed as an 
integral part of an overall site design. 

Any above grade loading facility should be screened from public view to 
the extent necessary to eliminate unsightliness. 

(g) Common Open Space 

A minimum of 25 percent of a Cluster Residential Housing site area 
shall be developed as open space, Including walkways, plazas, 
landscaped areas, recreation areas, tennis courts, pools, and fountains. 
Parking areas and vehicle access facilities shall not be considered in 
calculating open space. A maximum of 40 percent of the Ouster 
Residential Housing site area shall be covered by impervious 
waterproof surface. 

U) Common open space must be suitably improved for Us 
Intended use. but common open space containing natural features 
worthy of preservation may be left unimproved, The buildings, 


structures and improvements in the common open space must be 
appropriate to the uses which are authorized for the common open 
space. 

(2) The development schedule must coordinate the 
improvement of the common open space, and the construction of 
residential dwellings. 

(3) All land shown on that site plan as common open space shall 
be subject to convenants approved by the Board of Appeals which 
restrict the common open space to the uses specified on the site plan and 
which further assure that ownership of the common open space shall not 
be separate from ownership of the entire tract except that all or part of 
the common open space may be conveyed to the appropriate agency of 
the town for public park, recreational, conservation or other public 
purposes, if such open space is deemed suitable and needed for its 
intended public purpose by the appropriate town agency. A special 
permit shall be conditional upon the actual acceptance by the 
appropriate town agency and of the Town Meeting of the title to the 
common land in the case of plans providing conveyance to the town of 
all or part of the open space. 

<h) Buffer Zone Requirements 

A buffer zone within fifty (50) feet of all external lot lines of a 
designated Cluster Residential Housing shall be provided except that 
portion which fronts upon an existing external street or roadway. Said 
buffer zone shall be kept in Hs natural stale where wooded, and, when its 
natural vegetation is sparse or nonexistent, the landowner may be 
required to provide a year-round visual screen as recommended by the 
Planning Board. 

Within said buffer zone, no principal or accessory structure, nor any off- 
street parking or loading areas or other use shall be permitted. Within 
said buffer zone, utility casements and streets may be provided if 
necessary to insure continuity with adjoining properties, subject to the 
recommendations of the Planning Board. 

Said buffer zone area may be utilized for the purpose of computing the 
Cluster Residential Housing open spHce requirements of this Ordinance. 

The requirements of this paragraph may be modified or eliminated 
where two Cluster Residential Housing developments abut or adjoin one 
another. 

(D Setbacks 

A minimum setback from all external lot lines of a Cluster 
Residential Housing from all existing streets and thoroughfares for all 
buildings, structures and uses of no less than seventy-five (75) feet or a 
distance equal to twice the height of any structure or building within the 
development, whichever is greater, shall be provided. 

6.27 Planned Residential District - Special Permit 

In order to permit maximum flexibility in employing the latest 
techniques for developing land for multiple family dwelling units, tracts 
of land consisting of 20 acres or more within the RDA-20 district and 10 
acres or more in the RDB-10 district may be rezoned by the Winchester 
Town Meeting for a Planned Residential District with maximum 
densities of 6 dwelling units and 12 bedrooms per acre. To afford the 
Town of Winchester ample assurance that such developments will not 
tend to degrade the amenities of the neighborhoods in which they occur, 
or of the town as a whole, and to insure that objectionable congestion 
and density of traffic is not created, a Planned Residential Development 
may only be constructed after rezoning and under a special permit 
granted by the Board of Appeals as hereinafter defined and limited. 

6.271 Procedure 

The owner or owners of a parcel of land which has been zoned 
for a Planned Residential District shall submit to the Board of Appeals 
an application for a special permit, together with plans and a filing fee, 
in accordance with the provisions for Site Plan Review in Subsection 8.7 
of this by-law and in accordance with the additional provisions of this 
section 6.27. 

6.272 Standards for Reviewing and Approving Planned 
Residential Developments 

The Planning Board shall review all Planned Residential 
Development applications submitted to it by the Board of Appeals. The 
Planning Board shall report its recommendations for approval or dis¬ 
approval, together with reasons therefor and any additional 
requirements, to the Board of Appeals within 30 days of receipt of the 
application and plan. Reasonable requirements may be recommended 
to the Board of Appeals by the Planning Board for the protection of 
adjoining residential property. 

The Planning Board shall recommend approval of the Planned 
Residential Development application and plan only If it finds the 
Planned Residential Development satisfies all of the following 
standards: 

<b) Uses 

The permitted uses in the Planned Residential Development 
may include single-family homes, garden apartments and town houses, 
of three stories (40 feet) or less, open space, private recreational 
facilities for the exclusive use of the occupants of the Planned 
Residential Development and their guests, and related off-street 
parking and landscaping. 

<b) General Standards 

The Planned Residential Development shall provide for an 
effective and unified treatment of the development possibilities on the 
project site making appropriate provision for the preservation of scenic 
features and amenities of the site and the surrounding areas. 

The Planned Residential Development shall be planned and developed 
to harmonize with any existing or proposed development In the area 
surrounding the project site, 

More than one building la permitted on tracts of lota held by one owner 
or In common ownership. 

The uniqueness of each proposal for a Planned Residential 
Development requires that the specifications for the width and surfaces 
of streets, ways for public utilities, for curbs, gutters, sidewalks, Btreet 
lights, storm water drainage, water supply and distribution, sanitary 
sewers and sewage collection and treatment shall be subject to 
modification from the specifications established in the Rules and 
Regulations Governing the Subdivision of Land in the Town of 
Winchester, Massachusetts and as amended from time to time, The 
Planning Board may recommend that the specifications otherwise 
applicable for a particular public facility may be waived or modified 
(provided that such modification shall not apply to the material of said 
construction and shall not produce construction of inferior quality to 
that required In the Rules and Regulations Governing Subdivision) 
when auch waiver or modification is not inconsistent with generally 
approved design standards, 

The Planning Board shall recommend the installation or the furnishing 
of a performance guarantee in lieu thereof, of all or any of the following 
improvements it may deem to be necessary or appropriate: street 
grading, pavement, gutters, curbs, sidewalks, street lighting, shade 
trees, landscaping, surveyor's monuments, water mains, culverts, 
bridges, storm sewers, sanitary sewers or other means of sewage 
disposal, drainage facilities or structures and other improvements as 
the Planning Board may require or deem necessary in the public 
interest. The Planning Board may recommend phases for the 
completion of Improvements in sections of the Planned Residential 
Development and recommend minimum Improvement completion 
requirements necessary for the issuance of certificates of Zoning 
Compliance in any section. 

<c) Design Standards 

All buildings in the layout and design shall be an integral part of 
the development and have convenient access to and from adjacent uses 
and roadways. 

Individual buildings shall be related to each other in design, masses, 
materials, placement and connections to provide a visually and 
physically integrated development. Buildings shall be separated by a 
minimum of 20 feet or 0.75 percent of the building height times its length 
whichever is greater. 


Treatment of the sides and rear of all buildings within the Planned 
Residential Development shall be comparable in amenities and 
aptpearanee to the treatment given to street frontages of these same 
buildings. 

All building walls shall be bo oriented as to insure adequate light and 
air exposures to the rooms within. 

All buildings shall be arranged so as to avoid undue exposure to 
concentrated loading or parking facilities wherever possible, and shall 
be oriented so as to preserve visual and audible privacy between 
adjacent buildings. 


All buildings shall be arranged as to be accessible to emergency 
vehicles. 

All utilities shall be placed underground. 


(d) Landscape Design Standards 

Landscape treatment for plazas, roads, paths, service and 
parking areas shall be designed as an integral part of a coordinated 
landscape design for the entire project area. 

Primary landscape treatment shall consist of shrubs, ground cover, and 
trees, and shall be combined with appropriate walks and street surfaces 
to provide an attractive development pattern. Landscape materials 
selected should be appropriate to the local growing conditions. 

Whenever appropriate, existing trees shall be preserved and integrated 
into the landscape design plan. 

All streets contained within and bordering the project area shall be 
planted at appropriate intervals with street trees. 

Whenever possible the existing terrain shall be preserved and land 
moving shall be kept to a minimum. 

(e) Circulation System Design Standards 

There shall be an adequate, safe, and convenient arrangement of 
pedestrian circulation facilities, driveways, roadways, off-street 
parking, and loading spaces. 

Roads, pedestrian walks and open space shall be designed as an integral 
part of the overall site design. They shall be properly related to existing 
and proposed buildings, and appropriately landscaped. 

There shall be an adequate amount, in a suitable location, of pedestrian 
walks, malls, and landscaped spaces in order to discourage pedestrian 
use of vehicular ways and parking and loading spaces; and to separate 
pedestrian walks, malls and public transportation loading spaces from 
general vehicular circulation facilities. 

Buildings and vehicular circulation open spaces shall be arranged so 
that pedestrians moving between buildings are not unnecessarily 
exposed to vehicular traffic. 

Landscaped, paved and comfortably graded pedestrian walks shall be 
provided along the lines of the most intense use, particularly from 
building entrances to streets, parking areas, and adjacent buildings. 

The location and design of pedestrian walks should emphasize desirable 
views of new and existing development in the area. 

The maximum separation of private automobiles and service vehicles 
shall be provided through the use of separate service lanes. 

Materials and design of paving, lighting fixtures, retaining walls, 
bulkheads, fences, curbs, benches, etc., shall be of good appearance 
easily maintained and indicative of their function. 

(f) Parking and Loading Design Standards 

Off-street parking and loading facilities shall conform to the 
provisions of Section 7 of this by-law. Parking facilities shall be 
landscaped a.nd screened from public view to the extent necessary to 
eliminate unsightliness and the monotony of parked vehicles. 

Pedestrian connection between parking areas and buildings shall be via 
special pedestrian walkways and/or elevators. 

Parking facilities shall be designed with careful regard to arrangement, 
topography, landscaping, ease of access, and shall be developed as an 
Integral part of an overall site design. 

Any above grade loading facility should be screened from public view to 
the extent necessary to eliminate unsightliness, 

(g) Common Open Space 

A minimum of 25 percent of a Plannned Residential Development 
site area shall be developed as open space, including walkways, plazas, 
landscaped areas, recreation areas, tennis courts, pools, and fountains. 
Parking areas and vehicle access facilities shall not be considered in 
calculating open space. A maximum of 40 percent of the Planned 
Residential Development site area shall be covered by Impervious 
waterproof surface. 

(1) Common open space must be suitably improved for its 
Intended use, but common open space containing natural features 
worthy of preservation may be left unimproved. The buildings, 
structures and Improvements in the common open space must be 
appropriate to the uses which are authorized for the common open 
space. 

(2) The development schedule must coordinate the 
Improvement of the common open space, and the construction of 
residential dwellings. 

(3) All land shown on that site plan as common open space shall 
be subject to convenants approved by the Board of Appeals which 
restrict the common open Bpace to the uses specified on the site plan and 
which further aBBure that ownership of the common open space shall not 
be separate from ownership of the entire tract except that all or part of 
the common open Bpace may be conveyed to the appropriate agency of 
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the town for public park, recreational, conservation or other public 
purposes, if such open space is deemed suitable and needed for its 
intended public purpose by the appropriate town agency. A special 
permit shall be conditional upon the actual acceptance by the 
appropriate town agency and of the Town Meeting of the title to the 
common land in the case of plans providing conveyance to the town of 
all or part of the open space. 

(h) Buffer Zone Requirements 

A buffer zone within fifty (50) feel of all external lot lines of a designated 
Planned Residential Development shall be provided except that portion 
which fronts upon an existing external street or roadway. Said buffer 
zone shall be kept in its natural state where wooded, and, when its 
natural vegetation is sparse or non-existent, the landowner may be 
required to provide a year-round visual screen as recommended by the 
Planning Board. 

Within said buffer zone, no principal or accessory structure, nor any off- 
street parking or loading areas or other use shall be permitted. Within 
said buffer zone, utility easements and streets may be provided if 
necessary to insure continuity with adjoining properties, subject to the 
recommendations of the Planning Board. 

Said buffer zone area may be utilized for the purpose of computing the 
planned residential development open space requirements of this 
Ordinance. 

The requirements of this paragraph may be modified or eliminated 
where two planned residential unit developments abtit or adjoin one 
another. 

(1) Setbacks 

A minimum setback from all external lot lines of a planned residential 
development from all existing streets and thoroughfares for all 
buildings, structures and uses of no less than seventy-five (75) feet or a 
distance equal to twice the height of any structure or building within the 
development, whichever is greater, shall be provided. 

SECTION 7 ~ OFF-STREET PARKING AND LOADING 

REQUIREMENTS AND AUTOMOTIVE SERVICE REGULATIONS 

7.00 Intent 

It is the intent of this Section of the by-law that any use of land involving 
the arrival, departure, storage, or entry upon the land of motor vehicles 
be so designed and operated as to reduce hazard to pedestrians upon the 
public sidewalks, to protect the use of adjoining property from nuisance 
caused by the noise, fumes, and glare of headlights which may result 
from the operation of cars parking off the street and at the same time to 
reduce congestion in the streets and contribute to traffic safety by 
assuring adequate places for the standing and storing off the street of 
motor vehicles associated with the use of a lot of land. 

7.10 General Regulations Applying to Required Off-Street Parking 
Facilities 

(a) Structures and land uses in existence or for which building 
permits have been issued at the date of adoption of this by-law shall not 
be subject to the requirements of Section 7 so long as the kind or extent 
of use is not changed so that the changed or enlarged use would require 
an increase of more than 15 per cent in the parking facilities required in 
this Section, provided that any parking facilities now serving such 
structures or uses shall not in the future be reduced below such 
requirements. 

(b) Whenever there is an alteration of a structure, addition of a 
new structure, or a change or extension of use which increases the 
parking requirements by 15 per cent or more according to the standards 
of Section 7, the total parking required for the entire structure or use 
shall be provided in accordance with the requirements of this section. 

(c) No parking area shall be used for any use that interferes with 
its availability for the parking need it is required to serve. 

(d) All required parking facilities shall be provided and 
maintained so long as the use exists which the facilities were designed 
to serve. Off-street parking facilities shall not be reduced in total extent 
after their provision, except when such reduction is in conformity with 
the requirements of Section 7. Reasonable precautions shall be taken by 
the owner or sponsor of particular uses to assure the availability of 
required facilities to the employees or other persons whom the facilities 
are designed to serve. Such facilities shall be designed and Used In such 
a manner as at no time to constitute a nuisance, or a hazard, or 
unreasonable Impediment to traffic. 

(e) Any privately owned off-street parking areas now serving 
structures or uses within the Center Business District (CBD-2.0) which 
are in existence or for which building permltB have been issued at the 
date of adoption of this by-law shall be continued and shall not, in the 
future, be reduced below the off-street requirements of the General 
Business District (GBD-1,0) except through application to the Board of 
Appeals as described below. Tne Board of Appeals may allow a 
reduction or discontinuance of existing privately owned off-street 
parking In the Center Business District (CBD-2.0) if it finds that 
sufficient and accessible off-street municipal parking facilities have 
been provided within 300 feet (walking distance) of the structure or use 
being served. ‘’Sufficient'’ shall be deemed to mean that the off-street 
municipal parking facility or facilities contain sufficient parking spaces 
to serve all existing uses, based on the standards of the General 
Business District (GBD-1,0), within 300 feet of the parking facility or 
facilities. 

(f) Where a parking facility is a principal use of any lot, it shall 
not be opened to use until the Zoning Administrator has issued a 
certificate of compliance to the effect that the lot conforms to the 
provisions of Section 7.13. Such certificate may be revoked by the 
Zoning Administrator upon violation of any of the conditions set forth in 
Section 7.13. 

7.11 Off-Street Parking Space Regulation! 

(a) Off-street parking facilities shall be provided for each type of 
land use, in accordance with the following Table of Off-Street Parking 
Requirements, and subject to the further provisions of Section 7.

(2) There shall be appropriate means of access to a street or 
alley as well as adequate maneuvering space. 

Ct) The maximum width of driveways and sidewalk openings

Loading spaces may be enclosed in a structure and must be 
so enclosed if located within 50 feel of a residence district where the use 
involves regular night operation.

<2) They shall not be reduced in total extent after their 
provision, except when such reduction is in conformity with the 
requirements of this Section 7. 

(8) Reasonable precautions shall be taken by the owner or 
sponsor of particular uses to ussurc Lhe availability of required facilities 
to the delivery and pick-up vehicles that they are designed to serve. 

7.8.Regulations Applying to Gasullne Service Stations 

Gasoline service stations shall be designed to conform to the following 
requirements: 

(a) The minimum lot urea shall be 10,000 square feet. 

<b) The minimum frontage on a street shall be 100 feet. 

(cl 'Hie maximum width of driveways and sidewalk openings 
measured at the street lot line shall be 30 feet; the minimum width shall 
k* 20 feet. 


SECTION B - ADMINISTRATION AND ENFORCEMENT 

8. i The Board of Selectmen shall appoint an administrative official, 
hereinafter referred to as the ’’Zoning Administrator,” who shall be 
responsible for the administration and enforcement of this By-Law. He 
may be provided with the assistance of such other persons as the Board 
of Selectmen determine to be required. 

0 11 If the administrative official shall find that any of the 
provisions of this ordinance are being violated, he shall notify in writing 
the person responsible for such violations, indicating the nature of the 
violation and ordering the action necessary to correct it. He shall order 
discontinuance of illegal use of land, buildings, or structures; removal 
of illegal buildings or structures or of illegal additions, alterations, or 
structural changes; discontinuance of any illegal work being done; or 
shall take any other action authorized by this ordinance to ensure 
compliance with or to prevent violation of its provisions. 

8 .12 The Board of Selectmen shall establish a schedule of fees, 
charges and expenses and a collection procedure for certificates of 
zoning compliances, applications for site plan review, appeals and other 
matters pertaining to this by-law. The schedule of fees shall be 
established to reflect the cost of the services required, and it shall be the 
responsibility of the Zoning Administrator to recommend changes in 
fees from time to time to reflect changes in these costs. 

B.2 Certificates of Zoning Compliance for New, Altered, or Non- 
Conforming Uses 

8.21 It shall be unlawful to use or occupy or permit the use or 
occupancy of any building or premises, or both, or part thereof 
hereafter created, erected, changed, converted, or wholly or partly 
altered or enlarged in its use or structure until a Certificate of Zoning 
Compliance shall have been issued therefor by the Zoning 
Administrator staling that the proposed use of the building or land 
conforms to the requirements of this by-law. 

8.22 No non-conforming use as defined by Section 4,4 Table of Use 
Regulations shall be maintained, renewed, changed or extended until a 
Certificate of Non-Conformance shall have been issued by the Zoning 
Administrator. The Certificate of Non-Conformance shall state 
specifically wherein the non-conforming use differs from the provisions 
of this by-law and indicate that the non-conforming use was in fact a 
legal use prior to the enactment or amendment of this by-law, except 
that upon enactment or amendment of this by-law, owners or occupants 
of non-conforming uses shall have six months to apply for Certificates of 
Non-Conformance. Failure to make such application within six months 
shall be presumptive evidence that the property was in conforming use 
at the time of enactment or amendment of this by-law. Every owner or 
occupant of a non-con forming use shall be notofied or appropriately 
advised by the Zoning Administrator within three months of the 
effective date of this By-Law, or as promptly thereafter as is 
practicable; and the six-month time periods specified hereinabove shall 
not commence until such notification has been made. 


(d) The minimum distance of driveways, measured at the lot line Note: Tito requirements of this section do not apply to non-conforming 
shall be as follows: Ixits or Structures, (see Sections 3.2 & 3.4) 


(1) Where the computation of required parking space results in a 
fractional number, only the fraction of one-half or more shall be counted 
as one. 

(2) Two or more uses may provide for required parking in a 
common parking lot if the total space provided is not less than the sum 
of Lhe spaces required for each use individually. 

The number of spaces required in a common parking facility may 
be reduced below this total by a special exception under Section 8 of this 
by-law if it can be demonstrated to the satisfaction of the Board of 
Appeals that the hours or days or peak parking need for the uses are so 
different that a lower total will provide adequately for all uses served by 
the facility. 

(3) Where part of a lot is or has been acquired by the Town to be 
used by the Town for public parking or for facilities accessory to public 
parking, the parking requirements on the remaining portion of the lot in 
private ownership shall be reduced by the number of spaces that could 
have been provided on the part of the lot so acquired by the Town, 
calculated on the basis of one space per 400 square feet of lot area so 
acquired. 

lb) Residence Uses shall include Uses 1,2,3,4,4a, and 5, as listed in 
Section 4.4. 

(c) Places of Public Assembly shall include Uses 9,10,13, 23 and 24, 
as listed in Section 4.4. Where Places of Public Assembly are provided 
with benches rather than fixed individual seats, each two lineal feet of 
bench shall equal one seat, and where no fixed seats are used, each 20 
square feet of public floor area shall equal one seat. 

id) Institutions shall include Uses 6. 7, 8, 11 , 15 and 16, as listed in 
Section 4.4. 

(e) Retail and Office Uses of land and structures shall include Uses 
19, 21, 22 , 25, 26,28, 30, 31, 34, 36, 41, and 42, as listed in Section 4.4, Where 
a principal use on a lot is an open-air use not enclosed in a structure, the 
area of the lot devoted to such use shall be considered to be floor space 
for purposes of calculating parking requirements. Where lhe area 
devoted to such use is not clearly determinable, the Zoning 
Administrator shall determine the area to be considered equivalent to 
floor space. 

if) Medical and Dental Uses of land and structures shall include 
Use 32 as listed in Section 4.4. 

ig) Industrial Uses of land or structures shall include Uses 27, 29, 33 
and 39. as listed in Section 4.4. Where a principal use on a lot is an open- 
air use not enclosed in a structure, the area of the lot devoted to such use 
shall be considered to be floor space for purposes of calculating parking 
requirements. Where the area devoted to such use is not obviously 
defined, the Zoning Administrator shall determine the area to be 
considered equivalent to floor space. 

I h) Warehouse and Other Uses of land or structures shall include 
Uses 18, 37., 38 and 40, as listed in Section 4.4. Where a principal use on a 
lot is an open-air use not enclosed in a structure, the area of the lot 
devoted to such use shall be considered to be floor space for purposes of 
calculating parking requirements, Where the area devoted to such use 
is not obviously defined, the Zoning Administrator shall determine the 
area to be considered equivalent to floor space. 

(i) Where any land, structure or land and structure in 
combination is in more than one use, parking spaces shall be provided 
for the entire lot in accordance with the requirements of the use which 
requires the maximum number of spaces, except that the number of 
spaces may be reduced below that maximum requirement by a special 
permit under Section 8 of this by-law if it can be demonstrated to the 
Board of Appeals that: 

(1) At least 15 percent of the area is in a use with a requirement 
less than the maximum, 

(2) A total number of parking spaces is provided so that the area 
of each use shall be provided with parking spaces as required for that 
use, 

(3) It is unlikely that the uses requiring the lesser number of 
spaces will be changed to one requiring a greater number. 

7.12 Location: Required Off-Street Parking Facilities 

Required off-street parking facilities shall be provided on the same lot. 
Where the requirements of this section cannot be met on the same lot, 
the Board of Appeals by Special Permit under Section 8.5 may 
authorize, within the same district, required parking on any lot in the 
same ownership within 300 feet of the principal use served, as measured 
along street lines, subject to such bond or other assurance of 
permanence and of common ownership, as it may deem adequate. 


7.13 Design of AH Off-Street Parking Facilities 

(a) Parking facilities shall be occupied only by passenger cars 
and commercial vehicles not exceeding seven and one nail teet in widtn 
and 1B feet in length. unless the special standards provided in paragraph 
(h) of this Section 7.13 are met. 

(b) The minimum dimensions of stalls and aisles shall be as 
follows: 

(1) Stall width shall be at least nine feet: 


fd) The width of entrance and exit drives, except as permitted in 
paragraph (k), shall be: 

(DA minimum of 12 feet for one-way use only, 

(2) A minimum of 20 feet for two-way use, except that 
driveways providing access primarily for overnight parking, with 
incidental daytime use, may be a minimum of 12 feet wide and 

(3) A maximum of 20 feet at the street lot line in residence 
districts, and 30 feet in business and industrial districts 

(e) Setbacks for parking areas shall be as follows: 

(1) In all districts, except as permitted in paragraph (k). 
parking stalls in parking lots shall be set back from the street lot line to 
whatever extent may be necessary in the specific situation, as 
determined by the Zoning Administrator, to avoid the probability of 
cars backing or otherwise maneuvering on the sidewalk upon entering 
or leaving Lhe stalls. In no case shall parking lots be designed to require 
or encourage cars to back into a public or private way in order to leave 
the lot; exceot for Darkinc stall the sole access to which is an alley 
adjacent to rear lot lines and so arranged that there is at least 20 feet of 
clear backing between the rear line of the parking stall and the opposite 
and more distant line of the alley. 

12) In all residential districts, the surfaced area of a parking lot 
shall be set back: 


(i> from the front lot line, except where an access driveway 
misses the street lot line, the distance specified for building setback 
under Section 6.1. 

lii) from the side lol line 1/3 the distance specified for 
minimum side yard sol back of the district under 6.1 except in the HA 
district, where the minimum setback shall tie 20 feet. 

tiii) from the side and rear lot lines in the rear yard, a 
minimum of five feet. Such setback shall be seven feet where two feet of 
setback area is included in a minimum stall depth as provided in sub- 
paragraph lb) (2). 

r (iv> in the KB-20 district, from an HDA, RDB, RDC and KG 
District Zone Boundary a minimum of 25 feet in side or rear yards 
where the buildings and other structures (other than fences) located in 
I be KB -20 District are set back at least 50 feet; provided that no surface 
parking shall he permitted within side or rear yards in the RB-20 
District, where the buildings or other structures are set back less than 
50 feet pursuant to footnote (d)of Sect ion 6.1. 

(3) In all residential districts, the setback areas shall be 
planted and maintained. 

(4) In all districts, barriers shall be provided to prevent motor 
vehicles from being parked within required setback areas, or beyond 
the boundaries of the lot where no setback is required. 

if) Abutting properties in residential districts shall be protected 
from lights, os follows: 

• 1) /VI1 illumination on parking lots must be shielded so as not to 
shine directly upon abutting properties in residential districts. 

(2) Properties in residential districts, other than the use served 
by the parking lot, which abut the parking lot shall be protected from 
headlight glare by either: 

(i) A strip at least four feet wide, densely planted with shrubs 
or trees which are at least four feet high at the time of planting and 
which are of a type that may be expected to form a year-round dense 
screen at least six feet high within three years, or 

(ii> A wall, barrier, or fence of uniform appearance at least 
five feet high, but not more than six feet above finished grade, or above 
the roof level, if on a roof. 

(3) Such screening shall be maintained in good condition at all 
limes. Such screening or barrier may be interrupted by normal 
entrance and exits, and shall have no signs hung or attached thereto 
other Ilian those permitted in the district. 

(g) Nd stall shall be located within 10 feet of that part of a 
building having windows of habitable rooms at the basement or first 
story level, except as permitted in paragraph (k). 

(h) The regulations for the parking of trucks, buses, or other 
commercial vehicles exceeding seven and one half feet by 18 feet in size 
shall be as follows: 

(1) Stalls to provide parking for commercial vehicles 
exceeding seven and one-half feet by 18 feet in size shall be located at 
least 100 feet from the nearest dwelling unit in a residence district 

(2) Stalls for such vehicles shall be specifically identified upon 
the plan, and shall be of such dimensions as to accommodate the 
specified type of vehicle. Such vehicles shall be permitted to park only 
in the stalls so identified and approved. 

(3) Whenever such lot is adjacent to residential districts it shall 
be screened from abutting property as provided in paragraph (f) above, 

(i) Drainage, surfacing and maintenance of parking lots 
shall be as follows: 

(1) The parking lot shall be marked so as to indicate 
clearly the space to be occupied by each motor vehicle, in accordance 
with the dimensions specified in paragraph (b) of this Section 7.13. Such 
markings shall be maintained so as to be plainly visible. 

(2) The area of the lot not planted and so maintained, including 
driveways, shall be graded, surfaced with asphalt or other suitable 
material, and drained to the satisfaction of the Zoning Administrator, to 
the extent necessary to prevent nuisance of dust, erosion, or excessive 
water flow across public ways. 

(3) Lots shall be kept clean and free from rubbish and debris. 

(j) Where parking lots are increased in capacity after the 
effective date of this by-law, the expanded portion thereof shall be 
designed in accordance with the regulations of this Section 7.13. 

(k) Parking lots for three vehicles or less shall conform to the 
regulations of this Section 7.13, with the exception of paragraphs 7,13 (d) 

1 and 2, (e) 1, and (g). 

(l) Under a special exception after a hearing, the Board of 
Appeals may permit in lieu of the dimensional requirements of this 
Section 7.13, where new parking facilities are being installed to serve 
structures and land uses in existence or for which building permits had 
been issued at the date of adoption of this by-law, the substitution of 
other dimensional requirements, provided such substitution is 
necessary to permit the installation of some or all of the off-street 
parking spaces that would be required for a similar new building. 

(m) At least 2 per cent of the interior of a parking lot with 21 or 
more parking spaces shall be planted and continuously maintained. 
Planting along the perimeter of a parking area, whether for required 
screening or general beautification, shall not be considered as part of 
the 2 per cent interior planting. The planting shall be distributed 
throughout the parking area and shall include trees as well as other 
plant material. Existing trees shall be preserved where possible. No 
planting bed shall have a width of less than 3 feet. 

7.20.Off-Street Loading Regulations 

(a) Structures and land uses in existence or for which building 
permits have been issued at the date of adoption of this by-law shall not 
be subject to the requirements stated below, provided that any loading 
facilities now serving such structures or uses shall not in the future be 
reduced below these requirements. 

< b) Where a structure existing on the effective date of this by-law 
is altered or extended in such a way as to increase the gross floor area 
by 5,000 square feet or more, only this additional gross floor area shall 
be counted in computation of the off-street loading requirements. 
Alterations or extensions aggregating less than 5,000 square feet 
subsequent to the effective date of this by-law do not require such 
provisions of loading space. 

(c) Where retail, or other stores are designed or constructed as a 
grouporas a unified building, the aggregate of individual stores shall be 
treated as one building for the purpose of calculating off-street loading 
facilities. 

(d) Where mixed uses occur, off-street loading facilities shall be 
lhe sum of the requirements for the several individual uses computed 
separately, except that such facilities may be less than said sum by 
special exception from the Board of Appeals when it can be 
demonstrated that such individual uses are not in operation at the same 
lime. 

(e) Off-street loading facilities shall be provided in accordance 
with the following requirements for each type of land use except Uses l 
lo 4 inclusive, as listed in Section 4

(a) Ingress and egress to property and proposed structures 
thereon with particular reference to automotive and pedestrian safety 
and convenience, traffic flow and control and access in case of fire or 
catastrophe; 

(b) Off-Street parking and loading areas where required with 
particular attention to the items in paragraph (a) and the economic, 
noise, glare, or odor effects of the special exception on adjoining 
properties and properties generally in the district; 

(c) Refuse collection or disposal and service areas, with 
particular reference to items in paragraphs (a) and (b) above; (Onsite

(4) Minimum width of aisles providing access to stalls for two- 
way traffic shall be 24 feel, except that aisles providing access 
primarily for overnight parking may be a minimum of 22 feet. 

(c) Parking facilities shall be designed so that each motor 
vehicle may proceed lo and from, the parking space provided for it 
without requiring the moving of any other motor vehicle. The Board of 
Appeals, however, may by special exception modify this requirement, 
and the dimensional requirements of paragraph (b) of this Section 7.13 
where a parking facility is under full-time attendant supervision, 


<c) The minimum setback of any building from all street lot lines 
shall be 40 feet. 

(f) The minimum setback of gasoline pumps from all street lot 
lines shall be 12 feet. 

(g) A raised curb at least six inches in height shall be constructed 
and maintained along the edges of all pavement on the lot except at the 
liases of buildings and at driveway openings. 

(h) Properties in residential districts which abut a gasoline 
service station shall be protected from headlight glare by either: 

U)A strip at least four feet wide, densely planted with shrubs 
or trees which are at least four feet high at the time of planting and 
which are of a type that may be expected to form a year-round dense 
screen at least six feet high within three years, or 

(2) A wall, barrier, or fence of uniform appearance at least five 
feet high, but not more than seven feet above finished grade. Such wall, 
barrier, or fence must be opaque. 

(3) Such screening shall be maintained in good condition at all 
times, may be interrupted by normal entrances or exits, and shall have 
no signs hung or attached thereto other than those permitted in the 
district. 

(i) All illuminulionon outdoor areas shall be shielded so as not to 
shine directly upon any property in a residence district. 

(j) All washing, lubricating, and making of repairs shall be 
carried on inside the building. 


(k) No major repairs such as body work shall be performed. 

(l) No merchandise other than accessory, portable automotive 
merchandise may be displayed or sold on the premises. 

On) The area of the lot not planted and so maintained shall be 
graded, surfaced with asphalt or other suitable material, and drained to 
the satisfaction of the Zoning Administrator, lo the extent necessary to 
prevent nuisances of dust, erosion, or excessive water flow across the 
public ways. 


7,4 Supplementary Regulations Applying to Outdoor Automobile 
Rental or Sales and Storage for Rental or Sale 

A lot to be used for outdoor automobile rental or sales or storage for 
rental or sale shall conform to the following requirements: 

(a) The mini mum lol area shall be 10,000 square feet. 

(b) The minimum frontageon one street shall be lOOfeei. 

(c) The maximum width of driveways and sidewalk openings 
measured at the street lot line shall be 30 feet, the minimum width, 20 
feet. 


id) The minimum distance of driveways, measured at lot line, 
shall be as follows: 


8.24 A temporary certificate of zoning compliance may be issued 
by the Zoning Administrator for a period not exceeding six months 
during alterations or partial occupancy of a building pending its 
completion, provided that such temporary certificate may include such 
conditions and safeguards as will protect the safety of the occupants and 
the public. 

8.25 The Zoning Administrator shall maintain a record of all 
certificates of zoning compliance, and a copy shall be furnished upon 
request to any person. 

8.26 Failure to obtain a certificate of zoning compliance shall be a 
violation of this by-law and punishable under Section 8.9 of this by-law. 

8.27 Certificatesofzoning compliance issued on the basis of plans 
and applications approved by the Zoning Administrator authorize only 
the use and arrangement set forth in such approved plans and 
applications, and no other use or arrangement. Use or arrangement at 
variance with that authorized shall be deemed violation of this by-law, 
and punishable as provided by Section 8.9 hereof. 

8.28 Application for certificate of zoning compliance shall be 
acted upon by the Zoning Administrator within a period of 30 calendar 
days and the applicant advised thereupon as to the issuance or denial of 
the certificate. 

8.3 Board of Appeals; Appointment 

The Board of Appeal under the Building Laws shall be the Board of 
Appeals under this by-law and shall have all of the powers and duties of 
Boards of Appeals under the statutes relating to zoning. An appeal may 
be taken to the Board of Appeals by any officer or board of the Town, or 
by uny person aggrieved by any order or decision of the Zoning 
Administrator. Such appeal may be taken within thirty days after the 
order or decision appealed from has been rendered. 

8.4 Administrative Review by Board of Appeals 

The Board of Appeals shall hear and decide appeals where it is alleged 
thut the applicant is aggrieved by any order, requirement, decision or 
determination made by the Zoning Administrator in the enforcement of 
this by-law or by the applicant's inability to obtain a permit pursuant to 
Section 13 of the Zoning Enabling Act. 

8.5 Special Exceptions by Board of Appeals; Conditions; 
Procedures 

The Bourd of Appeals shall hear and decide only such special exceptions 
as are specifically authorized by the terms of this by-law. The Board 
may grant special exceptions only where such conditions and 
safeguards as required by this by-law have been made, and only after a 
determination that such grant would promote the public health, safety, 
welfare, comfort or convenience of the community, A special exception 
shall not be granted by the Board of Appeals unless and until: 

8.51 A written application for a special exception is submitted 
indicating the specific section of this by-law under which the special 
exception is sought and stating the grounds on which it is requested; 

8.52 The Board of Appeals has made written findings certifying 
compliance with the specific provisions of this by-law governing the 
exception and that satisfactory provision and arrangement has been 
made covering the following where applicable; 
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of the Zoning Enabling Act A variance from the terms of this by-law 
shall not be granted by the Board of Appeals lo allow a use not 
permissible under the terms of this by-law in the district involved, or to 
allow any use expressly or by implication prohibited by the terms of this 
by-law in said district. The non-conforming use of other lands, 
structures or buildings in the same district nor non-conforming uses of 
lands, structures or buildings in other districts shall not be considered 
as grounds for a variance. 

N.7 Site Plan Review; Findings; Procedures 

The Board of Appeals shall review preliminary site plans for 
developments prior to approval of applications for special permits in 
certain cases specified in Section 4 (designated Yes*in the Table of Use 
Regulations); to make findings and determinations in regard to such 
cases in conformity with sub-section 8.52 of this by-law. In such cases, a 
special permit shall be issued only if the Board of Appeals makes a 
finding and determination that the proposed placement of buildings, 
provisions for waste disposal, surface drainage, parking areas, 
driveways, and the location of intersections of driveways and streets 
will constitute a suitable development and will not result in substantial 
detriment to the neighborhood. 

No building, other than a single-family dwelling, shall be erected or 
externally enlarged, and no area for roadways, parking, loading or open 
space shall be es’ablished or changed on land developed under the 
provisions of this section except in conformity with a preliminary site 
plan bearing the endorsement of approval of the Board of Appeals. No 
certificate of zoning compliance shall be issued for any such building or 
buildings, unless the same conforms in all respects to such site plan and 
unless all facilities included in the site plan have been in accordance 
therein, 

8.71 A person applying for site plan review under Section 8.7 or 
applying for a special permit in certain cases specified in Section 4 
(designated SP in the Table of Use Regulations) shall file with the 
Board of Appeals ten copies each of an application and a preliminary 
site plan, and a filing fee. Such application and site plan shall include 
the elements on which the Board of Appeals is to make a finding and 
determination, as provided in Section 8.52, and shall also include 
information as to the nature and extent of the proposed use of buildings, 
and such further information in respect to such elements and use as 
required in Section 6, if applicable, and as Lhe Board of Appeals or the 
Planning Board shall reasonably require by rule or regulation. In 
subsequent applications concerning the same subject matter, the Board 
may waive the filing of plans and documents to the extent they duplicate 
those previously filed. 

8.72 The Board of Appeals shall within three days (Saturdays, 
Sundays and holidays excluded) of receipt of them transmit to the 
Conservation Commission and Planning Board two copies of the above 
application and site plan. The Planning Board and Conservation 
Commission shall consider the same and submit a final report thereon 
with recommendations to the Board of Appculs. The Conservation 
Commission shall review the application with particular reference to 
the provisions of the Wetlands Protection Act - Chapter 131 - Section 4U 
and shall recommend as to the advisability of granting the special 
permit and as to any restrictions which should be imposed upon the 
development as a condition of such permit. The Board of Appeals shall 
not make a finding and determination upon an application until it has 
received the final report or the Planning Board and/or Conservation 
Commission thereon or until thirty days shall have elapsed since the 
transmittal of said copies of the application and site plan lo the Planning 
Board and Conservation Commission without such report being 
submitted. The period within which final action shall be taken may be 
exlended for a definite period, but not more than ninety days by mutual 
consent of the Board of Appeals and the applicant. 

8.73 The Board of Appealssholl hold a public hearing, and, except 
as hereinafter provided, shall take final action within sixty days after 
the date of the filing of such application with said Board of Appeals. 
Such final action shall consist of either: 

(a) A finding and determination that the proposed 
construction, reconstruction, substantial exterior alteration, or addition 
will constitute a suitable development and will not result in substantial 
detriment to the neighborhood, or 

(b) A written denial of the application for such finding and 
determination, stating the reasons for such denial, which reasons shall 
include a statement of the respect in which any elements in and 
particular features of the proposal are deemed by the Board to be 
unsuitable or detrimental to the neighborhood. 

(c) A finding and determination may be made subject to such 
reasonable conditions, modifications and restrictions set forth therein 
as the Board may deem necessary to ensure that the proposed 
construction, reconstruction, substantial exterior alteration, or addition 
will constitute a suitable development and will not result in substantial 
detriment to the neighborhood. 

(d) In the event that the Board of Appeals approves a special 
permit under these provisions, any construction, reconstruction, 
substantial exterior alteration, or addition shall be curried on only in 
conformity with any conditions, modifications and restrictions subject 
lo which the Board shall have mude its findings and determination, and 
only in conformity with the application and site plan on the basis of 
which the finding and determination are made. 

8,8 All questions of interpretation and enforcement shall be first 
presented to the Zoning Administrator, Such questions shall be 
presented to the Board of Appeals only on appeal from the decisions of 
the Zoning Administrators, Said decision shall be forthcoming from lhe 
Zoning Administrator within a period of 30 calendar days after their 
submission. 

K.B Enforcement 

H.Di Complaints Whenever a violation of ihis by-law occurs or is 
alleged to have occurred, any person muy file a signed written 
complaint with the Zoning Administrator who shall record properly 
such complaint, immediately investigate, and take appropriate action 
thereon. 

8.92 If the Zoning Administrator shall find that any of the 
provisions of this by-law are being violated, he shall notify in writing the 
person responsible for such violations, indicating the nature of the 
violation and ordering the action necessary to correct it. lie shall order 
discontinuance of illegal use of land, buildings, or structures; removal 
of illegal buildings or structures or of illegal additions, alterations, or 
structural changes, discontinuance of any illegal work being done; he 
shall also cause to be instituted civil or criminal actions to secure 
enforcement of the provisions of the zoning by-laws or shall take any 
other action authorized by this by-law to ensure compliance with or to 
prevent violation of its provisions, T7ie Zoning Administrator shall have 
the right to enter upon private property for the purpose of inspecting it 
to determine if this By-Law is being violated. 

K.93 Penalties for Violation 

(a) Violation of the provisions of this by-law or failure to 
comply with any of its requirements (including violations of conditions 
and safeguards established in connection with grants of variances or 
special exceptions) shall constitute a misdemeanor. Any person who 
violates this by-law or fails to comply with any of its requirements shall 
upon conviction thereof be fined not more than $50.00 for each offense. 
Each day such violation continues shall be considered a separate 
offense. 

(b) The owner, tenant, occupant or person or persons in 
possession of any building, structure, premises, or part thereof, and any 
architect, builder, contractor, agent, or other person who commits, 
participates in, assists in. or maintains such violation may each be 
found guilty of a separate offense and suffer the penalties herein 
provided. 


SECTION 9 — DEFINITIONS 

For the purposes of this by-law, certain terms or words used herein 
shall be interpreted as follows: 

The "present tense includes the future tense, the singular number 
includes the plural, and the plural number includes the singular. 

The word shall is mandatory, the word may is permissive. 


The words used or occupied include the words Intended, designed, or 
iiminged to he used or occupied. 

ACCESSORY USE OH STRUCTURE. A use or structure on the 
same lot with, and of a nature customarily incidental and subordinate 
In. the principal use or structure. 

APARTMENT. See "Dwelling Unit.” 

APARTMENT HOUSE. A multiple-family dwelling over three 
stories in height 

RASEMENT. That part of a building partly underground but 
having more than one-half of its entire wall area above the level of the 
adjoining ground. A basement shall be counted as a floor or story if used 
for business or dwelling purposes. 

BUILDING - A combination of any materials, whether portable or 
fixed, having a roof, to form a structure for the shelter of persons, 
animals or property, For the purpose of this definition "roof’’ shall 
include an awning or any similar covering, whether or not permanent in 
nature. 

BUILDABLE AREA. The portion of a lot remaining after’ 
required yards have been provided. 

BUILDING LENGTH - the length of the longest horizontal 
dimension through a building, or group of attached buildings, measured 
parallel to building walls and including all overhanging or projecting 
structures. 

CELLAR. That part of a building having less than one-half of its 
entire wall area above the level of the adjoining ground, No cellar or 
portion thereof shall be used as a dwelling unit. A cellar shall not be 
counted as a floor or story. 

CLUSTER DEVELOPMENT. A division of land into lots used, or 
available for use, as building sites where said lots are clustered together 
into one or more groups, separated from adjacent property and other 
groups of lots by intervening "common land" as described in Section 
(> 28 . 

DWELLING, ATTACHED. A building designed or occupied as a 
residence and separated from another attached dwelling on one or both 
sides either by a vertical party wall or walls or by a contiguous wall or 
walls without side yards. 

DWELLING, DETACHED. A building which is designed or 
occupied os a residence and is separated by side yards from any other 
structure or structures except accessory buildings. 

DWELLING. MULTIPLE-FAMILY. A residential building 
designed for or occupied by three or more families, with the number of 
families in residence not exceeding the number of dwelling units 
provided. 

DWELLING. SINGLE-FAMILY. A detached residential 
dwelling unit other than a mobile home, designed for and occupied by 
one family only, 

DWELLING, TWO-FAMILY. A detached residential building 
containing two dwelling units, designed for occupancy by not more than 
two families. 

DWELLING UNIT. One room, or rooms connected together, 
constituting a separate, independent housekeeping establishment for 
owner occupancy, or rental or lease on a weekly, monthly, or longer 
basis, and physically separated from any other rooms or dwelling units 
which may be in the same structure, and containing independent 
cooking, bathroom and sleeping facilities. A dwelling unit shall have 
more than one-half of its fioor-to-ceiling height above the average level 
of the adjoining ground, 

ERECTED. The word "erected" shall include the words 
"attached," "built," "constructed," "reconstructed," "altered," 
"enlarged" and "moved." 

FAMILY. A "family” is any group of persons related by blood, 
adoption, or marriage. In the case of persons occupying a dwelling unit 
who arc not so related a group of not more than four persons may also be 
construed as a "Family” for the purposes of this by-law. 

FILLING STATION. Buildings and premises where gasoline, oil, 
grease, batteries, tires, and automobile accessories may be supplied 
and dispensed at retail, and where in addition the following services 
may be rendered and sales made, and no other: 

(a) Sale and servicing of spark plugs, batteries, and distributor 

parts; 

(b) Tire servicing and repair, but not recapping or regrooving; 

(c> Replacement of mufflers and tail pipes, water hose, fan 
belts, brake fluid, light bulbs, fuses, floor mats, seat covers, windshield 
wipers and wiper blades, grease retainers, wheel bearings, mirrors, 
and the like; 

id) Radiator cleaning and flushing, including removal and 
replacing; 

Id Washing and polishing, and sale of automotive washing and 
polishing materials; 

if) Greasing and lubrication; 

(g) Providing and repairing fuel pumps, oil pumps, water 
pumps, and lines; 

di) Minor servicing, replacement and repair of carburetors; 

(i) Emergency wiring repairs; 

(j) Adjusting and repairing brakes; 

(k) Servicing of front end including ball joints; 

< I) Minor motor adjustments not involving removal of lhe head 
or crankcase or racing the motor; 

<m> Sales of cold drinks, packaged foods, tobacco, and similar 
convenience goods for filling station customers, as accessory and 
incidental to principal operation; 

in) Provision of road maps and other informational material to 
customers; provision of restroom facilities. 

Uses permissible at a filling station do not include major mechanical 
and body work, straightening of body parts, painting, welding, or other 
work involving noise, glare, fumes, smoke or other characteristics to an 
extent greater than normally found in filling stations. A filling station is 
not a repair garage, a body shop, or a parking lot. No torches or electric 
welding equipment shall be stored or used on the premises. 

FIRE LANE. An open space in which no building or structure 
may be erected and in which no automotive vehicles may be parked, 
except (hat buildings may be interconnected by corridors or walkways 
if provision is made for access by fire apparatus to all outside walls. The 
open space shall be between a building and a line parallel to and fifteen 
feet equidistant from a building. 

FLOOR AREA. The aggregate horizontal area in square feel of 
all floors of a building or several buildings on the same lot measured 
from the exterior faces of walls enclosing each building, exclusive of 
garages, cellar and attic areas used only for storage or for service 
incidental to the operation or maintenance of such building or buildings. 

FRONTAGE, LOT. The boundary between a lot and an abutting 
street lx*lwoen lot lines or, in the case of a corner lot, between a lot line 
and the intersection of street lines or of street lines extended. 

FRONTAGE, STREET. A street which provides Lhe required lot 
frontage for a building. When u lot is bounded by more than one street 
any one of them, but only one, muy be designated as the frontage street 
by the owner, provided that the street meets the frontage requirement 
and that the principal permitted building on the lot is numbered on such 
frontage street. However, in the case of a lot bounded by two streets 
forming nil interior angle of more than 135 degrees, their combined 
fronlage between lot lines may be used to satisfy the lot frontage 
requirement 


(•ARDEN APARTMENT HOUSE. A multiple-family dwelling, 
noi over three stories in height, and containing not less than 4 dwelling 
units. 

GROUP HOUSE. A building comprised of not less than three nor 
more than ten attached single-family dwellings. 

HALF STORY. See "Story, Half " 

HEIGHT OF A BUILDING: The height of a building is the 
vertical distance of the highest point of the roof above the mean grade of 
thccurbsof all the streets upon which it abuts, and if it does not abut on 
a street, above the mean grade of theground adjoining the building. 

HOME OCCUPATION. An occupation conducted in a dwelling 
unit, provided that: 

(a l No person other than members of the family residing on the 
premises shall be engaged in such occupation; 

(b> The use of the dwelling unit for the home occupation shall 
be clearly incidental and subordinate to its use for residential purposes 
by its occupants, and not more than 25 percent of the floor area of the 
dwelling unit shall be used in the conduct of the home occupation; 

(c) There shall be no change in the outside appearance of the 
building or premises, or other visible evidence of the conduct of such 
home occupation other than one sign, not exceeding one square foot in 
area, non-illuminated, and mounted flat against the wall of the principal 
building; 

(d) No home occupation shall be conducted in any accessory 
building; 

(e) There shall be no sales of products on the premises in 
connection with such home occupation; 

<f) No traffic shall be generated by such occupation in greater 
volumes lhan would normally be expected in a residential 
neighborhood, and any need for parking generated by the conduct of 
such home occupation shall be met off Lhe street and other than in a 
required front yard. 

(g) No equipment or process shall be used in such home 
occupation which creates noise, vibration, glare, fumes, odors, or 
electrical interference detectable to the normal senses off the lot, if the 
occupation is conducted in a single-family residence, or outside the 
dwelling unit if conducted in other than a single-family residence. In Lhe 
case of electrical interference, no equipment or process shall be used 
which creates visual or audible interference in any radio or television 
receiversoff the premises, or causes fluctuations in line voltage off the 
premises. 

(h) Renting of rooms to not more than two persons. 

(i) Barber shop, beauty shop and mortuary are not permitted. 

IMPERVIOUS SURFACE - Any surface which sheds water 
rather than absorbing it, such as roofs and roads, and has a run-off 
coeficicnt of 90 percent or higher. If perforated paving surfaces are used 
extensively in place of parking areas, etc., it shall be counted as an 
impervious surface, 

LOADING SPACE, OFF-STREET. Space logically and 
conveniently located for bulk pickups and deliveries, scaled to delivery 
vehicles expected to be used, and accessible to such vehicles when 
required off-street parking spaces are filled. Required off-street loading 
space is not to be included as off-street parking space in computation of 
required off-street parking space. 

LOT. An area of land in one ownership with definite boundaries 
ascertainable by recorded deed or plan. 

LOT AREA. Area within a lot, including land over which 
casements have been granted, but not including any land within the 
limits of a street upon which such lot abuts, even if fee to such street is 
in the owner of the lot, except that if a corner lot has its corner bounded 
by a curved line connecting other street lines which, if extended, would 
intersect, the area may be computed as if such boundary lines were so 
extended. 

LOT, CORNER. A lot bounded by more than one street which has 
an interior angle of 135 degrees or less formed by the tangents or 
straight segments of street lines between the side or rear lines of such 
lot or by an extension of such street lines. A lot bounded by one street 
shall be considered a corner lot when the tangents or straight segments 
of the street line between the side lines of the lot form or would form if 
extended, an interior angle of 105 degrees or less. 

LOT DEPTH. The distance between the midpoints of straight 
lines connecting the foremost points of the side lot lines in front and the 
rearmost pointsof the side lot lines in the rear. 

LOT FRONTAGE. See "Frontage, Lot." 

LOT, INTERIOR. A lot other than a comer lot with only one 
frontage on a street. 

LOT, THROUGH. A lot other than a corner lot with frontage on 
more than one street. Through lots abutting two streets may be referred 
to as double frontage lots. 


LOT, REVERSED FRONTAGE. A lot on which the frontage is at 
right angles or approximately right angles (interior angle less than 135 
degrees) to the general pattern in the area. A reversed frontage lot may 
also be a corner lot, an interior lot or a through lot. 

LOT WIDTH. The distance between opposite side lines through 
that part of the dwelling where the lot is narrowest. In the case of a 
corner lot, the shorter street frontage may be considered the side line 
except that in this case the minimum rear yard requirement shall be no 
less than the side yard requirement, 

MUNICIPAL. The word "municipal” means the Town of 
Winchester. 

NON-ACCESSORY SIGN. See "Sign. Non-Accessory.” 


NON-CONFORMING USE OR STRUCTURE. A lawfully 
existing use or structure which does not conform to the regulations for 
the district in which such use or structure exists. 

OPEN AREA. PERCENTAGE. That percentage of the lot area 
which is not occupied by any structure, 

PARKING SPACE. An area in a building or on a lot available for 
parking one motor vehicle, having a width of not less than 10 feet and an 
area of not loss than 200 square feel, exclusive of passageways and 
driveways appurtenant thereto, and with free and unimpeded access to 
a street over unobstructed passageways or driveways, 

PERSON. The word "person" includes a firm, association, 
organization, partnership, trust, company or corporation as well as an 
individual. 

PUBLIC. The word "public" means the Town of Winchester, 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, United States Government or an 
agency thereof. 

REAR LINE OF A LOT. A line separating a lot from other lots or 
from land in a different ownership, being the boundary of a lot which is 
opposite or approximately opposite the street frontage. 

RECORDED. The due recording in the Middlesex County South 
District Registry of Deeds, or, as lo registered land, the due filing in the 
Middlesex County South District land Registration Office. 

ROADSIDE STAND. Premises for sale of edible farm products, 
flowers, fireplace wood, preserves and similar products, all of which 
huve been produced or grown within Winchester on land owned by the 
owner of the stand; no goods except plants, flowers and fireplace wood 
shall be stored or offered for sale outdoors. 

SANITARY SEWER. A public sanitary sewer of the Town of 
Winchester. 

SIDE LINE OF A LOT. A line separating a lot from other lots or 


from land in different ownership, other than a street line or a rear lot 
line. 

SIGN. The word "sign" shall include any letter, word, symbol, 
drawing, picture, design, device, article and object that advertises, 
calls attention to or indicates any premises, person or activity, 
whatever the nature of the material and manner of composition or 
construction, provided however that the following shall not be included 
in the application of the regulations of this by-law: 

(a) Flags and insignia of any government, except when 
displayed in connection with commercial promotion; 

(b) Legal notices, identification, informational or directional 
signs erected or required by governmental bodies; 

(c) Integral decorative or architectural features of buildings, 
except letters, trademarks, moving parts or moving lights; 

(d) Signs directing and guiding traffic and parking on private 
property, but bearing no advertising matter. 

SIGN, ACCESSORY. Any billboard, sign or other advertising 
device that advertises, calls attention to, or indicates the person 
occupying the premises on which the sign is erected or the business 
transacted thereon, or advertises the property itself or any part thereof 
as for sale or to let, and which contains no other advertising matter. 

SIGN, NON-ACCESSORY. Any billboard, sign or other 
advertising device that does not come within the foregoing definition of 
an accessory sign. 

SIGN, ON-SITE. A sign relating in its subject matter to the 
premises on which it is located, or to products, accommodations, 
services, or activities on the premises. On-site signs do not include signs 
erected by the outdoor advertising industry in the conduct of the outdoor 
advertising business. 

SIGN. STANDING. The term "Standing Sign" shall include any 
and every sign erected on or affixed to the land and any and every 
exterior sign that is not attached to a building. 

SPECIAL EXCEPTION. A special exception is a use that would 
not be appropriate generally or without restriction throughout the 
zoning district but which, if controlled as to number, area, location or 
relation to the neighborhood, would promote the public health, safety, 
welfare, order, comfort, convenience, appearance, prosperity, or 
general welfare. Such uses may be permitted in such zoning district as 
special exceptions, if specific provision for such special exceptions is 
made in this zoning by-law. 

STORY. That portion of a building contained between any floor 
and the floor or roof next above it; it does not include either the lowest 
portion so contained if more than one-half of such portion vertically is 
below the mean finished grade of the ground adjoining such building, or 
the uppermost portion so contained if under a sloping roof and not 
designed or intended to be used for human occupancy. 

STORY, HALF. A story directly under a sloping roof in which the 
pointsof intersection of the bottom of the rafters and the interior faces 
of the walls are less than three feet above the floor level on at least two 
exterior walls. 

STREET, ROAD OR WAY. An area of land dedicated, approved 
by the Planning Board, or legally open for public travel under at least 
one of the following classifications: 

(a) A public way duly laid out by the Town of Winchester, the 
Middlesex County Commissioners, the Metropolitan District 
Commission or the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, or a way which 
the Winchester Town Clerk certifies is maintained by public authority 
and used as a public way excluding, however, limited access highway; 
or 

(b) A way shown on a definitive plan approved and endorsed in 
accordance with the Subdivision Control Law; or 

(c) A way in existence prior to said Subdivision Control Law 
having become effective in the Town of Winchester (August 31, 1953), 
having, in the opinion of the Planning Board, sufficient width, suitable 
grades and adequate construction to provide for the needs of vehicular 
traffic in relation to the proposed use of the land abutting thereon or 
served thereby, and for the installation of municipal services to serve 
such land and the buildings erected to be erected thereon. 


A public or private way as stated above shall not be deemed to be a 
"street" as to any lot of land that does not have rights of access to or 
passage over said way. 

STREET LINE. The right-of-way line of a street. 

STRUCTURE. Anything constructed or erected with a fixed 
location on the ground, or attached to something having a fixed location 
on the ground. Among other things, structures include buildings, mobile 
homes, walls, fences, billboards, and poster panels, 

STRUCTURE, TEMPORARY. Tent, construction shanty, or 
similarly portable or demountable structure intended for continuous 
use for not longer than one year. 

TOWN HOUSE. A row of not less than three nor more than ten 
attached single-family dwellings contained in one (1) building and 
separated by common or party walls. 

The words "group house" and "Town House" are synonymous. 

USE, TEMPORARY. Use, operation or occupancy of a parcel of land, 
building or structure for a period not to exceed one calendar year. 

WAY. See "Street, Road or Way." 

YARD. An open space on a lot unoccupied by any structure or 
such parts thereof as covered or uncovered porches, steps, cornices, 
eaves and other projections; provided however that fences, 
freestanding walls, poles, posts, and other customnry yard accessories, 
ornaments and furniture, and customary summer awnings are 
permitted in any yard, subject to height limitations. Yard depth shall be 
measured from the street or lot line to the nearest point on a building in 
a line perpendicular or normal to such lot or street line. The minimum 
required yard shall be a strip of land of uniform depth required by this 
by-law measured from the lot or street line and adjacent thereto, 

YARD, FRONT. A yard extending between lot side lines across 
the lot adjacent to each street it abuts. 

YARD, REAR. A yard extending between the side lines of a lot 
adjacent to the rear line of the lot, 

YARD. SIDE. A yard extending along each side line of a lot 
between front and rear yards. 

SECTION 10 - EFFECTIVE DATE: SEPARABILITY CLAUSE 
UO.i Deleted by Attorney-General.) 

10.2 Should any section or provision of this by-law be declared by 
the courts to be unconstitutional or invalid, such decision shall not affect 
the validity of the by-la w as a whole, or any part thereof other than the 
part so declared to be unconstitutional or invalid.

Chief Amico 
Warns Against 
Stockpiling Gas 

‘is it worth risking your life, 
your home and your car just to 
avoid running out of gasoline?" 

During spring clean up time 
it is a good time to ask yourself 
that question, suggests Fire 
Chief I. Francis Amico. 

Every consumer who "stock¬ 
piles" gasoline exposes his 
family and his possessions to 
the real danger of deadly ex¬ 
plosion and fire. In the face of 
gasoline shortages, Amico says 
many householders and 
motorists are hoarding fuel 
without thinking about the | 
tragedies that could cesult. 

The more fuel stored In the 
house end cars, Amico 
stresses, the more fuel there is 
to give off vapors and to ex¬ 
plode and burn in case of fire. 
It takes just one lighted 
cigarette, one electrical spark 
or one pilot flame on a gas 
appliance to ignite gasoline 
vapors. In a flash, a vapor- 
filled room or car becomes a 
flaming death trap. "Don’t let 
it happen to you." 

He urges alertness to the | 
danger of improper use and 
storage of gasoline. Any smell 
of gasoline in a storage room or 
automobile trunk is good 
evidence of a vapor leak in the 
container and should be taken 
care of immediately. 

If you must store gasoline 
says Amico use only a tight 
container that has been ap¬ 
proved by the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Safety, 
Underwriters Laboratories, 
Factory Mutual or similiar 
organizations. He adds, never 
use a glass jug. discarded 
bleach bottle or other 
makeshift containers. Amico 
warns, keep the gasoline in a 
well-ventilated area where It 
can’t be tipped or damaged 
accidentally. Never store It In 
the basement or in the same 
room with a hot water heater 
where a pilot light or a 
sparking switch could set off an 
explosion. 

This means home storage 
areas such as utility rooms and 
garages should not be used for | 
gasoline if they are the location 
of heating equipment or 
electrical sparking equipment 
such as freezers, clothes 
washers or dryers, continues 
Amico. 

Carrying extra gasoline in 
the trunk of your car also can 
create an explosive hazard. 
Gasoline vapors can filter from 
the trunk to the front area 
where the striking of a match 
or the spark of the electrical 
system can cause a terrific 
explosion. 

Amico urges if spare 
gasoline must be carried on the 
road use a heavily constructed 
container that Is absolutely 
vapor tight and has been ap¬ 
proved.

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Warrant Closes For Special Meeting 


The Board of Selectmen recently closed 
lhe warrant for the special town meeting 
beginning June 27 after they added three 
additional articles. 

Total number of articles to be acted on at 
the special meeting is 12. The new articles 
deal with acceptance of a state grant for 
elderly affairs and a report of the Permanent 
Building Committee on the new high school 

Two articles deal with a $2.TOO grant from 
the Executive Office of Eld£r Affairs — one to 
accept the grant and the other to permit the 
Recreation Committee to expend it. 

A report on completion of the new high 
school is the subject of the third late article. 
The report will be given by PBC chairman 
Robert S Frank, who told the selectmen the 
school is finished except for fixing leaking 
windows. 

Another article in the warrant asks for a 
SA .000 appropriation to install night lights at 
the Palmer Street Packer Tennis Courts. 
Town meeting last year appropriated 512,425 
for purchase of the lights. Cost of installation 
at that time was unknown. The other articles 
on the warrant are: 

— Restoration of funds for school athletic 
budget, 

— Funding of school secretaries collective 
bargaining contract. 

• Naming of athletic field on Skillings 
Road; renaming section of Manchester Field 
where football games lake place “Henry T 
Knowlton Stadium 


Insinuation of nine state-reimbursed 
school safety zones. 

Appropriation of $4,500 under the new 
federal minimum wage low. 

— Kezonu from residential to business 
parcel of land between Swanton and 
Washington streets behind the block of stores. 

— Rezone portion of incinerator site to 
permit construction of a new facility, 

OTHER BUSINESS 

In other recent board matters, the 
selectmen met for 35 minutes with William 
"Butler" MacDonald, building com¬ 
missioner, to determine his thoughts on 
creation of a post of zoning administrator. 

It was eventually decided that MucDonald 
will be given an assistant who will administer 
the new zoning bylaw. The appointment will 
be made by the selectmen with MacDonald’s 
approval. 

The board voted to change from five days 
to two weeks the length of time a firefighter 
must give notice before terminating em¬ 
ployment. 

This came on the recommendation of Chief 
I. Francis Amico, who thought five days 
inadequate. 

1 1 also came after the recent resignation of 
firefighter Robert F, McNamara, who quit 
after Chief Amico refused him a leave of 
absence due to a prolonged illness. 

The hoard put off until September a 
resolution on taxi license distribution. Town 
Counsel said he doesn’t have time to study the 
matter. 


County Assessment Held Up 


The selectmen Monday voted to postpone 
payment of the 1974 Middlesex County 
assessment until Selectman John .1. Sullivan 
looks into plans to expand the facility, located 
in Waltham 

The $54.(100 assessment is due July I, The 
hoard last year refused to pay the 
assessment, was taken to court and agreed to 
pay after the county commissioners agreed to 
make certain changes in operation of the 
hospital and assessment practices 

Sullivan indicated much lias changed in 
these areas hul said he is disturbed by the 
news the hospital plans to add 83 new 
positions. 

He said he still feels the hospital should be 
taken over by the stale but praised the new 
director. Miles Mahoney. “In the seven years 


I've been watching the hospital, this is the 
first lime Fve talked to someone who knows 
what's going on."

Dr. John Stoeckle 
Named To Board 

Dr. John D, Stoeckle of Winchester is one 
of nine providers and consumers of health 
services recently appointed by Lt. Gov. 
Donald R. Dwight as members of the first 
board of approval and certification of 
physicians assistant programs. 

The new board, which is the result of 
recent legislation, will divide its functions 
between certifying programs to train 
physician assistants and maintaining a roster 
of all graduates from certified programs in 
the stale. 

Stoeckle of 14 Fenwick rd. is one of two 
registered physicians named to the board. His 
appointment is for three years. 

The new board will operate under the 
Department of Public Health. 

William J, Bicknell, M.D., commissioner 
of the Department of Public Health, is a long¬ 
time advocate of using physician assistants to 
help meet the doctor shortage. He said, by 
virtue of the quality and caliber of the ap¬ 
pointees, the board should provide for a solid 
program approval process which should 
improve the quality, access and cost- 
effectiveness of primary care services to 
citizens of the Commonwealth. 

Tot Finder Decals 

Tot Finder decals may be picked up at the 
centra! or west side fire stations by Win¬ 
chester residents. A decal could save a 
Winchester child’s life. 


Through a show-and-tell demonstration of 
an Algebra I programmed learning kit, 
Walter Gleason, assistant superintendent for 
curriculum and instruction, at Monday 
night’s School Committee meeting expounded 
on an area in education which he believes is 
making “significant progress," 

This "exemplar of what education is going 
to become” is individualized instruction 
whereby a student can channel his learning 
after having completed the basic course 
requirements, said Gleason. 

After having taken a placement test, a 
student with a teacher’s advice, can deter¬ 
mine his program of study. Through the use of 
the optional resources suggested in the kit, he 
may employ various methods of learning. 

At present Winchester schools are 
equipped with half of these additional 
resources suggested on the list of options for 
Algebra l. Gleason noted the kit “gives a 
focus for accumulating new material." 

Some advantages he mentioned were that 
the ratio of materials per teacher could be 
increased appreciably through effective use 
of aides in addition to this self-learning 
technique. Aides will allow teachers more 
time to be good prescribers of goals and 
diagnosticians of learning progress, he said. 

Boredom of a student with a particular 
learning sequence could be reduced through 
the choice of options. The kit could solve a 
problem of an eager student wishing to ex¬ 
plore an idea further but being held back by 
the rest of the class. 

While such programmed learning kits are 
costly when figured on a kit per student basis, 
the cost could be justified by setting up 
learning laboratories whereby several 
classes would have use of the same materials 
at different times during the day-, Gleason 
explained through slides. 

After discussion School Committee 
Chairman Stephen Parkhurst assured those 
present that “Winchester Is not going to be a 
kit-oriented, but teacher oriented. It’s im¬ 
portant to remember we still operate in a 
classroom unit set-up, he noted. 

SCHOOL HOURS 

School hours in Winchester are expected to 
be changed next fall. 

This comes about due to an increase in the 
elementary lunch time recently voted by the 
committee. Following a survey of parents and 
study by the School Department, it was 
determined by the School Committee that a 
30-minute lunch time be preceeded or 


followed by a 15-minute recess period to allow 
children to go home for lunch 45 minutes. 

This change automatically affects the bus 
schedule, and in order to save the town $9,000 
in labor for transportation to cover extra time 
between runs for drivers, school hours may 
be: 

Grades 1-6, 9 a.m. to 3 p.m. 

Morning kindergarten, 9-11:30 a.m. 

Afternoon kindergarten, 12:30-3 p.m. 

Junior high school, 8:15 a.m. to 2:30 p.m. 

Senior high school, 8:15 a.m. to 2:42 p.m. 

All of this, according to a recommendation 
by Supt. of Schools William MacDonald, will 
not alter instructional time in elementary or 
secondary schools. 

This plan, which is expected to be voted by 
the School Committee at its next meeting, 
with or without modifications, "is a com¬ 
promise" which MacDonald says should work 
"fairly well" and considers not only the 
school lunch program and bus schedule but 
also safety factors as they relate to daylight 
savings.

Eight Winchester School Department 
members who recently retired or expect to 
retire shortly were recognized for their total 
150 or more years of service to the town by the 
School Committee, 

They include Henry Knowlton, WHS coach 
and athletic director; Henry Fitz and Ruth 
White, both of the English department; Helen 
Crawley, science teacher; Margaret Morse, 
grades 5-6 at Parkhurst; Eleanor 
Shaughnessy, grade 6 at Wyman School; 
Eileen Hartwell, Mystic School; and William 
Clark, former administrative assistant to the 
superintendent of schools. 

All but Clark and Ms. Morse, who sent a 
letter to the committee, were present to 
receive plaques for their long-time service. 

It was noted that Ms. Hartwell will serve 
as acting principal next year.

The Independent Banking Concept 

Independent bankers tradtttonally have served the 
people on the local and Individual consumer level and 
have honored and furthered the independent banking 
concept, 


Private ownership, competition and profit have 
been the foundation of America’s financial system. 


A trend has developed, which has been encouraged 
and furthered by federal regulatory agencies In ser¬ 
ving their own Interests, and It Is eroding the 
traditional values In bank management and profit. 


While the Individual policies and ambitions of 
regulatory agencies of themselves do not appear 
calamitous, collectively they have and will continue to 
force unnecessary, unfair and unworkable concepts on 
the small bank, Its depositors and the community. 


Experimental efforts such as negotiable orders of 
withdrawal and conceptual notions such as mandatory 
reserves, Interest on tax and loan accounts, and In¬ 
sured account favoritism for public deposits over 
citizen funds are promulgated on an accelerating and 
perhaps impulsive basts. 


The regulatory forces mandating change are 
divorced from the service, management, ownership 
and profitability of banking Institutions and their 
respective communities.

We believe Congress should call upon Itself to hold 
oversight hearings on the delegated powers, the 
practices and policies of the regulatory agencies In the 
application of those powers and the obvious and subtle 
trends promulgated by the lending regulatory 
authorities. 


Further, Congress should address Itself to economic 
realities rather than encourage legislation and 
regulatory changes that utllmately encourage lending 
practices which are Inflationary, confiscatory and 
destructive to Interest of the people, the lending in¬ 
stitutions and the economy Itself. 


In addition, the regulatory agencies should read¬ 
dress themselves to the fundamental American con¬ 
cepts of private and Individual ownership, broad baaed 
competition, fair profit and BenBitlvity to the diverse 
needs of Its citizens, businesses and communities, and 
re-acqualnt themselves with the freedom of com¬ 
merce, Individual liberty and a viable, flexible and 
responsive economic system.

Finance Supports School Articles 


Selectman Says Board 

Treasurer Out 


F orced 


Former Town Treasurer Marguerite 
Troop was forced to resign under threat of 
public disclosure of mismanagement in her 
office, Selectman John J. Sullivan revealed 
for ihe first time Monday night. 

Sullivan’s startling announcement came 
during the selectmen's regular weekly 
meeting following a brief report from 
Selectman Lawrence T. Smith that “work in 
the treasurer’s office continues to proceed.” 

Sullivan cited these areas of 
mismanagement: 

—Failure to invest stabilization fund while 
telling selectmen and others she had. 

—Drawing checks on town accounts 
totaling $1.4 million as payment of em¬

ployees’ withholding tax and keeping the 
checks in a desk drawer rather than mailing 

them. 

—Keeping taxpayers' checks in her office, 
checks representing payments for liens. 

Noting that the town treasurer is an 
elected position and not under the jurisdiction 
of the Board of Selectmen, Sullivan said 
nevertheless the board interceded to 
straighten out the office accounts. 

Sullivan said the board also decided that 
“the town treasurer should not seek reelec- 
lion.” He said the board more than three 
weeks ago — when the state auditor informed 
them the treasurer’s accounts were not 
reconciled — met "and decided nobody 
should be hurt who didn’t warrant it." 

He continued: “Miss Troop was informed 
that if her resignation was not accepted by 
7:30p.m, this board would request it 
publicly.” That was May 20. Miss Troop’s 
letter of resignation was in the hands of the 
town clerk that afternoon. 

Sullivan said he was taking the respon¬ 
sibility of releasing all this information to the 
public without the consent of the other 
selectmen. But, he added, when the select¬ 
men first heard the word from the state 
auditors that Ihe accounts were unreconciled 
they all agreed the facts in the case would be 
made public eventually. 

Sullivan said he was taking it on himself to 
release the facts now because a special town 
meeting begins June 27 and the Finance 
Committee will require certain information 

then. He said the selectmen "have carried a 
burden in the last couple of weeks with their 
knowledge of what’s going on. 

The extent of the town’s loss through 
mismanagement is not known exactly. Town 
Comptroller James J. Costello said the books 
are overstated “a little in excess of $50,000” in 
interest not generated from investment of the 
stabilization fund. 


Charter Asks: Why Did Selectmen 
Tell Us There Were No Problems? 


The Finance Committee Monday voted 
approval of three articles on the warrant for 
the special town meeting dealing with School 
Department matters. 

An upwards revised school athletic budget 
of $125,000 received the unanimous-less-one 
approval of the Finance Committee. 

The School Committee is asking town 
meeting to approve a revised athletic budget 
of $141,000. The annual town meeting in April 
approved an athletic budget of $110,200. The 
School Committee was asking $151,000 at that 
time. 

The Finance Committee’s recom¬ 
mendation, therefore, represents a $15,000 
Increase over town meeting action in April. 

Finance Chairman Barbara Hankins said 
the School Department’s athletic program “is 
exactly the same" as the one they presented 
in April. “They are going to add those extra 
sports.” 

The additional sports requested for fun¬ 
ding by the committee included soccer at the 
junior high schools, boys and girls swimming 
teams, and field hockey, basketball and 
softball for girls. 

The School Committee wants to create the 
new girls sports to comply with a state law 
requiring equal sports opportunity for both 
sexes. 

Finance Chairman Hankins said the 
School Committee was able to eliminate from 
the athletic budget $4,000 to $5,000. She said 
the School Department intends to increase its 
receipts from sports to $5,000, making the new 
sports programs possible. 

The article asking for funding for school 
secretaries as the result of recently concluded 
collective bargaining is down. At the annual 
meeting the School Committee asked for 
$ 21 , 000 . 

The meeting refused to go along with the 
this increase because the request was made 
so late. The committee, after eliminating 
three clerk aides at the high school, has come 
back with a figure of $7,000. 

“The School Committee for the first time 
is getting the message,” said Finance 
member James B.L. Lane regarding the town 
meeting's desire to decrease personnel, 

Bargaining resulted in secretaries getting 
a 5.75 percent increase in salaries this year 
and 6.75 next. Those with 10 years service will 
get an increment of $100. 

Other benefits include two days personal 
leave a year, payroll deduction for 
association dues and transfer of Bunker Hill 
as a holiday to Good Friday or another day. 
Finance unanimously voted to recommend 
town meeting approval of the $7,000, 

Mrs. Hankins said the cut in clerk aides 
will most likely be through attrition, a large 
number resigning every year. 

The third school-related article is a 
$306,000 request from the School Committee 
for teachers’ salaries, the result of collective 
bargaining. 

The School Committee and the Winchester 
Education Association, which represents 289 
of the 300 teachers In the Winchester school 
Bystem, reached agreement on a new two- 
year contract following the annual town 
meeting 


The Finance Committee Monday voted to 
recommend its approval of the $306,000. 

The only other article on the 13-article 
warrant which Finance has so far taken a 
position on is the request from the Committee 
on Names to name the football playing area at 
Manchester Field Knowlton Stadium. 

Finance voted its support of the new name. 

The committee will meet Monday to 
discuss the remaining articles. They are: 

— To accept a $2,000 grant from the state 
for the Council on Aging. 

— To accept a grant from the state’s Office 
of Children to be expended by the Recreation 
Committee. 

— To change the zoning of land near the 
town dump to permit construction of a new 
facility. 

— To change the zoning of land at 
Washington and Swanton streets from 
residential to general business for a new 
parking lot. 

— Appropriation of $4,500 to the Library 
Trustees for payment of wages to comply 
with the new federal minimum wage law. 
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— Installation of traffic control devices at 
nine locations for school safety zones. The 
state reimburses 100 percent. 

— Appropriation for purchase of Insurance 
for civil defense volunteers. 

— To hear a report of the Permanent 
Building Committee. Ex-Chairman Robert S. 
Frank intends to inform the meeting the new 
high school is completed except for leaking 
windows, that problem expected to be solved 
soon. 

—- Appropriate additional $8,000 for 
Palmer street tennis court lighting. 

That final article has been recommended 
laid on the table by its sponsors, the Board of 
Park Commissioners, because cost of the 
lighting is more than anticipated. 

The Board of Selectmen has not yet voted 
its recommendations on the warrant articles. 
But tennis buff Selectman Lawrence Smith 
told The Star he doesn’t favor the additional 
money for tennis lights. 

The town meeting last year voted $12,000 
for purchase of new lights. The Park Com¬ 
mission had thought Installation would be 
cheap, Chairman Albert MacDonnell told the 
selectmen Monday. They were mistaken, he 
said. 

Smith said he would recommend the 
selectmen vote to recommend the article be 
indefinitely postponed.

The Charter Commission considers the 
Board of Selectmen owes them an ex¬ 
planation in view of John Sullivan's public 
disclosure this week of problems in the 
treasurer’s office and will ask selectmen to 
return to the commission for further 
discussion. 

Referring to a recent session among 
selectmen Vito Giarrizzo, Arthur Dunbar and 
William Cnapman, Commission Chairman 
Clara Hewis said selectmen advised us 
“everything is fine, don't change a thing,” yet 
now they report problems. 

Besides asking selectmen to return for 
discussion, commission members will seek 
another meeting with former Town Treasurer 
Marguerite Troop. 

Addressing Charter Commission members 
and holding a copy of The Woburn Times in 
her hand, Miss Hewis said: “Now in spec¬ 
tacular style the Board of Selectmen reveals 
there are problems in the treasurer’s office." 

Referring to an article in the newspaper, 
Miss Hewis said that Miss Troop’s resignation 
“was demanded." 

A Board of Selectmen “does not demand" 
such a thing, she said, adding “this bothers 
me. We are sitting here trying to determine a 
structure for the town” and “we are told 
everything is fine, there are no problems.” 
when this is not true. 

Charter Commission member Vincent 
Carroll said he would like to see the selectmen 
again. He said,“They acted like undertakers 
ready to bury the Charter Commission. They 
want no changes. Tfiey are evasive in an¬ 
swering questions.” 

Carroll said he would like to ask Sullivan: 

What kind of gross incompetence? I think 
Marguerite Troop should hire legal counsel to 
protect her rights.” 

Commission member Francis Cullen said: 
‘It looks like power politics." 

Commission member Jason Dade said he 
wouldn't take that point of view, “perhaps 
there was some incompetence.” He said this 
might point out reasons why this position 
"should be appointed." 

Commission member Michael Saraco 
wondered “what business is it of ours?” He 
noted having been upset for the past few 


Selectman Smith said failure to invest the 
matured high school bond of $100,800 
represents an additional SB.000 loss. 

In addition, the $1.4 million due the 
Internal Revenue Service for payroll 
deductions could have been earning interest 
had the checks not been sitting in Troop's 
desk drawer for several months. 

Selectmen chairman Vito Giarrizzo said 
Miss Troop’s errors would have been 
discovered six months sooner if the town were 
still on a 12-monlh fiscal year. 

Giarrizzo pointed oul that it's the 
treasurer's prerogative to invest or not. Miss 
Troop, he said, had been telling the town she 


was investing revenues when she had not. 

"The deceit really hurts," he said. 

Selectman Smith said Miss Troop had 
invested in many areas and added lhat 
Winchester’s “investment policy is better 
Ihun most municipalities." 

Sullivan said the treasurer had in her desk 
drawer checks totaling $1.4 million drawn on 
the town account for payment to the IRS nf 
payroll taxes. Why didn’t she send them? he 
asked himself. “The logic completely escapes 
me.” 

Sullivan later commented generally: “It’s 
a shocking thing — the gross incompetence in 
the execution of that office In the last couple 
of years. We've reached Ihe point where we 
almost want to go down there and rip Ihe 
treasurer’s office apart.” 

Finance Chairman Barbara Hankins 
asked the selectmen Monday if there was any 
misappropriation of funds or personal gain by 
anyone in the treasurer's office. The select¬ 
men said there was not. 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall said to his 
knowledge the federal government has never 
fined a municipality (or tailing to send payroll 
taxes on time. State auditors continue to 
check the books of the town treasurer. They 
have been on the job since April 3. This is 
Ihclr first audit of the Winchester books in 
five years. 

In earlier remarks to the board. Selectman 
Smith alluded to the problem In the 
treasurer's office when lie told Finance 
Chairman Hankins and others that Troop had 
passed on to the Finance Committee and 
comptroller a projected income figure which 
was misleading. 

Smith said there is more cash on demand 
deposited in banks than Troop stated and a 
corresponding amount loss in investments.

Minority Parents 
Need Perspective; 
Winning Not Goal 

EDITOR OP THE STAR: 

Following my recent dismissal as hockey 
coach of Winchester High School, I feel it 
necessary and important to clarify the causes 
of the issue. 

With the phenomenal growth of hockey, 
some adults have not been able to develop a 
reasonable perspective about the game. This 
is due in targe measure to their extreme 
commitment to the hockey program, a time 
commitment involving much traveling, 
lengthy hours at rinkside and an economic 
investment in ice rentals, equipment and off¬ 
season hockey schools; ail of which has 
contributed to an adult-youth relationship 
which under some circumstances is 
unhealthy. 

A number of adults become more com¬ 
mitted than the participants, Unfortunately, 
this involvement has led to a minority who 
adulate young hockey players from the pec- 
wee to the high school level. The nil ice to the 
high school level. The ultimate goal of this 
adulation is a victorious high school varsity 
team and a vicarious satisfaction for some 
parents 

When this aim isn't realized, the minority 
reacts with allegations and insinuations. The 
coach is one prime target. 

It is not realistic to think I or any coach 
would he dismissed if a winning season were 
achieved. Herein lies the problem. 

Perhaps the School Committee does not 
see the issue as winning, but this minority 
group does. In no way is this to be miscon¬ 
strued os an indictment of ail youth hockey 
leaders and parents who seek positive goals. 
However, it is important to acknowledge that 
there are some whose sole goal is a winning 
team. 

Unless there is strong leadership within 
the community to withstand the negutive 
element, character development for the 
young athlete during the difficult adolescent 
years is hurt by pressure from adult adulation 
which prevents a boy from reasonably and 
comfortably appraising his own skills. 

The careful development of self- 
confidence, self-awareness and maturity is in 
jeopardy. Athletics must exist for the par¬ 
ticipant and must he free from irrational, 
non-construclive parental involvement. 

Hopefully, the majority of Winchester 
citizens, positive ami concerned, will come 
forward to question and improve the 
philosophy of athletics now prevailing. 

As a first step, they should investigate the 
relationship between the School Committee, 
administration, teachers and students. 

Concerned citizens should encourage the 
discussion of problems to be dealt with 
directly: between the specific people in¬ 
volved; between teacher and student, coach 
and athlete, parenl and teacher, 

The reverse policy of calls to the School 
Committee which filler downward with 
threatening accusations can only encourage 
fear and negativism in a school system. 
Unfortunately this can exist in a community 
when it garners results. 

This method of interference is the 
breeding ground for pettiness, self- 
righteousness and hypocrisy which stymies 
an atmosphere of positivism necessary to the 
tone and morale of an educational system. 
Simply, negativism and deceit in anonymity 
has never been constructive or courgeous. 

In conclusion, athletics needs no 
utilitarian purpose. Simply, athletics should 
be for the athlete and not be subservient to the 
spectator. It should be fun, a learning ex¬ 
perience, and an opportunity to seek ex¬ 
cellence in a rational atmosphere. 

I have enjoyed the young people who have 
played hockey at Winchester and I thank .Ion 
Stableford, my assistant, and the vast 
majority of parents and friends of Winchester 
High School hockey who were so supportive to 
me over the years.

Some Questions 
For Committee 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

It would appear there are some very vital 
questions that could be asked of the school 
administration und the School Committee 
regarding the case of Herr Meyer being fired 
from Winchester High School. 

How as Herr Meyer’s teaching per¬ 
formance evaluated? Were valid methods 
used? As far as I’ve been able to determine, 
the formal evaluations were done mainly by 
one person. Of the dozen or so evaluation 
reports, the principal und the vice principal 
wrote the sum total of three. 

Interesting to note that the first report by 
the principal was a fair, objective evaluation 
nothing to fire a teacher by. His second one 
faithfully reflected the views of the depart¬ 
ment head. Also very interesting to note that 
the vice principal wrote a very positive 
evaluation of the same class only a day after a 
negative one by the department head. This 
was in the spring term. 

Whul criteria was used to measure per¬ 
formance? That his students weren’t lear¬ 
ning? The students state otherwise, and 
standardized test results support their claim. 
The Star reported the School Committee’s 
final decision not to rehire Herr Meyer was 
for reasons given to him. 

The reusons given to Herr Meyer were 
those taken from the evaluations of his 
department chairman. Just how valid were 
these evaluations? 

Can it be said that a department head who 
obviously does not agree with a teacher’s 
methods of teaching is the most objective 
person to evaluate his performance? And who 
then evaluates how effectively the depart¬ 
ment head is handling staff development and 
relations? 

It would seem the responsibility of both the 
principal und the department chairman, not 
to say anything about the superintendents and 
the School Committee, is to make certain 
their teachers are given a fair, objective 
opportunity lo prove their professional 
competency and individual value — not to 
strike at them if their ideas and methods do 
not conform to stereotypes. 

Whatever happened to the rights of the 
individual and the American sense of fair 
play? 

It's a pretty poor system that would allow 
an individual's professional future In depend 
mainly on the opinions of one person. Also, it's 
a pretty poor administration and a prelty 
poor School Committee that would then 
defend those opinions by hook or by crook, or 
perhaps, as if their faces depended on it. 
Makes one wonder how they would fare if 
these same methods were used to evaluate 
their performance and effectiveness.

Does our investment in teaching really pay 
off? If we pay more ana do more per pupil, 
shouldn’t we expect statistically a higher 
level of acceptance in colleges of our choice? 
Asked a nut her way - are real estate values 
really inflated by an unreal image? 

Those preoccupied with zoning issues 
would do well lo lake a hard look at the facts 
and figures relating the school sytem — at 
least for long-range planning purposes.

The Sounds Of Summer

The radio advertisement for the Boston Symphony Orchestra’s summer con¬ 
certs al Tanglewood urges listeners to hear "the sounds of summer” in the 

Berkshires. But you don’t have to leave Winchester to hear the sounds of summer. 

No further than Main street are some of the subtle tones of the instruments in 
the Winchester summer orchestra. Wedge Pond is a symphony of summer, with 
the clicking of fishing lines being wound up and mirrored water slapped by playing 
fish. 

A canoe creases the water with an insistent splashing against the bow. A 
seagull flaps its wings against the surface, a momentary crescendo of splashes 
which gives way to the swishing of wings against the air as the bird flies off with a 
snack. 

In the quiet of fog, the pond is soundproofed against the croaking of frogs and 
the siring of water’s music: insects crashing through the ripples, a leaf dropping to 
the surface, a twig floating against a water lily. There is a never-ending chorus for 
the avid listener to hear as the day rolls along. 

On Washington street near the library there is the klump-klump-klump of a 
baseball bat hitting the sidewalk as a youth makes his way to the playing field, 
where the cracking of ball against bat is followed by the anxious cries of the 
players. 

On Palmer street at the tennis courts there is the continuous thump-thump of 
the ball hit back and forth and the less patterned and more pervasive pizzicato of 
sneakers pattering clay. 

On the Common the breeze caresses the bushes, which respond with a long sigh. 

High above, birds chatter to one another. Scientists believe the voices of birds 
convey practical messages of bird life. Many of us, however, without really having 
much proof, feel that the songs of the birds on a warm summer afternoon are so 
pleasant they could only be sung for their beauty. 

Some of the sounds of summer are not very pleasant. Power lawnmowers are a 
threat to the tranquility of human and animal life. Power boats disturb The calm of 
nearly every body of water in New England. How much more graceful and manly 
is the art of sailing! To hear the flap of the sail ruffling in the breeze is one of 
summer’s sweetest sounds. 

With the windows open to catch the languid air of the season, the homeowner 
also catches the unwelcome blast of planes overhead and motorcycles and trucks 
around him . So the urban dweller must discover the right times to listen and places 
to listen 

Many bodies of water are suitable places because they are separated from the 
noise of ihe roads by strips of woods. Morning and evening are good times. The 
pace of human life seems a bit slower then. 

There is a rhythm to listening. Each person has to find his own beat. Once 
found, the symmer will sing endless songs for the person who has the time to tune 
his ears. Try the backyard. Or one of the reservoirs. Even the cemetery. 

They all have their own composition. They have the power to remove the 
listener from the sorrows of everyday life and take him to a place where the 
snapping of a twig or bending of a flower stalk becomes important. 

Every time of year has a rhythm, Summer’s is slow and sometimes heavy, that 
much easier to perceive. The noises of the season combine in full orchestration to 
produce a magnificent symphony accompanied by choruses which have different 
tones. Some are light and carefree. Others are more serious or philosophical. A 
few are almost other-worldly; no man-made work could be so inspired. 

Summer’s sounds are with us briefly once again. They are not exclusive to the 
woods. They are the scraping of a rake and the boinging of a divingboard, the 
squeak of a bicycle pedal and the chomp of hedge clippers (manual, not electric). 

Summer's sounds are also Schumann being played by the symphony orchestra 
at Tanglewood. a triple combination of beauty. But one needn’t travel so far to 
hear your own symphony of summer.

Re: Your letter to The Star about athletic 
budget cuts. I would like very much to have 
the taxpayers of Winchester understand why 
l oppose your viewpoint concerning athletics. 

As has been stated in the town meeting by 
others. 65 cents of every tax dollar is spent to 
support the schools and Its programs, leaving 
only 35 cents to support each and every un¬ 
dertaking supported by the town. This is a 
large field. 

I feel that this is a very unfair balance to 
require each and every taxpayer of Win¬ 
chester to be forced to accept. And to repeat 
an echo on that town meeting - you want 
more, and more, and more, and just where is 
it every going to end? These are the hard 
facts and true-face up to it. 

As far as being sportsminded I doubt very 
much that not too many are more so than I 
am. However, if schools are to become sports 
factories as some people seem to wish, let us 
look at what is concerned. I believe if my 
research is correct the national average 
indicates that only 15 per cent of the students 
in upper grade schools are concerned in 
sports. 

Now if wc recognize a well-known fact that 
students of athletic learnings are in some 
cases very often involved in as many as two 
or three, sometimes four sports during a 
school year now I believe we can safely lower 
that percentage down to a 10 per cent 
average.

I am afraid that the chairman of the School 
Committee and the superintendent of schools 
would have a much larger headache then they 
already have, if this should happen.

Shaker’s Recipes Still In Use

A visit to the restored Hancock Shaker 
Village near Pittsfield was an early spring 
treat. 

Although the purpose was a look for herb 
garden notes, we enjoyed a stroll over 100 
acres of farm, visiting a dozen restored 
buildings of the 1800 s and a round stone bam. 

The herb garden was planted with a 
lavender, sage, dill, bee balm and borage. 

Shaker Village is the living environment — 
architecture, furnishings, fields and 
woodlands — of an all but extinct religious 
sect. 

This year marks the 200th anniversary of 
the arrival of a penniless English immigrant, 
Sister Ann Lee, in 1774, the founder of the 
celibate communal Shaker Society. 

To them, work was a form of prayer, and 
their handiwork, furniture and crafts are 
considered by many to approach museum 
quality. 


But another fame of the Shakers Is thel. 
food. They were excellent gardeners, farmers 
and cooks. 

They promoted the use of vegetables, 
fruits, whole wheat breads and devised 
recipes still in use today. 

The early Shakers worked magic with 
herbs and developed an Industry around 
them. 

One of their greatest contributions to 
American cookery was their knowledge of 
herbs and how to use them. 

Fresh home-grown spinach, onion, parsley 
and rosemary combine for my favorite 
garden vegetable dish.

Wash the spinach 3 or 4 times. Chop rather 
fine and place in a heavy pot. Add herbs and 
butter and cover well.

ZONING BY-LAW 
of the 

Town of Winchester 
Massachusetts 

In Town Meeting October 29, 1973: Voted, that to promote the general 
health, safety, convenience and weliare of the Town of Winchester, as 
set forth in the Zoning Enabling Act in Chapter 40A, as amended, of the 
General Laws of Massachusetts, the following Zoning By-Law is hereby 
adopted, 

SECTION 1 - ESTABLISHMENT OF DISTRICTS 

The town is hereby divided into zoning districts as follows (districts are 
designated in this by-law by initial letters and numbers in parentheses 
with the numbers for all residential districts indicating minimum lot 
area in thousands of square feet, and for all other districts, the numbers 
indicate maximum floor to land area ratios): 

1.1 Residential Districts are intended os districts primarily devoted 
to buildings for residential purposes, with only such accessory buildings 
as will enhance those districts. 

(I.ll Deleted by Town Meeting.) 

1.12 Apartment House Residential Districts II (KB-20J are 
intended as districts within Winchester Center where mid-rise 
apartment houses may be developed to provide housing compatible with 
adjacent residential and commercial uses. 

1.13 Planned Residential Districts (PRD) are intended as 
districts where single family homes. Town Houses and Garden Apart¬ 
ments may be developed to meet the needs of various age groups and 
are developed on large tracts as an integrated residential complex with 
design criteria regulated and controlled by special permit. 

1.14 Residential Districts A (RIM-20) are primarily intended as 
districts of onc-family dwellings in sections of the town having low 
density or being currently relatively undeveloped for residential 
purposes, where topography generally is of such nature that 
comparatively large lots are required for proper siting of huildings and 
where comparatively spacious types of development are ensured, or 
districts of Cluster Residential Housing designed to protect the natural 
landscape and increase open space on sites of 20 Acres or more with 
design criteria regulated and controlled by special permit. 


1.15 Residential Districts (KDC-15) are intended as districts of 
one-family dwellings. 

1.10 Residential Districts B (RDU-10) are intended primarily as 
districts of one-family dwellings in developed sections of town having 
medium density and smaller lots than those found in RDA districts, or 
districts of Cluster Residential Housing designed to protect the natural 
landscape and increase open space on sites of 10 Acres or more with 
design criteria regulated and controlled by Special Permit. 

1,17 General Residence Districts (RG-6.5) arc intended us 
districts of one and two-family dwellings in the well-developed sections 
of the town having medium to high density. 


Following approval by the Town Meeting and the Attorney General, the 
Town Engineer shall promptly revise a compiled Zoning Map to portray 
such amendment with suitable tabular notation of all amendments 
reflected on such map The Town Engineer shall annually during the 
month of .January publish the Compiled Zoning Map. This Compiled 
Zoning Map shall be prima facie evidence of the Official Zoning Map 
with all amendments thereto. 

(ci The original zoning map, entitled “Official Zoning Map of 
1973” and original records of subsequent changes or additions thereto 
shall be kept by the Town Clerk. In event of a conflict between the 
Compiled Zoning Map and the original zoning map or original records of 
subsequent changes or additions, the original records shall take 
precedence. 

1.52 Rules for Interpretation of District Boundalres Where 
uncertainty exists as to the boundaries of districts as shown on the 
Officio) Zoning Map, the following rules shall apply: 

(a) Boundaries indicated as following the center lines of 
streets, highways, or alleys shall be construed to follow the center lines 
of such streets, highways, or alleys. 

(bi Boundaries indicated as approximately following plotted lot 
lines shall be construed as following such lot lines. 

(c) Boundaries indicated as approximately following town lines 
shall be construed as following such town lines. 

(d) Lines shown following railroad lit ■ in fact follow a sideline 
of the railroad right-of-way. 

(e) Boundaries indicated as following shore lines shall be 
construed to follow the limit of private ownership; boundaries indicated 
as approximately following the center lines of streams, rivers, canals 
lakes, or other bodies of water shall be construed to folic uch center 
lines. 

(f) Boundaries indicated as parallel to or extensions of features 
indicated in subsections 1.52 (a) through 1.52 (e) above shall be 
so construed. Distances not specifically indicated on the Official Zoning 
Map shall be determined by the scale of the map, as interpreted by the 
Zoning Administrator. 

(g) Where physical or structural features existing on the 
ground are at variance with those shown on the Official Zoning Map, or 
in other circumstances not covered by paragraphs (a) through (f) 
above, the Zoning Administrator shall interpret the district boundaries. 

<hJ When a lot in one ownership is situated in part in the Town of 
Winchester and in part in an adjacent city or town, the regulations and 
restrictions of this by-law shall be applied to that portion of such lot as 
lies in the Town of Winchester in the same manner as if the entire lot 
were situated therein. 

SECTION 2 - APPLICATION OF DISTRICT REGULATIONS 
Except as hereinafter provided, the regulations of this by-law for each 
district shall apply uniformly to each class or kind of building, structure 
or land and, 

2.1 No Building, structure or land shall hereafter be used or 
occupied, and no building or structure or part thereof shall hereafter be 
erected, constructed, reconstructed, moved, or structurally altered 
except in conformity with all of the regulations herein specified for the 
district in which it is located. 

2.2 No part ol a yard, or other open space, or off-street parking or 
loading space required about or in connection with any building for the 
purpose of complying with this by-law, shall be included as part of a 
yard, open space, or off-street parking or loading space similarly 
required for any other building. 

2.3 No yard or lot existing at the time of passage of this by-law shall 
be reduced in dimension or area below the requirements set forth 
herein. Yards or lots created after the effective date of this by-law shall 
meet the requirements established by this by-law. 

2.4 All territory which may hereafter be annexed to the Town shall 
be considered to be in the RDA (20) District until otherwise classified. 

SECTION 3 - NON-CONFORMING LOTS, NON-CONFORMING USES 
OF LAND, NON-CONFORMING STRUCTURES, NON-CONFORMING 
USES OF STRUCTURES AND PREMISES AND NON-CONFORMING 
CHARACTERISTICS OF USE 

3.1 Intent 


3.34 No structure not conforming to the requirements of this by¬ 
law shall be erected in connection with such non-conforming use of land. 

3.4 Non-Conforming Structures 

Where a lawful structure exists at the effective date of adoption or 
amendment of this by-law that could not be built under the terms of this 
by-law by reason of restrictions on area, lot coverage, height, yards, its 
location on the lot, or other requirements concerning the structure, such 
structure may be continued so long as It remains otherwise lawful, 
subject to the following provisions: 

3.41 No non-conforming structure may be enlarged or altered in 
any way which increases its non-conformity. 

3.42 If such non-conforming structure or portion thereof is 
destroyed by fire or other casualty or act of God to an extent of up to 75 
percent of its replacement cost at the time of destruction as deter¬ 
mined by the building inspector, it may be rebuilt. Any such structure 
so destroyed to an extent of over 75 percent may be rebuilt subject to 
approval of Board of Appeals and upon the following conditions: 

a. the reconstruction shall meet as many of the previously 
unsatisfied requirements of this by-law as said Board may reasonably 
require; 

b. the Board shall give due consideration to the general 
compatibility that the reconstruction may have upon adjacent property, 
but need not otherwise consider the requirements of Section 8.5. 

3.43 If a non-conforming structure is moved for any reason for any 
distance whatever, it shall thereafter conform to the regulations in 
effect for the district in which it is located after it is moved. 

3.5 Non-Conforming Uses of Structures or of Structure and Premises 
in Combination 

Lawful uses of structures, or structures and land in 
combination which existed at the effective date of adoption or 
amendment of this by-law, that would not be allowed in the district 
under the terms of this by-law, may be continued so long as it remains 
otherwise lawful, subject to the following provision: 

3.51 A Certificate of Zoning Compliance shall be obtained in 
accordance with the provisions of Section 8.2 of this By-Law. 

3.52 Any structure being lawfully devoted to a use not permitted 
by this by-law may be altered, repaired or reconstructed for the same 
use, or for any other use as permitted in sub-section 3.54, provided such 
construction or reconstruction does not increase the floor area or the lot 
area covered by the structure: 

3.53 No non-conforming uses may be extended throughout any 
parts of a building that were not arranged or designed for such uses at 
the time of adoption or amendment of this by-law, and no such uses shall 
be extended to occupy any land outside such building: 

3.54 Any non-con forming use of a structure, or structure and 
premises, may as a special exception be changed to another non- 
conforming use provided that the Board of Appeals, either by general 
rule or by making findings in the specific case, shall find that the 
proposed use is equally appropriate or more appropriate to the district 
than the existing non-conforming use. In permitting such change, the 
Board of Appeals may require appropriate conditions and safeguards in 
accord with the provision of this by-law: 

3.55 Any structure, or structure and land in combination, in or on 
which a non-conforming use is superseded by a permitted use shall 
thereafter conform to the regulations for the district, and the non- 
conforming use may not thereafter be resumed: 

3.56 When a non-conforming use of a structure or structure and 
premises in combination, is discontinued for 12 consecutive months, or

lor five years in the case of an agricultural use, the non-conforming ice 
shall be deemed to have been abandoned and shall not thereafter be 
used except in conformity with the regulations of the district in which it 
is located. 

3.6 Uses under Special Exception Provision Not Non-Conforming 
Use 

Any use which is permitted as a special exception In a district under the 
terms of this by-law (other than a change through Board of Appeals 
action from a non-conforming use to another use not generally 
permitted in the district) shall not be deemed a non-conforming use in 
such district, but shall without further action be considered a 
conforming use. 

3.7 Continuance of Violations not Authorized Nothing in this article 
shall be interpreted as authorization for or approval of the use of land, a 
structure or premises in violation of regulations in effect at effective 
date of adoption or amendment of this by-law. 

SECTION 4 - USE REGULATIONS 

4.0 Prohibited Uses 

Except as provided by law, all existing and future uses of land, 
buildings and structures not set forth in subsection 4.4 are expressly 
prohibited. 

4.01 Restrictions Affecting All Districts 

No lot shall be used and no new buildings or structure shall be 
constructed, or used, in whole or in part, and no building or structure, or 
part thereof, shall be altered, enlarged, reconstructed, or used, in any 
part of the town, any other provision of this by-law to the contrary 
notwithstanding: 

A. For a:iy purpose which by the emission or discharge of fumes, 
vapor, gas, dust, offensive odors, chemicals, poisonous fluids, or 
substances, refuse, organic matter, or excrement, the causing of noise 
or vibrations, or by unduly increasing the risk from fire or explosion, or 
otherwise would be injurious to the public health or safety. 

B. For any purpose harmful to the public morals. 

C. For any purpose which would be, for any reason, injurious to 
the health, safety, morals or welfare of the community in any of the 
districts. 

4.1 Use Regulations 

In each zoning district, land, buildings and other structures may be 
used as a principal use or an accessory use or as a special exception 
only as specifically set forth in subsection 4.4. Symbols employed in the 
Table of Use Regulations shall mean the following: 

“Yes” - permitted as of right; 

“Yes’)* - permitted as of right but also subject to additional site 
plan review requirements of subsection B.7 of this by-law; 

"SP” - permitted only under a special permit for an exception 
granted by the Board of Appeals, as provided for in subsection B.5 
hereof. 

4.2 Limitation of Area of Accessory Uses 

4.21 Other than required off-street parking, no accessory use or 
uses within a building shall occupy more than 25 percent of the floor 
area devoted to the principal use. 

4.22 Other than required off-street parking, no accessory use or 
uses without a building shall occupy more than a combined total of 25 
percent of the unbuilt lot area, or of the required rear yard area. 

4.23 No accessory use shall occupy part of the required front or 
side yards, except signs as permitted in Winchester By-Laws and in 
business and industrial districts, off-street parking as provided in 
Section 7. 

4,3 Restrictions in Residence Districts 

In any residence district, no accessory use shall be permitted which 
involves or requires the employment of the person who is not resident in 
the dwelling unit, other than a domestic employee, except an employee 
of Uses 41 and 46. 


ZONING DISTRICT 


t.2 Business Districts 

I.ZI. Local Business Districts (HL-0.50) are intended primarily 
for limited business uses and services catering to the day to day 
household needs of the residents in the immediate vicinity. 


1.22 General Business Districts (GBD-1,0) are intended primarily 
for the retail interchanges of goods, wares, or property by purchase or 
sale, for offices, and for certain other business uses hereinafter limited 
and defined where prevailing usage and location would require on-site 
parking facilities. 

1.23 Center Business Districts (CBD-2.0) are intended primarily 
for the retail interchanges of goods, wares, or property by purchase or 
sale for offices, and for certain other business uses hereinafter limited 
and defined where existing concentrated development makes it 
impractical to require parking on the lot. 

1.3 Industrial Districts 

1.31 Limited Light Industrial Districts (IL-l.Q) arc Intended 
primarily for light manufacturing, miscellaneous service and related 
activities; for retail and wholesale eoinmcrcuil establishments; for 
laboratories engaged in research, experimental and testing activities, 
and offices, but not office buildings, specificlally related to the 
foregoing, all as hereinafter limited and defined, 


1.4 Special Districts 

1.41 Conservancy-Institutional Districts (SCI-0.50) are intended 
primarily as public use districts in which the predominant purposes for 
the land are for conservational. educational, institutional and 
recreational uses. The districts are also intended to preserve and 
increase the amenities of the town; to provide a specially suitable 
setting for public and quasi-public buildings and structures; to restrict 
residential uses of the land; to prohibit commercial (including 
commercial recreation), industrial, and other uses of the land which 
would diminish its value in providing the foregoing setting of said 
buildings and in serving the conservational, educational and 
recreational needs of Winchester. In addition, the districts are 
specifically intended for the preservation and maintenance of the 
ground water table for the protection of public health and safety, 
persons and property agHinst the hazards of flood water inundation; for 
die protection of the community against the costs which may be 
incurred when unsuitable development occurs in swamps, along water¬ 
courses, or in areas subject to floods; and for the conservation of 
natural conditions, wild life, and open spaces for the education 
recreation and general welfare of the public. 


1.5 Boundaries of Districts 
1.51 Official Zoning Map 

(a) The location and boundaries of the district set forth under 
Section 1 are hereby established as shown on a map entitled, “Official 
Zoning Map of 1973, Town of Winchester, Massachusetts”, revised 
which map, with all explanatory matter thereon, Is declared to be part 
of this by-law hereafter referred to as Official Zoning Map 

The Official Zoning Map shall be identified by the signatures of the 
members of the Planning Board attested by the Town Clerk, and shall 
bear the seal of the Town under the following words: “This is to certify 
that this Is the Official Zoning Map referred to in Section 1.51 (a) of the 
Zoning By-Law, Town of Winchester, Massachusetts”, together with the 
date of adoption of this by-law. 

(b) Changes may be made in district boundaries or other 
matter portrayed on the Official Zoning Map, in accordance with the 
provisions of this by-law and Chapter 40A, Section 6, General Laws. 


3.11 Within the districts established by this by-law, or 
amendments that may later be adopted, where exist 

(a) lots. 

(b) buildings and structures, 

(c) uses of land and buildings and structures, and 

(d) characteristics of use 

which were lawful before this by-law was passed or amended, but which 
are or would be prohibited, regulated, or restricted under the terms of 
this by-law or future amendment, it ib the intent of this by-law to permit 
these non-conformities to continue subject to the provisions of this 
section. It is further the intent of this by-law that non-conformities shall 
not be enlarged upon nor used as grounds for adding other structures or 
uses prohibited elsewhere in the same district, except as specifically 
provided in this section. 

3.12 To avoid undue hardship, nothing in this by-law shall be 
deemed to require a change in the plans, construction, or designated use 
of any building for which a building permit was issued prior to the date 
of enactment of this by-law, provided that actual construction shall 
begin within six (6) months after the permit is Issued and shall be 
completed within one year after construction was begun. “Actual 
construction” is hereby defined to include the placing of construction 
materials in permanent position and fastened in a permanent manner. 
Where excavation or demolition or removal of an existing building has 
been substantially begun preparatory to rebuilding, such excavation or 
demolition or removal shall be deemed to be actual construction, 
provided that work shall be carried diligently on until completion of the 
building involved. 


3.2 Non-Conforming Lots of Record 

Where a lot or lots exist which could not be built upon for 
residential purposes under the terms of this ordinance by reason of 
restrictions on lot area or lot width, such lot or lots may be used, subject 
to the following provisions: 

3.21 Notwithstanding other provisions of this by-law, a single- 
family dwelling and customary accessory buildings may be erected on 
any single legal building lot of record at the effective date of adoption or 
amendment of this by-law. provided that such lot is in separate 
ownership and not of continuous frontage with other lots in the same 
ownership. This provision shall apply even though such lot fails to meet 
the district requirements for area or width, or both, provided that yard 
dimensions and other requirements not involving area or width, or both, 
sliall conform to the regulations for the district in which such lot is 
located. 

3.22 If two or more lots, or combinations of lots and portion of lots, 
with continuous frontage in single ownership do not meet the 
requirements for lot width and area as established by this by-law, the 
land involved shall be considered to be an undivided parcel for the 
purposes of this by-law and no portion of said parcel shall be used or sold 
which does not meet lot width and area requirements established by this 
by-law. nor shall any division of the parcel be made which leaves 
remaining any lot with width or area below the requirements stated in 
this by-law except that such lots may be used or sold separately where 
each lot is occupied by a structure designed for use which is permitted 
as a principal use in the district. 

3.23 Any conforming use or conforming structure on a non- 
conforming lot may be enlarged, extended, constructed or 
reconstructed so long as the requirements of the district in which it is 
located are met. 

3.3 Non-Conforming Uses of Land 

Where, al the time of passage of this by-law. lawful use of land 
exists which would not be permitted by the regulations imposed by this 
by-law, the use may be continued so long as it remains otherwise lawful. 
provided; 

3.31 No such non-conforming use shall be enlarged or increased, 
nor extended to occupy n greater area of land than was occupied at the 
effective date of adoption or amendment of this by-law.

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SECTION 5 - SUPPLEMENTARY DISTRICT REGULATIONS 

5.1 Accessory Building 

Noaccessory building shall be erected in anv required yard, and no 
separate accessory building shall be erected within fifteen feet of any 
other building except inaccordance with the following regulations: 

Within the RDA, RDB and RG 6.5 districts accessory 
buildings may be placed within a required yard area provided the same 
are: 

•located in the rear yard 

■covering not more than 30 percent of such rear yard 
•not over one and one half stories in height 
■ not located nearer than five feet to any property line 

5.2 Erection of More Than One Principal Structure on a Lot 

In single and general residence districts not more than one struc¬ 
turehousing a permitted or permissible principal use may be erected on 
a single lot, except under the provisions of Cluster Residential Housing- 
Special Permit in RDA-20 and RDB-10 Districts. 

hi all business and industrial districts more than one structure 
housing a permitled or permissible use may be erected on a single lot. 
provided that the yard and other requirements of this by-law shall be 
met for each structure as though it were an individual lot. 


5.3 Structures to Have Access 

Every building hereafter erected or moved shall be on a lot having 
required street frontage, 

5.4 Parking, Storage or Use of Major Recreational Equipment 

No major recreational equipment shall, except aB hereinafter 
provided, be parked or stored on any lot in residential and SCI districts 
except in an enclosed building or in the rear yard, provided however, 
(hat such equipment may be parked anywhere on residential premises 
for not to exceed 24 hours during loading or unloading. For purposes of 
these regulations, major recreational equipment is defined as including 
boats end boat trailers, travel trailers, pick-up.campers or coaches 
(designed to be mounted on automotive vehicles), motorized dwellings, 
tent trailers, and the like, and cases or boxes used for transporting 
recreational equipment, whether occupied by such equipment or nbt. No 
such equipment shall be used for living, sleeping, or housekeeping 
purposes when parked or stored, Where, by reason of unique conditions, 
the strjet application of these regulations would result in peculiar and 
exceptional practical difficulties, the Board of Appeals may issue a 
permit to allow the parking or storage of major recreational equipment 
within a front or side yard. 

5.5 Parking and Storage of Certain Vehicles 

Unregistered motor vehicles or trailers of any kind or type shall not 
be parked or stored on any residentially zoned property other than in 
completely enclosed buildings,

6.2 Supplementary Regulations 

6.21 In addition to minimum lot area requirements for certain 
districts, density of land use Is further regulated as follows: 

a. In the Apartment District (RB-20), Business Districts (BL- 
0.50), (GBD 1.0) and (CBD 2.0) Light Industrial District (IL-1.0), 
Conservancy-Institutional District (SCI-0.5), the Floor Area Ratio shall 
not exceed maximum values for each District. The Floor Area Ratio is 
computed by dividing the total floor area, based on the outside 
dimensions at each story, of all buildings on the lot by the total area of 
the lot. The maximum Floor Area Ratio for these districts is as follows: 


Apartment District (RB-20) -2.0* 

Local Business District -0.50 

General Business District GBD - 1 .0 

Center Business District CBD -2.0 

Light Industrial District (IL) - 1.0 

Conservancy-Institutional District <SCI) - 0.5 


If required off-street parking is provided wjthln a garage on the 
site, maximum Floor Area Ratio may be increased to 2.5. 

(b. Deleted by Town Meeting.) 

c. In the Apartment District (RB-20), each lot shall contain not 
less than following square footage of lot area per dwelling unit:

The lot area required in the RB-20 district for any new building and the 
lot area required in the RB-20 district in determining lot area per 
dwelling unit for any new building shall not include any part of a lot that 
is required by any other conforming or non-conforming building or use 
to comply with the requirements of this by-law, or was required by the 
applicable dimensional requirements prior to the effective date the land 
was placed in the RB-20 district.

2. In the RDB, divide the gross lot area by 12,500 Sq. Ft. 

f. Public and non-profit institutional buildings existing at the 
time of adoption of this by-law may be enlarged to exceed the maximum 
building height on not more than three sides of the building where: 


(1) There are substantial finished grade differentials between 
the side of the building with the highest average finished grade (where 
the maximum building height can not be exceeded) and one or more of 
the sides of the building with a lower average finished grade, and - 

(2) The Board of Appeals shall find in its review under Section 
8.7 that no reasonable alternate method of enlarging the structure is 
available and that adequate provision has been taken to eliminate any 
adverse Impace on surrounding properties through the provision, on 
those sides where the maximum height will be exceeded, of increased 
yard areas. 

6.22 The measurement of lot width shall be shown on a plan 
approved and endorsed by the Planning Board. 

6.23 Lots having one half or more frontage on a circular 
turnaround or curve of less than 100 feet radius, may be reduced in 
frontage below the requirements of this section to a minimum of 50 feet. 

6.24 In BL and IL districts in particular instances, the Board of 
Appeals may grant a special exception, permitting a principal building 
to he errected on a lot having less area or frontage, or both, than the 
minimum requirements specified in the Table of Dimensional 
Requirements, if at the time of the adoption of said minimum 


requirements such lot was lawfully laid out and recorded by plan or 
deed and did not join other land of the same owner available for use in 
connection with such Jot, provided that the Board determines that such 
exception can be gran ted without substantial derogation from the intent 
and purpose of this by-law. In SCI districts in particular instances the 
Board of Appeals may grant a special exception permitting buildings 
owned and occupied at the time of the effective date of adoption or 
amendments of this by-law for a public, charitable or other purpose 
lawful in such district to be altered, repaired, rebuilt, or added to in a 
manner failing to conform to the dimensional requirements of Section 
6.1 or the density regulations set forth in Section 6.21 (a), or permitting 
uses accessory to such buildings which fail to conform to the area 
limitations of Section 4.2, subject however to such conditions or 
limitations as the Board in its decision may impose as in its judgement 
are reasonably required to minimize any departures from the general 
purpose and intent of such requirements, regulations or limitations. 

fi.25 In residence districts, the Board of Appeals may grant a 
special exception, permitting alterations to existing structures which 
encroach on thesidear rear yard requirements of the district, providing 
that: 

a. The enforcement thereof would involve practical difficulty or 
unnecessary hardship and the granting of relief will not result In 
menace to the public safety, health or welfare of the neighborhood. 

b. The Intended use of the alteration 1 b permitted in the district. 

c. The yard requirement is not reduced by more than 15 

percent. 

6.26 Cluster Residential Housing • Special Permit 

In order to permit maximum flexibility for developing land for 
single family homes; open space; private recreational facilities for the 
exclusive use of the occupants of the Cluster Residential Housing and 
their guests; and related off-street parking and landscaping, tracts of 
land consisting of 20 Acres or more in the RDA-20 district and 10 Acres 
or more in the RDB -10 district may be developed as Cluster Residnetlal 
Housing provided the number of dwelling units shall approximate the 
number permitted in the district, and maximum density shall be 
determined as provided in paragraph (e) of section 6.21. 

To afford the Town of Winchester ample assurance that such 
developments will not tend to degrade the amenities of the neigh¬ 
borhoods in which they occur, or of the Town as a whole, and to insure 
that objectionable congestion of traffic Is not created, Cluster 
Residential Housing may only be constructed under a special permit 
granted by the Board of Appeals as hereinafter defined and limited, 
within such districts as are established with the vote of Town Meeting. 

6.261 Procedure 

The owner or owners of a parcel of land in the RDA-20 or RDB- 
10 district which is of sufficient size to allow cluster residential houalng, 
as defined in 6.26, shall submit to the Board of Appeals an application 
for a special permit, together with plans and a filing fee, in accordance 
with the provisions for Site Plan Review in Subsection 8.7 of this by-law 
and in accordance with the additional provisions of this section 6.26. 

6.262 Standards for Reviewing and Approving Cluster 
Residential Housing 

The Planning Board shall review all Cluster Residential 
Housing applications submitted to it by the Board of Appeals. The 
Planning Board shall report its recommendations for approval or 
disapproval, together with reasons therefor and any additional 
requirements, to the Board of Appeals within 30 days of receipt of the 
application and plan. Reasonable requirements may be recommended 
to the Board of Appeals by the Planning Board for the protection of 
adjoining residential property. 

The Planning Board shall recommend approval of the Cluster 
Residential Housing application and plan only if it finds the Cluster 
Residential Housing satisfies all of the following standards: 

<u) Uses 

The permitted uses in the Cluster Residential Housing may in¬ 
clude single-family homes, open space, private recreational facilities 
for the exclusive use of the occupants of the Cluster Residential Housing 
and their guests, and related off-streel parking and landscaping. 
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0>) General Standards 

The Cluster Residential Housing shall provide for an effective 
and unified treatment of the development possibilities on the project 
site making appropriate provision for the preservation of scenic 
features and amenities of thesiteand the surrounding areas. 

The Cluster Residential Housing shall be planned and developed to 
harmonize with any existing or proposed development in the area 
surrounding the project site. 

More than one building is permitted on tracts of lots held by one owner 
or in common ownership. 

The uniqueness of each proposal for a Cluster Residential Housing 
requires that the specifications for the width and surfaces of streets 
ways for public utilities, for curbs, gutters, sidewalks, street lights, 
storm water drainage, water supply and distribution, sanitary sewers 
and sewage collection and treatment shall be subject to modification 
from the specifications established in the Rules and Regulations 
Governing the Subdivision of Land in the Town of Winchester. 
Massachusetts and as amended from time to time. The Planning Board 
may recommend that the specifications otherwise applicable for a 
particular public facility may be waived or modified (provided that 
such modification shall not apply to the materials of said construction 
and shall not produce construction of inferior quality to that required in 
the Rules and Regulations Governing Subdivision) when such waiver or 
modification is not inconsistent with generally approved design 
standards. 

The Planning Board shall recommend the installation or the furnishing 
of a performance guarantee in lieu thereof, of all or any of the following 
improvements it may deem to be necessary or appropriate: street 
grading, pavement, gutters, curbs, sidewalks, street lighting, hade 
trees, landscaping, surveyor's monuments, water mains, culverts, 
bridges, storm sewers, sanitary sewers or olher means of sewage 
disposal, drainage facilities or structures and other improvements as 
the Planning Board may require or deem necessary in the public 
interest. The Planning Board may recommend phases for the 
completion of improvements in sections of the Planned Residential 
Development and recommend minimum improvement completion 
requirements necessary for the issuance of certificates of Zoning 
Compliance in any section. 

(c) Design Standards 

AJI buildings in the layout and design shall be an integral port of 
the development and have convenient access to and from adjacent uses 
and roadways. 

Individual buildings shall be related to each other in design, masses, 
materials, placement and connections to provide a visually and 
physically integrated development. Buildings shall be separated by a 
minimumof20fector 0.75 percent of the building height times its length 
measured in feet whichever is greater. 

Treatment of the sides and rear of all buildings within the Cluster 
Residential Housing shall be comparable in amenities and appearance 
to the treatment given tostreel frontages of these same buildings. 

AJI building walls shull be so oriented as to insure adequate light and air 
exposures to the rooms within. 

All buildings shall be arranged so as to avoid undue exposure to 
concentrated loading or parking facilities wherever possible, and shall 
be oriented so us to preserve visual and audible privacy between 
adjacent buildings. 

AJI buildings shall be arranged as to be accessible to emergency 
vehicles. 

AJ) utilities shall be placed underground. 

(d) Landscape Design Standards 

Landscape treatment for plazas, road, paths, service and parking 
areas shall be designed ns an integral part of a coordinated landscape 
design tor the entire project area. 

Primary landscape treatment shall consist of shrubs, ground cover, and 
trees, and shall be combined with appropriate walks and street surfaces 
to provide an attractive development pattern, Landscape materials 
selected should be appropriate to the local growing conditions, 

Whenever appropriate, existing trees shalJ be preserved and Integrated 
into the landscape design plan. 

All streets contained within and bordering the project area shall be 
planted at appropriate intervals with street trees. 

Whenever possible the existing terrain shall be preserved and land 
moving shall be kept to a minimum. 

<e) Circulation 8yitem Design Standards 

There shall be an adequate, safe, and convenient arrangement 
of pedestrian circulation facilities, roadways, driveways, off-street 
parking and loading spaces. 

Roads, pedestrian walkB and open space shall be designed as an integral 
part of the overall site design. They shall be properly related to existing 
and proposed bulldlngB, and appropriately landscaped. 

There shall be an adequate amount, in a suitable location, of pedestrian 
walkB, mallB, and landscaped spaces In order to discourage pedestrian 
use of vehicular ways and parking and loading spaces; and to separate 
pedestrian walks, malls and public transportation loading spaces from 
general vehicular circulation facilities. 

Buildings and vehicular circulation open spaces shall be arranged so 
that pedestrians moving between buildings are not unnecessarily 
exposed to vehicular traffic. 

Landscaped, paved and comfortably graded pedestrian walks shall be 
provided olong the lines of the most Intense use, particularly from 
building entrances to streets, parking areas, and adjacent buildinga. 

The location and design of pedestrian walks should emphasize desirable 
views of new and existing development In the area. 

The maximum separation of private automobiles and services vehicles 
shall be provided through the use of separate service lanes. 

Materials and design of paving, lighting fixtures, retaining walls, 
bulkheads, fences, curbs, benches, etc., shall be of good appearance 
easily maintained and indicative of their function, 

(f) Burking and Loading Design Standards 

Off-street parking and loading facilities shall conform to the provisions 
of Section 7 of this by-law. Parking facilities shall be landscaped and 
screened from public view to the extent necessary to eliminate 
unsightliness und to the monotomy of parked vehicles. 

Pedestrian connections between parking areas and buildings shall be 
via special pedestrian walkways and or/elevators. 

Parking facilities shall be designed with careful regard to arrangement, 
topography, landscaping, ease of access, and shall be developed as an 
integral part of an overall site design. 

Any above grade loading facility should be screened from public view to 
the extent necessary to eliminate unsightliness.

A minimum of 25 percent of a Cluster Residential Housing site area 
shall be developed as open space, including walkways, plazas, 
landscaped areas, recreation areas, tennis courts, pools, and fountains, 
Parking areas and vehicle access facilities shall not be considered in 
calculating open space. A maximum of 40 percent of the Cluster 
Residential Housing site area shall be covered by impervious 
waterproof surface. 

ll) Common open space must be suitably improved for its 
intended use. but common open space containing natural features 
worthv of preservation may be left unimproved.

structures and improvements in the common open space must be 
appropriate to the uses which are authorized for the common open 
space. 

(2) The development schedule must coordinate the 
improvement of the common open space, and the construction of 
residential dwellings. 

13) All land shown on that site plan as common open space shall 
be subject to eonvenants approved by the Board of Appeals which 
restrict the common open space to the uses specified on the site plan and 
which further assure that ownershipof thecommon open space shall not 
be separate from ownership of the entire tract except that all or part of 
the common open space may be conveyed to the appropriate agency of 
the town for public park, recreational, conservation or other public 
purposes, if such open space is deemed suitable and needed for its 
intended public purpose by the appropriate town agency. A special 
permit shall be conditional upon the actual acceptance by the 
appropriate town agency and of the Town Meeting of the title to the 
common land in the case of plans providing conveyance to the town of 
all or part of the open space. 

<h) Buffer Zone Requirements 

A buffer zone within fifty (50) feet of all external lot lines of a 
designated Cluster Residential Housing shall be provided except that 
portion which fronts upon an existing external street or roadway. Said 
buffer zone shall be kept in its natural stale where wooded, and, when its 
natural vegetation is sparse or nonexistent, the landowner may be 
required to provide a year-round visual screen as recommended by the 
Planning Board. 

Within said buHerzone, no principal or accessory structure, nor any off- 
street parking or loading areas or other use shall be permitted. Within 
said huffer zone, utility easements and streets may be provided if 
necessary to insure continuity with adjoining properties, subject to the 
recommendations of the Planning Board. 

Said huffer zone area may be utilized for the purpose of computing the 
Cluster Residential Housing open space requirements of this Ordinance. 

The requirements of this paragraph may be modified or eliminated 
where two C! aster Residential Housing developments abut or adjoin one 
another. 

(1) Setbuckn 

A minimum setback from all external lot lines of a Cluster 
Residential Housing from all existing streets and thoroughfares for all 
buildings, structures and uses of no less than seventy-five (75) feet or a 
distance equal to twice the height of any structure or building within the 
development, whichever is greater, shall be provided. 

6.27 Planned Residential District - Special Permit 

In order to permit maximum flexibility in employing the latest 
techniques for developing land for multiple family dwelling units, tracts 
of land consisting of 20 acres or more within the RDA-20 district and 10 
acres or more in the RDB-10 district may be rezoned by the Winchester 
Town Meeting for a Planned Residential District with maximum 
densities of 6 dwelling units and 12 bedrooms per acre. To afford the 
Town of Winchester ample assurance that such developments will not 
lend to degrade the amenities of the neighborhoods in which they occur, 
or of the town as a whole, and to insure that objectionable congestion 
and density of traffic is not created, a Planned Residential Development 
may only be constructed after rezoning and under a special permit 
granted by the Board of Appeals as hereinafter defined and limited. 

8.271 Procedure 

The owner or owners of a parcel of land which has been zoned 
for a Planned Residential District shall submit to the Board of Appeals 
an application for a special permit, together with plans and a filing fee, 
in accordance with the provisions for Site Plan Review in Subsection 8.7 
of this by-law and in accordance with the additional provisions of this 
section 6.27. 

6.272 Standards for Reviewing and Approving Planned 
Residential Developments 

The Planning Board shall review all Planned Residential 
Development applications submitted to It by the Board of Appeals, The 
Planning Board shall report its recommendations for approval or dis¬ 
approval, together with reasons therefor and any additional 
requirements, to the Board of Appeals within 30 days of receipt of the 
application and plan. Reasonable requirements may be recommended 
to the Board of Appeals by the Planning Board for the protection of 
adjoining residential property. 

The Planning Board shall recommend approval of the Planned 
Residential Development application and plan only If it finds the 
Planned Residential Development satisfies all of the following 
standards;

The Planned Residential Development shall be planned and developed 
to harmonize with any existing or proposed development in the area 
surrounding the project site. 

More than one building is permitted on tracts of lots held by one owner 
or in common ownership. 

The uniqueness of each proposal for a Planned Residential 
Development requires that the specifications for the width and surfaces 
of streets, ways for public utilities, for curbs, gutters, sidewalks, street 
lights, storm water drainage, water supply and distribution, sanitary 
sewers and sewage collection and treatment shall be subject to 
modification from the specifications established in the Rules and 
Regulations Governing the Subdivision of Land in the Town of 
Winchester, Massachusetts and as amended from time to time.

SECTION 7 - OFF-STREET PARKING AND LOADING 

REQUIREMENTS AND AUTOMOTIVE SERVICE REGULATIONS 

7.00 Intent 

It is the intent of this Section of the by-law that any use of land involving 
the arrival, departure, storage, or entry upon the land of motor vehicles 
be so designed and operated as to reduce hazard to pedestrians upon the 
public sidewalks, to protect the use of adjoining property from nuisance 
caused by the noise, fumes, and glare of headlights which may result 
from the operation of cars parking off the street and at the same time "to 
reduce congestion in the streets and contribute to traffic safety by 
assuring adequate places for the standing and storing off the street of 
motor vehicles associated with the use of a lot of land. 

7.10 General Regulations Applying to Required Off-Street Parking 
Facilities 

(a) Structures and land uses in existence or for which building 
permits have been issued at the date of adoption of this by-law shall not 
be subject to the requirements of Section 7 so long as the kind or extent 
of use is not changed so that the changed or enlarged use would require 
an increase of more than 15 per cent In the parking facilities required in 
this Section, provided that any parking facilities now serving such 
structures or uses shall not in the future be reduced below such 
requirements. 

(b) Whenever there is an alteration of a structure, addition of a 
new structure, or a change or extension of use which increases the 
parking requirements by 15 per cent or more according to the standards 
of Section 7, the total parking required for the entire structure or use 
shall be provided in accordance with the requirements of this section. 

(c) No parking area shall be used for any use that interferes witi^ 
its availability for the parking need it is required to serve. 

(d) All required parking facilities shall be provided and 
maintained so long as the use exists which the facilities were designed 
to serve. Off-street parking facilities shall not be reduced In total extent 
after their provision, except when such reduction la in conformity with 
the requirements of Section 7. Reasonable precautions shall be taken by 
the owner or sponsor of particular UBes to assure the availability of 
required facilities to the employees or other persons whom the facilities 
are designed to serve. Such facilities shall be designed and used in such 
a manner as at no time to constitute a nuisance, or a hazard, or 
unreasonable impediment to traffic. 

(e) Any privately owned off-street parking areaB now serving 
structures or uses within the Center Business District (CBD-2,0) which 
are in existence or for which building permits have been Issued at the 
date of adoption of this by-law shall be continued and shall not, In the 
future, be reduced below the off-street requirements of the General 
Business District (GBD-1,0) except through application to the Board of 
Appeals as described below, Hie Board of Appeals may allow a 
reduction or discontinuance of existing privately owned off-street 
parking In the Center Business District (CBD-2.0) If it finds that 
sufficient and accessible off-street municipal parking facilities have 
been provided within 300 feet (walking distance) of the structure or use 
being served. "Sufficient" shall be deemed to mean that the off-street 
municipal parking facility or facilities contain sufficient parking spaces 
to serve all existing uses, based on the standards of the General 
Business District (GBD-1.0), within 300 feet of the parking facility or 
facilities. 

(f) Where a parking facility Is a principal use of any lot, It shall 
not be opened to use until the Zoning Administrator has issued a 
certificate of compliance to the effect that the lot conforms to the 
provisions of Section 7.13. Such certificate may be revoked by the 
Zoning Administrator upon violation of any of the conditions set forth in 
Section 7.13. 

7.11 Off-Street Parking Space Regulations 

(a) Off-street parking facilities shall be provided for each type of 
land use, In accordance with the following Table of Off-Street Parking 
Requirements, and subject to the further provisions of Section 7.

Within said buffer zone, no principal or accessory structure, nor any off- 
street parking or loading areas or other use shall be permitted. Within 
said buffer zone, utility easements and streets may be provided if 
necessary to insure continuity with adjoining properties, subject to the 
recommendations of the Planning Board. 

Said buffer zone area may be utilized for the purpose of computing the 
planned residential development open space requirements of this 
Ordinance. 

The requirements of this paragraph may be modified or eliminated 
where two planned residential unit developments abut or adjoin one 
another. 
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fit Where the computation of required parking space results in a 
fractional number, only the fraction of one-half or more shall be counted 
as one. 

f2) Two or more uses may provide for required parking in a 
common parking lot if the total space provided is not less than the sum 
of the spaces required for each use individually. 

The number of spaces required in a common parking facility may 
be reduced below this total by a special exception under Section 8 of this 
by-law if it can be demonstrated to the satisfaction of the Board of 
Appeals that the hours or days or peak parking need for the uses are so 
different that a lower total will provide adequately for all uses served by 
the facility. 

(3) Where part of a lot is or has been acquired by the Town to be 
used hv the Town for public parking or for facilities accessory to public 
parking, the parking requirements on the remaining portion of the lot in 
private ownership shall be reduced by the number of spaces that could 
have been provided on the part of the lot so acquired by the Town, 
calculated on the basis of one space per 400 square feet of lot area so 
acquired. 

(b) Residence Uses shall include Uses l. 2 , 3, 4,4a, and 5 , as listed in 
Section 4.4. 

(cl Places of Public Assembly shall include Uses 9,10,13, 23 and 24, 
as listed in Section 4.4. Where Places of Public Assembly are provided 
with benches rather than fixed individual seats, each two lineal feet of 
bench shall equal one seat, and where no fixed seats are used, each 20 
square feet of public floor area shall equal one seat. 

(d) Institutions shall include Uses 6, 7, 8, 11 , 15 and 16 , as listed in 
Section 4.4. 

(e) Retail and Office Uses of land and structures shall include Uses 
19,21,22,25,26,28, 30,31,34,36,41, and 42, as listed in Section 4.4. Where 
a principal use on a lot is an open-air use not enclosed in a structure, the 
area of the lot devoted to such use shall be considered to be floor space 
for purposes of calculating parking requirements. Where the area 
devoted to such use is not clearly determinable, the Zoning 
Administrator shall determine the area to be considered equivalent to 
floor space. 

(f) Medical and Dental Uses of land and structures shall include 
Use 32 as listed in Section 4.4. 

(gl Industrial Uses of land or structures shall include Uses 27, 29, 33 
and 39, as listed in Section 4.4. Where a principal use on a lot is an open- 
air use not enclosed in r, structure, the area of the lot devoted to such use 
shall be considered to be floor space for purposes of calculating parking 
requirements. Where the area devoted to such use is not obviously 
defined, the Zoning Administrator shall determine the area to be 
considered equivalent to floor space. 

(h) Warehouse and Other Uses of land or structures shall include 
Uses 18,37,38 and 40, as listed in Section 4.4. Where a principal use on a 
lot is an open-air use not enclosed in a structure, the area of the lot 
devoted to such use shall be considered to be floor space for purposes of 
calculating parking requirements. Where the area devoted to such use 
is not obviously defined, the Zoning Administrator shall determine the 
area to be considered equivalent to floor space. 

(i) Where any land, structure or land and structure in 
combination is in more than one use, parking spaces shall be provided 
for the entire lot in accordance with the requirements of the use which 
requires the maximum number of spaces, except that the number of 
spaces may be reduced below that maximum requirement by a special 
permit under Section 8 of this by-law if it can be demonstrated to the 
Board of Appeals that: 

(1) At least 15 percent of the area is in a use with a requirement 
less than the maximum, 

(2) A total number of parking spaces is provided so that the area 
of each use shall be provided with parking spaces as required for that 
use, 

(3) It is unlikely that the uses requiring the lesser number of 
spaces will be changed to one requiring a greater number. 

7.12 Location: Required Off-Street Parking Facilities 

Required off-street parking facilities shall be provided on the same lot. 
Where the requirements of this section cannot be met on the same lot, 
the Board of Appeals by Special Permit under Section 8.5 may 
authorize, within the same district, required parking on any lot in the 
same ownership within 300 feet of the principal use served, as measured 
along street lines, subject to such bond or other assurance of 
permanence and of common ownership, as it may deem adequate. 


7.13 Design of All Off-Street Parking Facilities 

(a) Parking facilities shall be occupied only by passenger cars 
and commercial vehicles not exceeding seven and one halt teet in widtn 
and 18 feet in length, unless the special standards provided in paragraph 
(h) of this Section 7.13 are met. 

(b) The minimum dimensions of stalls and aisles shall be as 
follows: 

( 1 ) Stall width shall be at least nine feet: 

(2) Stall depth shall be at least 19 feet for all angle parking and 
22 feet for parallel parking. Such dimension may include no more than 
two feet of any landscape setback area adjacent to the front and rear of 
a stall and used for bumper overhang. 

(3) Minimum width of aisles providing access to stalls for one¬ 
way traffic only, varying with the angle of parking, shall be 

Angle of Parking Minimum Aisle Width 

Parallel 12 feet 

30 degrees 11 feet 

45 degrees 13 feet 

60 degrees 18 feet 

90 degrees 20 feet 

(4) Minimum width of aisles providing access to stalls for two- 
way traffic shall be 24 feet, except that aisles providing access 
primarily for overnight parking may be a minimum of 22 feet. 

(c) Parking facilities shall be designed so that each motor 
vehicle may proceed to and from the parking space provided for it 
without requiring the moving of any other motor vehicle. The Board of 
Appeals, however, may by special exception modify this requirement, 
and the dimensional requirements of paragraph (b) of this Section 7.13 
where a parking facility is under full-time attendant supervision. 

(d) The width of entrance and exit drives, except as permitted in 
paragraph (k), shall be: 

(1) A minimum of 12 feet for one-way use only; 

(2) A minimum of 20 feet for two-way use, except that 
driveways providing access primarily for overnight parking, with 
incidental daytime use, may be a minimum of 12 feet wide and 

(31 A maximum of 20 feet at the street lot line in residence 
districts, and 30 feet in business and industrial districts 

(e) Setbacks for parking areas shall be as follows: 

(1) In all districts, except as permitted in paragraph (k), 
parking stalls in parking lots shall be set back from the street lot line to 
whatever extent may be necessary in the specific situation, as 
determined by the Zoning Administrator, to avoid the probability of 
cars backing or otherwise maneuvering on the sidewalk upon entering 
or leaving the stalls. In no case shall parking lots be designed to require 
or encourage cars to back into a public or private way in order to leave 
the lot: except for oarkimz stall the sole access to which is an alley 
adjacent to rear lot lines and so arranged that there is at least 20 feet of 
clear backing between the rear line of the parking stall and the opposite 
and more distant line of the alley. 

(2) In all residential districts, the surfaced area of a parking lot 
shall be set back: 


<i) from the front lot line, except where an access driveway 
crosses the street lot line, the distance specified for building setback 
under Section 6.1; 

(ii) from the side lot line 1/3 the distance specified for 
minimum side yard set back of the district under 6,1 except in the RA 
district, where the minimum setback shall be 20 feet. 

(iii) from the side and rear lot lines in the rear yard, a 
minimum of five feet. Such setback shall be seven feel where two feet of 
setback area is included in a minimum stall depth as provided in sub- 
paragraph (b) (21. 

(iv> in the RB-20 district, from an RDA, RDB, RDC and RG 
District Zone Boundary a minimum of 25 feet in side or rear yards 
where le buildings and other structures (other than fences) located in 
the RB-20 District are set back at least 50 feet; provided that no surface 
parking shall be permitted within side or rear yards in the RB-20 
District, where the buildings or other structures are set back less than 
50 feet pursuant to footnote (d) of Section 6. 1 . 

(3) In all residential districts, the setback areas shall be 
planted and maintained. 

(4) In all districts, barriers shall be provided to prevent motor 
vehicles from being parked within required setback areas, or beyond 
the boundaries of the lot where no setback isrequired. 

(f) Abutting properties in residential districts shall be protected 
from lights, as follows: 

(1) All illumination on parking lots must be shielded so as not to 
shine directly upon abutting properties in residential districts. 

(2) Properties in residential districts, other than the use served 
by the parking lot, which abut the parking lot shall be protected from 
headlight glare by either: 

(i) A strip at least four feet wide, densely planted with shrubs 
or trees which are at least four feet high at the time of planting and 
which are of a type that may be expected to form a year-round dense 
screen at least six feet high within three years, or 

(ii) A wall, barrier, or fence of uniform appearance at least 
five feet high, but not more than six feet above finished grade, or above 
the roof level, if on a roof. 

(3) Such screening shall be maintained in good condition at all 
times. Such screening or barrier may be interrupted by normal 
entrance and exits, and shall have no signs hung or attached thereto 
other than those permitted in the district. 

(g) No stall shall be located within 10 feet of that part of a 
building having windows of habitable rooms at the basement or first 
story level, except as permitted in paragraph (k). 

(h) The regulations for the parking of trucks, buses, or other 
commercial vehicles exceeding seven and one half feet by IB feet in size 
shall be as follows: 

(1) Stalls to provide parking for commercial vehicles 
exceeding seven and one-half feet by 18 feet in size shall be located at 
least 100 feet from the nearest dwelling unit in a residence district 

(2) Stalls for such vehicles shall be specifically identified upon 
the plan, and shall be of such dimensions as to accommodate the 
specified type of vehicle. Such vehicles shall be permitted to park only 
in the stalls so identified and approved. 

*■ 

(3) Whenever such lot is adjacent to residential districts it shall 
be screened from abutting property as provided in paragraph (f) above. 

(i) Drainage, surfacing and maintenance of parking lots 
shall be as follows: 

(1) The parking lot shall be marked so as to indicate 
clearly the space to be occupied by each motor vehicle, in accordance 
with the dimensions specified in paragraph (b) of this Section 7.13. Such 
markings shall be maintained so as to be plainly visible. 

(2) The area of the lot not planted and so maintained, Including 
driveways, shall be graded, surfaced with asphalt or other suitable 
material, and drained to the satisfaction of the Zoning Administrator, to 
the extent necessary to prevent nuisance of dust, erosion, or excessive 
water flow across public ways. 

(3) Lots shall be kept clean and free from rubbish and debris. 

(j) Where parking lots are increased in capacity after the 
effective date of this by-law, the expanded portion thereof shall be 
designed in accordance with the regulations of this Section 7.13. 

(k) Parking lots for three vehicles or less shall conform to the 
regulations of this Section 7.13, with the exception of paragraphs 7.13 (d) 

1 and 2 , (e) 1, and (g). 

(l) Under a special exception after a hearing, the Board of 
Appeals may permit in lieu of the dimensional requirements of this 
Section 7.13, where new parking facilities are being installed to serve 
structures and land uses in existence or for which building permits had 
been issued at the date of adoption of this by-law, the substitution of 
other dimensional requirements, provided such substitution is 
necessary to permit the installation of some or all of the off-street 
parking spaces that would be required for a similar new building. 

(m) At least 2 per cent of the interior of a parking lot with 21 or 
more parking spaces shall be planted and continuously maintained, 
Planting along the perimeter of a parking area, whether for required 
screening or general beautification, shall not be considered as part of 
the 2 per cent interior planting. The planting shall be distributed 
throughout the parking area and shall include trees as well as other 
plant material. Existing trees shall be preserved where possible. No 
planting bed shall have a width of less than 3 feet. 

7.20.Off-Street Loading Regulations 

(a) Structures and land uses in existence or for which building 
permits have been issued at the date of adoption of this by-law shall not 
be subject to the requirements stated below, provided that any loading 
facilitic ■ now serving such structures or uses shall not in the future be 
reduced below these requirements. 

(b) Where a structure existing on the effective date of this by-law 
is altered or extended in such a way as to increase the gross floor area 
by 5,000 square feet or more, only this additional gross floor area shall 
be counted in computation of the off-street loading requirements. 
Alterations or extensions aggregating less than 5,000 square feet 
subsequent to the effective date of this by-law do not require such 
provisions of loading space. 

(c) Where retail, or other stores are designed or constructed as a 
group or as a unified building, the aggregate of individual stores shall be 
treated as one building for the purpose of calculating off-street loading 
facilities. 

(d) Where mixed uses occur, off-street loading facilities shall be 
the sum of the requirements for the several individual uses computed 
separately, except that such facilities may be less than said sum by 
special exception from the Board of Appeals when it can be 
demonstrated that such individual uses are not in operation at the same 
time. 

(e) Off-strect loading facilities shall be provided in accordance 
with the following requirements for each type of land use except Uses 1 
to 4 inclusive, as listed in Section 4.

7.21 Design and Layout of Off-Street Loading Facilities 

U>) Off-strect loading facilities shall be designed to conform to 
the following specifications: 

( 1 ) Each required space shall be no less than 12 feet in width, 30 
feet in length, and 14 feet in height, exclusive of drives and maneuvering 
space, and located entirely on the lot being served. 

(2) There shall be appropriate means of access to a street or 
alley as well as adequate maneuvering space. 

(3) The maximum width of driveways and sidewalk openings 
measured at the street lot line shall be 28 feet; the minimum width shall 
be 12 feet. 

(4) Loading spaces may be enclosed in a structure and must be 
so enclosed if located within 50 feet of a residence district where the use 
involves regular night operation, 

(5) All accessory driveways and entranceways shall be graded, 
surfaced, drained, to the satisfaction of the Zoning Administrator, to the 
extent necessary to prevent nuisances of dust, erosion, or excessive 
water flow across public ways, 

(6) Such facilities shall be designed and used in such a manner 
as at no time to constitute a nuisance, or a hazard or unreasonable 
impediment to traffic. 

(b) All required loading facilities shall be provided and 
maintained in accordance with the following requirements: 

(1) They shall be provided and maintained so long as the use 
exists which the facilities were designed to serve. 

(2) They shall not be reduced in total extent after their 
provision, except when such reduction is in conformity with the 
requirements of this Section 7. 

(3) Reasonable precautions shall be taken by the owner or 
sponsor of particular uses to assure the availability of required facilities 
to the delivery and pick-up vehicles that they are designed to serve. 

7.3.Regulations Applying to Gasoline Service Stations 

Gasoline service stations shall be designed to conform to the following 
requirements: 

(a) The minimum lot area shall be 10,000 square feet. 

(b) The minimum frontageon a street shall be 100 feet. 

(e) The maximum width of driveways and sidewalk openings 
measured at the street lot line shall be 30 feet; tile minimum width shall 
be 20 feet. 

(d) The minimum distance of driveways, measured at the lot line 
shall be as follows: 

(1) From the corner lot line, 20 feet; 

(2) From interior side lot line, 10 feet; and 

(3) From other driveway on same lot, 20 feet. 

(e) The minimum setback of any building from all street lot lines 
shall be 40 feet. 

(f) The minimum setback of gasoline pumps from all street lot 
lines shall be 12 feet. 

(g) A raised curb at least six inches in height shall be constructed 
and maintained along the edges of all pavement on the lot except at the 
bases of buildings and at driveway openings. 

(h) Properties in residential districts which abut a gasoline 
service station shall be protected from headlight glare by either : 

(1) A strip at least four feet wide, densely planted with shrubs 
or trees which are at least four feet high at the time of planting and 
which are of a type that may be expected to form a year-round dense 
screen at least six feet high within three years, or 

(2) A wall, barrier, or fence of uniform appearance at least five 
feet high, but not more than seven feet above finished grade. Such wall, 
barrier, or fence must be opaque. 

(3) Such screening shall be maintained in good condition at all 
times, may be interrupted by normal entrances or exits, and shall have 
no signs hung or attached thereto other than those permitted in the 
district. 

(i) All illumination on outdoor areas shall be shielded so as not to 
shine directly upon any property in a residence district. 

(j) All washing, lubricating, and making of repairs shall be 
carried on inside the building. 


(k) No major repairs such as body work shall be performed, 

(l) No merchandise other than accessory, portable automotive 
merchandise may be displayed or sold on the premises, 

(m) The area of the lot not planted and so maintained shall be 
graded, surfaced with asphalt or other suitable material, and drained to 
the satisfaction of the Zoning Administrator, to the extent necessary to 
prevent nuisances of dust, erosion, or excessive water flow across the 
public ways. 


7.4 Supplementary Regulations Applying to Outdoor Automobile 
Rental or Sales and Storage for Rental or Sale 

A lot to be used for outdoor automobile rental or sales or storage for 
rental or sale shall conform to the following requirements: 

(a) The minimum lot area shall be 10,000 square feet. 

(b) The minimum frontageon one street shall be 100 feet. 

(c) The maximum width of driveways and sidewalk openings 
measured at the street lot line shall be 30 feet, the minimum width, 20 
feet. 


(d) The minimum distance of driveways, measured at lot line, 
shall be as follows: 

(1) From corner lot line, 20 feet; 

(2) From interior side lot line, 10 feet; and 

(3) From other driveway on same lot, 20 feet. 

(e) Properties in residential districts which abut an outdoor 
automobile sales lot shall be protected from headlight glare by either: 

(DA strip at least four feet widcT densely planted with shrubs 
or trees which are at least four feel high at the time of planting and 
which are of a type that may be expected to form a year-round dense 
screen at least six feet high within three years, or 

(2) A wall, barrier, or fence of uniform appearance at least five 
feel high, but not more than six feet high above finished grade, or above 
the roof level, if on a roof. 

(3) Such screening shall be maintained in good condition at all 
limes. Such screening or barrier may be interrupted by normal 
entrances or exits, and shall have no signs hung or attached thereto 
other than those permitted in the district, 

(f) All illumination on outdoor automobile sales lots shall be 
shielded so as not to shine directly upon any property in a residence 
district. 

(g) No repair work of any kind shall be performed. 


SECTION 8 - ADMINISTRATION AND ENFORCEMENT 

fi.l TTie Board of Selectmen shall appoint ^ administrative offic*‘\ 
hereinafter referred to as the "Zoning Administrator,” who shall be 
responsible for the administration and enforcement of this By-Law. He 
may be provided with the assistance of such other persons as the Board 
of Selectmen determine to be required. 

8.11 If the administrative official shall find that any of the 
provisions of this ordinance are being violated, he shall notify in writing 
the person responsible for such violations, Indicating the nature of the 
violation and ordering the action necessary to correct it. He shall order 
discontinuance of illegal use of land, buildings, or structures; removal 
of illegal buildings or structures or of illegal acMltions, alterations, or 
structural changes; discontinuance of any illegal work being done; or 
shall take any other action authorized by this ordinance to ensure 
compliance with or to prevent violation Of its provisions. 

B.12 The Board of Selectmen shall establish a schedule of fees, 
charges and expenses and a collection procedure for certificates of 
zoning compliances, applications for site plan review, appeals and other 
matters pertaining to this by-law. The schedule of fees shall be 
established to reflect the cost of the services required, and it shall be the 
responsibility of the Zoning Administrator to recommend changes in 
fees from time to time to reflect changes in these costs. 

8.2 Certificates of Zoning Compliance for New, Altered, or Non- 
Conforming Uses 

8.21 It shall be unlawful to use or occupy or permit the use or 
occupancy of any building or premises, or both, or part thereof 
hereafter created, erected, changed, converted, or wholly or partly 
altered or enlarged in its use or structure until a Certificate of Zoning 
Compliance shall have been issued therefor by the Zoning 
Administrator stating that the proposed use of the building or land 
conforms to the requirements of this by-law. 

8.22 No non-conforming use as defined by Section 4.4 Table of Use 
Regulations shall be maintained, renewed, changed or extended until a 
Certificate of Non-Conformance shall have been issued by the Zoning 
Administrator. The Certificate of Non-Conformance shall state 
specifically wherein the non-con forming use differs from the provisions 
of this by-law and indicate that the non-conforming use was in fact a 
legal use prior to the enactment or amendment of this by-law, except 
that upon enactment or amendment of this by-law, owners or occupants 
of non-conforming uses shall have six months to apply for Certificates of 
Non-Conformnncc. Failure to make such application within six months 
shall lie presumptive evidence that the property was in conforming use 
at the time of enactment or amendment of this by-law. Every owner or 
occupant of a non-conforming use shall be notofied or appropriately 
advised by the Zoning Administrator w'Miin three months of the 
effective date of this By-Law, or as promptly thereafter as is 
practicable; and the six-month time periods specified hereinabove shall 
not commence until such notification has been made. 

Note: The requirements of this section do not apply to non-conforming 
Lots or Structures, (see Sections 3.2 & 3.4) 

8.23 No Building Permit for erection, alteration, moving or repair 
of ony structure shall be issued until an application haB been made for a 
certificate of zoning compliance, and the certificate shall be issued in 
conformity with the provisions of this by-law upon completion of the 
work. 

8.24 A temporary certificate of zoning compliance may be issued 
by the Zoning Administrator for a period not exceeding six months 
during alterations or partial occupancy of a building pending its 
completion, provided that such temporary certificate may include such 
conditions and safeguards as will protect the safety of the occupants and 
tile public. 

8.25 The Zoning Administrator shall maintain a record of all 
certificates of zoning compliance, and a copy shall be furnished upon 
request to any person. 

8.26 Failure to obtain a certificate of zoning compliance shr.H he a 
violation of this by-law and punishable under Section ft.9 ot this hy . .w. 

8.27 Certificates of zoning compliance issued on the basis of plans 
and applications approved by the Zoning Administrator authorize only 
the use and arrangement set forth in such approved plans and 
applications, and no other use or arrangement. Use or arrangement at 
variance with that authorized shall be deemed violation of this by-Jaw, 
and punishable as provided by Section 8.9 hereof. 

8.28 Application for certificate of zoning compliance shall be 
acted upon by the Zoning Administrator within a period of 30 calendar 
days and the applicant advised thereupon as to the issuance or denial of 
the certificate. 

8.3 Board of Appeals; Appointment 

The Board of Appeal under the Building Laws shall be the Board of 
Appeals under this by-law and shall have all of the powers and duties of 
Boards of Appeals under the statutes relating to zoning. An appeal may 
be taken to the Board of Appeals by any officer or board of the Town, or 
by any person aggrieved by any order or decision of the Zoning 
Administrator, Such appeal may be taken within thirty days after the 
order or decision appealed from has been rendered. 

8.4 Administrative Review by Board of Appeals 

r nie Board of Appeals shall hear and decide appeals where it is alleged 
thut the applicant is aggrieved by any order, requirement, decision or 
determination made by the Zoning Administrator in the enforcement of 
this by-law or by the applicant’s inability to obtain a permit pursuant to 
Section 13 of the Zoning Enabling Act. 

8.5 Special Exceptions by Board of Appeals; Conditions; 
Procedures 

The Board of Appeals shall hear and decide only such special exceptions 
as are specifically authorized by the terms of this by-law. The Board 
may grant special exceptions only where such conditions and 
safeguards as required by this by-law have been made, and oniy after a 
determination that such grant would promote the public health, safety, 
welfare, comfort or convenience of the community. A special exception 
shall not be granted by the Board of Appeals unless and until: 

8.51 A written application for a special exception is submitted 
indicating the specific section of this by-law under which the special 
exception is sought and stating the grounds on which it is requested; 

8.52 The Board of Appeals has made written findings certifying 
compliance with the specific provisions of this by-law governing the 
exception and that satisfactory provision and arrangement has been 
made covering the following where applicable; 

(a) Ingress and egress to property and proposed structures 
thereon with particular reference to automotive and pedestrian safety 
and convenience, traffic flow and control and access in case of fire or 
catastrophe; 

(b) Off-Street parking and loading areas where required with 
particular attention to the items in paragraph (a) and the economic, 
noise, glare, or odor effects of the special exception on adjoining 
properties and properties generally in the district; 

(c) Refuse collection or disposal and service areas, with 
particular reference to items in paragraphs (a) and (b) above; (Onsite 
incinerators are permitted only if approved by Metropolitan Air 
Pollution Control District) 

(d) Screening and buffering with reference to type, dimensions, 
and character; 

(e) Signs, if any, and proposed exterior lighting with reference to 
glare, traffic safety, economic effect, and compatibility and harmony 
with properties in the district; 

(f) Required yards and other open space; and 

(g) General compatibility with adjacent properties and other 
property in the district. 

8.6 Variances; Conditions Governing Applications; Procedures 
’Die Board of Appeals may grant variances as authorized by Section 15 
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of the lining Enabling Act, A variance from the terms of this by-law 
shall not be granted by the Board of Appeals to allow a use not 
permissible under the terms of this by-law in the district involved, or to 
allow any use expressly or by implication prohibited by the terms of this 
by-law in said district. The non-conforming use of other lands, 
structures or buildings in the same district nor non-conforming uses of 
lands, structures or buildings in other districts shall not be considered 
as grounds for a variance 

8.7 Site Flan Review; Findings; 1’rocedures 

The Board of Appeals shall review preliminary site plans for 
developments prior to approval of applications for special permits in 
certain cases specified in Section 4 (designated Yes*in the Table of Use 
Regulations); to make findings and determinations in regard to such 
cases in conformity with sub-section 8.52 of this by-law. In such cases, a 
special permit shall be issued only if the Board of Appeals makes a 
finding and determination that the proposed placement of buildings, 
provisions for waste disposal, surface drainage, parking areas, 
driveways, and the location of intersections of driveways and streets 
will constitute a suitable development and will not result in substantial 
detriment to the neighborhood. 

No building, other than a single-family dwelling, shall be erected or 
externally enlarged, and no area for roadways,parking, loading or open 
space shall be established or changed on land developed under the 
provisions of this section except in conformity with a preliminary site 
plan bearing the endorsement of approval of the Board of Appeals. No 
certificate of zoning compliance shall be issued for any such building or 
buildings, unless the same conforms in all respects to such site plan and 
unless all facilities included in the site plan have been in accordance 
therein. 

H.71 A person applying for site plan review under Section 8.7 or 
applying for a special permit in certain cases specified in Section 4 
(designated SP in the Table of Use Regulations) shall Hie with the 
Board of Appeals ten copies each of an application and a preliminary 
site plan, and a filing fee, Such application and site plan shall include 
the elements on which the Board of Appeals is to make a finding and 
determination, as provided in Section 8.52, and shall also include 
information as to the nature and extent of the proposed use of buildings, 
and such further information in respect to such elements and use as 
required in Section fi, if applicable, and as the Board of Appeals or the 
Planning Board shall reasonably require by rule or regulation. In 
subsequent applications concerning the same subject matter, the Board 
may waive the filing of plans and documents to the extent they duplicate 
those previously filed, 

B.72 The Board of Appeals shall within three days (Saturdays, 
Sundays and holidays excluded) of receipt of them transmit to the 
Conservation Commission and Planning Board two copies of the above 
application and site plan. 'Hie Planning Board and Conservation 
Commission shall consider the same and submit a final report thereon 
with recommendations to the Board of Appeals. The Conservation 
Commission shall review the application with particular reference to 
the provisions of the Wetlands Protection Act - Chapter 131 - Section 40 
and shall recommend as to the advisability of granting the special 
permit and as to any restrictions which should be imposed upon the 
development as a condition of such permit. The Board of Appeals shall 
not make a finding and determination upon an application until it has 
received the final report of the Planning Board and/or Conservation 
Commission thereon or until thirty days shall have elapsed since the 
transmittal of said copies of the application and site plan to the Planning 
Board and Conservation Commission without such report being 
submitted. The period within which finul action shall be taken may be 
extended for a definite period, but not more than ninety days by mutual 
consent of the Board of Appeals and Lhe applicant. 

8.73 The Board of Appeals shall hold a public hearing, and, except 
as hereinafter provided, shall take final action within sixty days after 
the date of the filing of such application with said Board of Appeals. 
Such final action shall consist of either. 

(a) A finding and determination that the proposed 
construct ion, reconstruction, substantial exterior alteration, or addition 
will constitute a suitable development and will not result in substantial 
detriment to the neighborhood, or 

lb) A written denial of the application for such finding and 
determination, stating the reasons for such denial, which reasons shall 
include a statement of the respect in which any elements in und 
particular features of the proposal are deemed by the Board to be 
unsuitable or detrimental to the neighborhood, 

(c) A finding and determination may be made subject to such 
reasonable conditions, modifications and restrictions set forth therein 
as the Board may deem neeessary to ensure that the proposed 
construction, reconstruction, substantial exterior alteration, or addition 
will constitute a suitable development and will not result in substantial 
deiiuucni to the neighborhood. 

(d) In the event that the Board of Appeals upproves a special 
permit under these provisions, any construction, reconstruction, 
substantial exterior alteration, or addition shall be carried on only in 
conformity with any conditions, modifications and restrictions subject 
to which the Board shall have made its findings and determination, and 
only in conformity with the application and site plan on the basis of 
which the finding and determination ure made. 

8.8 All questions of interpretation and enforcement shall be first 
presented to lhe Zoning Administrator. Such questions shull be 
presented to the Board of Appeals only on uppeal from the decisions of 
the Zoning Administrators. Said decision shall be forthcoming from the 
Zoning Administrator within a period of 30 calendar days after their 
submission. 

8.8 Enforcement 

8.1)1 Com phi hits Whenever a violation ot this by-law occurs or is 
alleged to have occurred, any person may file a signed written 
complainl with the Zoning Administrator who shull record properly 
such complaint, immediately investigate, and take appropriate action 
thereon. 

8.92 If the Zoning Administrator shall find thut any of the 
provisions of this by-law are being violated, lie shall notify in writing the 
person responsible for such violations, indicating the nature of the 
violation and ordering the action necessary to correct it. He shall order 
discontinuance of illegal use of land, buildings, or structures; removal 
of illegal buildings or structures or of illegal additions, alterations, or 
structural changes, discontinuance of any illegnl work being done; he 
shall also cause to be instituted civil or criminal actions to secure 
enforcement of the provisions of the zoning by-laws or shall take any 
other action authorized by this by-law to ensure compliance with or to 
prevent violation of its provisions. The Zoning Administrator shall have 
the right to enter upon private property for Lhe purpose of inspecting it 
to determine if this By-Law is being violated, 

8.93 Penalties for Violation 

(a) Violation of the provisions of this by-law or failure to 
comply with any of its requirements (including violations of conditions 
and safeguards established in connection with grants of variances or 
special exceptions) shall constitute a misdemeanor. Any person who 
violates this by-law or fails to comply with any of its requirements shall 
upon conviction thereof be fined not more than $50,00 for each offense. 
Each day sueh violation continues shall be considered a separate 
offense. 

(b) The owner, tenant, occupant or person or persons in 
possession of any building, structure, premises,or part thereof, and any 
architect, builder, contractor, agent, or other person who commits, 
participates in, assists in, or maintains such violation may each be 
found guilty of a separate offense and suffer the penalties herein 
provided. 
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The words used or occupied include the words intended, designed, or 
arranged to be used or occupied. 

ACCESSORY USE OR STRUCTURE. A use or structure on the 
same lot with, and of a nature customarily incidental and subordinate 
to, the principal use or structure. 

APARTMENT. See “Dwelling Unit.” 

APARTMENT HOUSE. A multiple-family dwelling over three 
stories in height 

BASEMENT. That part of a building partly underground but 
having more than one-half of its entire wall area above the level of the 
adjoining ground A basement shall be counted as a floor or story if used 
for business or dwelling purposes. 

BUILDING - A combination of any materials, whether portable or 
fixed, having a roof, to form a structure for the shelter of persons 
animals or property. For the purpose of this definition "roof" shall 
include an awning or any similar covering, whether or not permanent in 
nature. 

BUILDABLE AREA. The portion of a lot remaining after 
required yards have been provided. 

BUILDING LENGTH - the length of Lhe longest horizontal 
dimension through a building, or group of attached buildings, measured 
parallel to building walls and including all overhanging or projecting 
structures, 

CELLAR. That part of a building having less than one-half of its 
entire wall area above the level of the adjoining ground. No cellar or 
portion thereof shall be used as a dwelling unit. A cellar shall not be 
counted as a floor or story, 

CLUSTER DEVELOPMENT. A division of land into lots used, or 
available for use, as building sites where said lots are clustered together 
into one or more groups, separated from adjacent property and other 
groups of lots by intervening “common land 1 ’ as described in Section 
8.26. 

DWELLING, ATTACHED. A building designed or occupied as a 
residence and separated from another attached dwelling on one or both 
sides either by a vertical party wall or walls or by a contiguous wall or 
walls without side yards. 

DWELLING, DETACHED. A building which is designed or 
occupied as a residence and is separated by side yards from any other 
structure or structures except accessory buildings. 

DWELLING. MULTIPLE-FAMILY. A residential building 
designed for or occupied by three or more families, with the number of 
families in residence not exceeding the number of dwelling units 
provided. 

DWELLING. SINGLE-FAMILY. A detached residential 
dwelling unit other than a mobile home, designed for and occupied by 
one family only. 

DWELLING. TWO-FAMILY. A detached residential building 
containing two dwelling units, designed for occupancy by not more than 
two families. 

DWELLING UNIT. One room, or rooms connected together, 
constituting a separate, independent housekeeping establishment for 
owner occupancy, or rental or lease on a weekly, monthly, or longer 
basis, and physically separated from any other rooms or dwelling units 
which may be in the same structure, and containing independent 
cooking, bathroom and sleeping facilities. A dwelling unit shall have 
more than one-half of its floor-to-ceiling height above the average level 
of the adjoining ground. 

ERECTED. The word “erected" shall include the words 
“attached," “built,” “constructed," “reconstructed,” "altered,” 
“enlarged” and “moved." 

FAMILY. A “family” is any group of persons related by blood, 
adoption, or marriage. In the case of persons occupying a dwelling unit 
who ure not so related a group of not more than four persona may also be 
construed as a “Family" for the purposes of this by-law. 

KILLING STATION. Buildings and premises where gasoline, oil, 
grease, batteries, tires, and automobile accessories may be supplied 
and dispensed at retail, and where in addition the following services 
may be rendered and sales made, and no other; 

(a) Sale and servicing of spark plugs, batteries, and distributor 

parts; 

(b) Tire servicing and repair, but not recapping or regrooving; 

(c) Replacement of mufflers and tail pipes, water hose, fan 
twits, brake fluid, light bulbs, fuses, floor mats, seat covers, windshield 
wipers and wiper blades, grease retainers, wheel bearings, mirrors, 
and the like; 

id) Radiator cleaning and flushing, including removal and 
replacing; 

(e) Washing and polishing, and sale of automotive washing and 
polishing materials; 

(f) Greasing and lubrication; 

(g) Providing and repairing fuel pumps, oil pumps, water 
pumps, and lines; 

(h) Minor servicing, replacement and repair of carburetors; 

(i) Emergency wiring repairs; 

(j) Adjusting and repairing brakes; 

(k) Servicing of front end including ball joints; 

(l) Minor motor adjustments not involving removal of the head 
or crankcase or racing the motor; 

(in) Sales of cold drinks, packaged foods, tobacco, and similar 
convenience goods for filling station castomers, as accessory mid 
incidental to principal operation; 

(n) Provision of road maps and other informational material to 
customers; provision of restroom facilities. 

Uses permissible at a filling station do not include major mechanical 
and body work, straightening of body parts, painting, welding, or other 
work involving noise, glare, fumes, smoke or other characteristics to an 
extent greater than normally found in filling stations, A filling stntion is 
not a repair garage, a body shop, or a parking lot. No torches or electric 
welding equipment shall be stored or used on the premises. 

FIRE LANE. An open space in which no building or structure 
may be erected and in which no automotive vehicles may be parked, 
except that buildings may he interconnected by corridors or walkways 
if provision is made for access by fire apparatus to all outside walls. The 
open space shall he between a building and n line parallel to and fifteen 
feet equidistant from a building. 

KLOOIl AREA. The aggregate horizontal area in square feet of 
all floors of a building or several buildings on the same lot measured 
from the exterior faces of walls enclosing each building, exclusive of 
garages, cellar and attic areas used only for storage or for service 
incidental to the operation or maintenance of such building or buildings. 

FRONTAGE. LOT. The boundary between a lot and an abutting 
street between lot lines or, in the case of a corner lot, between a lot line 
and the intersection of street lines or of street lines extended. 

FRONTAGE, STREET, A street which provides the required lot 
frontage for u building, When a lot is bounded by more than one street 
any one of them, but only one, may be designated as the frontage street 
by the owner, provided that the street meets the frontage requirement 
and that the principal permitted building on the lot is numbered on such 
frontage street. However, in the case of a lot bounded by two streets 
forming an interior angle of more than 135 degrees, their combined 
frontage between lot lines may be used to satisfy the lot frontage 
requirement. 


GARDEN APARTMENT HOUSE. A multiple-family dwelling, 
not over three stories in height, and containing not less than 4 dwelling 
units. 

GROUP HOUSE. A building comprised of not less than three nor 
more than ton attached single-family dwellings. 

HALF STORY. See “Story, Half.” 

HEIGHT OF A BUILDING: The height of a building is the 
vertical distance of the highest point of the roof above the mean grade of 
the curbs of all the streets upon which it abuts, and if it does not abut on 
a street, above the mean grade of the ground adjoining the building. 

HOME OCCUPATION. An occupation conducted in a dwelling 
unit, provided that: 

ta) No person other than members of the family residing on the 
premises shall be engaged in such occupation; 

(b) The use of the dwelling unit for the home occupation shall 
be clearly incidental and subordinate to its use for residential purposes 
by its occupants, and not more than 25 percent of the floor area of the 
dwelling unit shall he used in the conduct of the home occupation; 

tc) There shall be no change in the outside appearance of the 
building or premises, or other visible evidence of the conduct of such 
home occupation other than one sign, not exceeding one square foot in 
area, non-illuminated, and mounted flat against the wall of the principal 
building; 

(d) No home occupation shall be conducted in any accessory 
building; 

te) There shall be no sales of products on the premises in 
connection with such home occupation; 

(f) No traffic shall be generated by such occupation in greater 
volumes than would normally be expected in a residential 
neighborhood, and any need for parking generated by the conduct of 
such home occupation shall be met off the street and other than in a 
required front yard. 

(g) No equipment or process shall be used in such home 
occupation which creates noise, vibration, glare, fumes, odors, or 
electrical interference detectable to the normal senses off the lot, if the 
occupation is conducted in a single-family residence, or outside the 
dwelling unit if conducted in other than a single-family residence. In the 
case of electrical interference, no equipment or process shall be used 
which creates visual or audible interference in any radio or television 
receivers off the premises, or causes fluctuations in line voltage off the 
premises. 

(h) Renting of rooms to not more than two persons. 

(i) Barber shop, beauty shop and mortuary are not permitted. 

IMPERVIOUS SURFACE - Any surface which sheds water 
rather than absorbing it, such as roofs and roads, and has a run-off 
coeficient of 90 percent or higher. If perforated paving surfaces are used 
extensively in place of parking areas, etc., it shall be counted as an 
impervious surface. 

LOADING SPACE, OFF-STREET. Space logically and 
conveniently located for bulk pickups and deliveries, scaled to delivery 
vehicles expected to be used, and accessible to such vehicles when 
required off-street parking spaces are filled. Required off-street loading 
space is not to be included as off-street parking space in computation of 
required off-street parking space. 

LOT. An area of land in one ownership with definite boundaries 
ascertainable by recorded deed or plan. 

LOT AREA. Area within a lot, including land over which 
easements have been granted, but not including any land within the 
limits of a street upon which such lot abuts, even if fee to such street is 
in the owner of the lot, except that if a corner lot has its corner bounded 
by a curved line connecting other street lines which, if extended, would 
Intersect, the area may be computed as if such boundary lines were so 
extended. 

LOT, CORNER. A lot bounded by more than one street which has 
an interior angle of 135 degrees or less formed by the tangents or 
straight segments of street lines between the side or rear lines of such 
lot or by an extension of such street lines. A Jot bounded by one street 
shall he considered a corner lot when the tangents or straight segments 
of the street line between the side lines of the lot form or would form if 
extended, an interior angle of 105 degrees or less. 

LOT DEPTH. The, distance between the midpoints of straight 
lines connecting the foremost points of the side lot lines in front and the 
rearmost points of the side lot lines in the rear. 

LOT FRONTAGE. See “Frontage, Lot." 

LOT, INTERIOR, A lot other than a corner lot with only one 
frontage on a street. 

LOT, THROUGH. A lot other than a corner lot with frontage on 
more than one street. Through lots abutting two streets may be referred 
to as double frontage lots. 

LOT. REVERSED FRONTAGE. A lot on which the frontage is at 
right angles or approximately right angles (interior angle less than 135 
degrees) to the general pattern in the area. A reversed frontage lot may 
also be a corner lot, an interior lot or a through lot. 

LOT WIDTH. The distance between opposite side lines through 
that part of the dwelling where the lot is narrowest. In the case of a 
corner lot, the shorter street frontage may be considered the side line 
except that in this case the minimum rear yard requirement shall be no 
less than the .side yard requirement. 

MUNICIPAL. The word “municipal” means the Town of 
Winchester. 

NON-ACCESSORY SIGN. See “Sign, Non-Accessory.” 


NON-CONFORMING USE OR STRUCTURE. A lawfully 
existing use or structure which does not conform to the regulations for 
the district in which such use or structure exists. 

OPEN AREA, PERCENTAGE. That percentage of the lot area 
which is not occupied by any structure. 

PARKING SPACE. An area in a building or on a lot available for 
parking one motor vehicle, having a width of not less than 10 feet and an 
urea of not less than 200 square feet, exclusive of passageways and 
driveways appurtenant thereto, and with free and unimpeded access to 
a street over unobstructed passageways or driveways. 

PERSON. The word “person” includes a firm, association, 
organization, partnership, trust, company or corporation as well as an 
individual 

PUBLIC. The word “public” means the Town of Winchester, 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, United States Government or an 
agency thereof, 

REAR LINK OF A LOT. A line separating a lot from other lots or 
from land in a different ownership, being the boundary of a lot which is 
opposite or approximately opposite the street frontage. 

RECORDED. The due recording in the Middlesex County South 
District Registry of Deeds, or, as to registered land, the due filing in the 
Middlesex County South District land Registration Office. 

ROADSIDE STAND. Premises for sale of edible farm products, 
flowers, fireplace wood, preserves and similar products, all of which 
have been produced or grown within Winchester on land owned by the 
owner of the stand, no goods except plants, flowers and fireplace wood 
shall be stored or offered for sale outdoors. 

SANITARY SEWER. A public sanitary sewer of the Town of 

Winchester. 

SIDE LINE OF A LOT, Aline separating a lot from other lots or 


from land in different ownership, other than a street line or a rear lot 
line. 

SIGN. The word “sign” shall include any letter, word, symbol, 
drawing, picture, design, device, article and object that advertises, 
calls attention to or indicates any premises, person or activity, 
whatever the nature of the material and manner of composition or 
construction, provided however that the following shall not b<*included 
in the applicat ion of the regulations of this by-law: 

(a) Hags and insignia of any government, except when 
displayed in connection with commercial promotion; 

(b) Legal notices, identification, informational or directional 
signs erected or required by governmental bodies; 

(c) Integral decorative or architectural features of buildings, 
except letters, trademarks, moving parts or moving lights; 

(d) Signs directing and guiding traffic and parking on private 
property, but bearing no advertising matter. 

SIGN, ACCESSORY. Any billboard, sign or other advertising 
device that advertises, calls attention to, or indicates the person 
occupying the premises on which the sign is erected or the business 
transacted thereon, or advertises the property itself or any part thereof 
as for sale or to let, and which contains no other advertising matter. 

SIGN, NON-ACCESSORY. Any billboard, sign or other 
advertising device that does not come within the foregoing definition of 
an accessory sign. 

SIGN, ON-SITE. A sign relating in its subject matter to the 
premises on which it is located, or to products, accommodations, 
services, or activities on the premises. On-site signs do not include signs 
erected by the outdoor advertising industry in the conduct of the outdoor 
advertising business. 

SIGN, STANDING. The term “Standing Sign" shall include any 
and every sign erected on or affixed to the land and any and every 
exterior sign that is not attached to a building. 

SPECIAL EXCEPTION. A special exception is a use that would 
not be appropriate generally or without restriction throughout the 
zoning district but which, if controlled as to number, area, location or 
relation to the neighborhood, would promote the public health, safety, 
welfare, order, comfort, convenience, appearance, prosperity, or 
general welfare. Such uses may be permitted in such zoning district as 
special exceptions, if specific provision for such special exceptions is 
made in this zoning by-law. 

STORY. That portion of a building contained between any floor 
and the floor or roof next above it; it does not include either the lowest 
portion so contained if more than one-half of such portion vertically is 
below the mean finished grade of the ground adjoining such building, or 
the uppermost portion so contained if under a sloping roof and not 
designed or intended to be used for human occupancy. 

STORY, HALF. A story directly under a sloping roof in which the 
points of intersection of the bottom of the rafters and the interior faces 
of the walls are less than three feet above the floor level on at least two 
exterior walls. 

STREET, ROAD OR WAY. An area of land dedicated, approved 
by the Planning Board, or legally open for public travel under at least 
one of the following classifications: 

(a) A public way duly laid out by the Town of Winchester, the 
Middlesex County Commissioners, the Metropolitan District 
Commission or the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, or a way which 
the Winchester Town Clerk certifies is maintained by public authority 
and used as a public way excluding, however, limited access highway; 
or 

(b) A way shown on a definitive plan approved and endorsed in 
accordance with the Subdivision Control Law; or 

(c) A way in existence prior to said Subdivision Control Law 
having become effective in the Town of Winchester (August 31, 1953), 
having, in the opinion of the Planning Board, sufficient width, suitable 
grades and adequate construction to provide for the needs of vehicular 
traffic in relation to the proposed use of the land abutting thereon or 
served thereby, and for the installation of municipal services to serve 
such land and the buildings erected to be erected thereon. 


A public or private way as stated above shall not be deemed to be a 
“street” as to any lot of land that does not have rights of access to or 
passage over said way. 

STREET LINE. The right-of-way line of a street. 

STRUCTURE. Anything constructed or erected with a fixed 
location on the ground, or attached to something having a fixed location 
on the ground. Among other things, structures include buildings, mobile 
homes, walls, fences, billboards, and poster panels. 

STRUCTURE, TEMPORARY. Tent, construction shanty, or 
similarly portable or demountable structure intended for continuous 
use for not longer than one year. 

TOWN HOUSE. A row of not less than three nor more than ten 
attached single-family dwellings contained in one (1) building and 
separated by common or party walls. 

The words “group house” and “Town House" are synonymous. 

USE, TEMPORARY. Use, operation or occupancy of a parcel of land, 
building or structure for a period not to exceed one calendar year. 

WAY. See “Street, Road or Way.” 

YARD. An open space on a lot unoccupied by any structure or 
such parts thereof as covered or uncovered porches, steps, cornices, 
eaves and other projections; provided however that fences, 
freestanding walls, poles, posts, and other customary yard accessories, 
ornaments and furniture, and customary summer awnings are 
permitted in any yard, subject to height limitations. Yard depth shall be 
measured from the street or lot line to the nearest point on a building in 
a line perpendicular or normal to such lot or street line. The minimum 
required yard shall be a strip of land of uniform depth required by this 
by-law measured from the lot or street line and adjacent thereto. 

YARD, FRONT. A yard extending between lot side lines across 
the lot adjacent to each street it abuts. 

YARD, REAR. A yard extending between the side lines of a lot 
adjacent to the rear line of the lot. 

YARD, SIDE. A yard extending along each side line of a lot 
between front and rear yards. 

SECTION 10 — EFFECTIVE DATE: SEPARABILITY CLAUSE 
lio.i Deleted by Attorney-General.) 

to.2 Should any section or provision of this by-law be declared by 
thecourts to be unconstitutional or invalid, such decision shall not affect 
the validity of the by-law as a whole, or any part thereof other than the 
part so declared to be unconstitutional or invalid.

The Recreation Department has planned a 
new rainy day program which will be con¬ 
ducted in the high school gymnasium on 
weekdays between July 1 and Aug. 23.

Ryerson said there are overlapping of 
responsibilities "It is frustrating” to find 
that "we Install lights at Ginn Field but the 
Recreation Department puts in for money for 
the same work.” He noted the Finance 
Committee in this instance was "confused 
and no one got the money." 

Ryerson and Joyce both called for duties of 
the Park Department and the Recreation 
Committee to be "well defined.” 

Saraco asked if the commissioners felt 
there might be a financial savings if Park and 
Recreation were joined, 

MacDonnell said yes, He noted one 
fulltime secretary could probably handle the 
work of both offices but said he didn't see how 
there could be a cut In lifeguards and 
recreation personnel. 

Joyce said he would want to keep a 
Recreation Committee but appointments 
should be made by the Park Department 
rather than selectmen. "We are elected too," 
he said, noting if the Park commissioners 
appointed Recreation Committee members 
there would be "improved communications ” 
The Charter Commission members asked 
the Park Commissioners how they felt about a 
department of public works. 

Assuming a DPW would come under the 
Board of Selectmen, Joyce said he would be 
against it "because selectmen are in charge 
of too much now and couldn’t handle a 
fulltime DPW.” 

MacDonnell said he was “definitely 
against a DPW. The next step would be a 
mayor and a city council,” he said 

MacDonnell said Winchester has a fine 
government. He asked the Charter Com¬ 
mission members: "What town or city with a 
DPW is so far ahead of Winchester that we 
should change our form of government?” He 
pointed to Winchester as one of three towns in 
the state with a triple A rating. 

In interviews with members of the Water 
& Sewer Board and I he Cemetery Com 
mission, the Charter Commission heard the 
same response on the question of institution of 
a department of public works All of those 
interviewed said they saw no need for it 
Harry Chefalo, of the Water & Sewer 
Board, said there is “cooperation” among the 
various departments who sent represen¬ 
tatives to the town’s Public Works Council. 

Ernest A. Phillips said a department of 
public works "will mean something different 
to everyone in this room.” He said people 
used to ask: Are you for or against it? Now 
they ask: What is it? 

Phillips noted there was cooperation 
among the departments. “Equipment can be 
interchanged” but the problem comes as you 
look at people. They are not that flexible. 
"People don’t want to go into u pool and not 
know where they’ll be working from day to 
day,” said Phillips, noting this is one of the 
fears of having a DPW. 

Parker N, Blanchard, chairman of the 
Water & Sewer Board, told the commission he 
felt "allelected officials should have a voteut 
town meeting.” 

Sherman Josephson of the Cemetery 
Commission said his commission has not 
discussed the matter of combining hoards but 
about year ago they discussed the matter and 
felt it was not an answer. 

Josephson had no suggestions . 

He gave a report of the Cemetery Com¬ 
mission noting thay have seven employees in 
the department with a superintendent. They 
have five members on the board with each 
sharing a particular responsibility for the 
work. If the board was cut lo three this would 
mean more responsibility for each, he said, 

Josephson suid Winchester has from two to 
three burials a week, or about 130 a year, 

It takes about 16 manhours from start lo 
finish for each burial

The selectmen three years ago began 
taking an active interest in the treasurer’s 
investments because, as Sullivan slated, "We 
didn’t feel town monies were being invested in 
the optimum fashion.” 

In May of 1973. according to Sullivan, "it 
was indicated lo us the treasurer was not 
paying slate and federal income taxes on a 
timely basis " They urged her to do so. The 
board has monitored these since December of 
1973, Sullivan said. "We assumed that it was 
carried out.” 

He said the board had been assured that 
thfe town’s $200,000 stabilization fund (money 
raised through taxes for long-term expenses) 
was being invested. 

When the state auditors showed up and 
their preliminary figures showed a failure to 
reconcile the books, according to Sullivan,

"we urged them to take a hard look.” 

II was two months Inter that the board was 
advised by the state auditors that federal 
taxes of $1.4 million hud not been paid, even 
though checks had been drawn and signed for 
(hal amount. 

"We asked her to please send them in,” 
Sullivan said. 

At the same lime, the state auditors told 
the board that the stabilization fund had not 
been invested. Sullivan said Troop’s 
statements that they had were "fictitious. 
They were made up. The town treasurer 
admitted it and took full responsibly.” 

The board’s action was to ask the town 
comptroller, James Costello, to step in and 
pay the taxes und invest the stabilization 
fund. These were done within 24 hours, 

The conclusion the board came lo, ac¬ 
cording lo Sullivan: "There was nothing 
illegal on the pari of the treasurer.” But, he 
added, "The Finance Committee, Ibis board, 
the comptroller and by virtue of information 
passed on to the town meeting, the town had 
been deceived.” 

The hoard set up procedures to prevent n 
recurrence and the auditors were asked to 
stay and do a full audit on the town’s behalf,’ 
Sullivan said. 

The extent of the problem with uncashed 
taxpayers’ checks for liens is not known, 
Sullivan said. The problem has only recently 
been discovered. There is a large number of 
them, lie said. 

Sullivan said he hoped release of such 
information will “help keep down more 
speculation than there is now ... The public’s 
business should be public.”

Following three days of 
testimony, the court enjoined 
the departments of public 
welfare, public health and 
mental health as well as the 
Civil Service Commission from 
discharging anyone as a result 
of the 1973 social worker 
examination. 

There are approximately 
2200 social worker positions in 
the commonwealth and these 
three agencies represent 
major employers of such 
persons.

Selectmen Vote Down License 
For Used Cars On Hill Street 


The Board of Selectmen Monday voted 
down a second hand license to sell used cars 
a I 2 Hill st., defeated a proposal to establish a 
pizza restaurant in Winchester Square and 
agreed to take action soon on complaints 
relating to the high school parking lot. 

The board also voted to ask Police Chief 
Edward F. Bowler what he plans to do about 
the lack of bids on new cruisers. No bids were 
received this year for replacement vehicles. 

The selectmen thought the cars would 
have to be rebid in 1975 at a higher cost. 

The board will meet next Tuesday with 
members of the Finance Committee and 
others to write a schedule on departmental 
budget submission and departmental budget 
responsibilities. 

Purpose is to prevent a recurrence of late 
budget submission. 

The request for a license to sell four second 
hand cars at 2 Hill st. came from Paul Gangi. 
A signature with 35 signatures in opposition 
was submitted, which apparently weighed 


heavily in the selectmen's unanimous denial 
of the license. 

There was a lengthy discussion prior to the 
voling involving selectmen, neighbors and the 
two partners who asked for the license. 

Selectman Lawrence T. Smith suggested 
the partners “get the rapport of the neigh¬ 
borhood" regarding limitations of hours and 
activities. 

Denial of the pizza application from Steven 
Tsouloufas was also unanimous. Atty. J.V. 
Flanagah in brief remarks noted the op¬ 
position of the Winchester Business 
Association and said the WBA members were 
"substituting their business judgment for my 
client’s.” 

Flanagan agreed a pizza restaurant isn’t 
"a high class place" but added that “un¬ 
fortunately Winchester doesn’t appear to be 
attracting" better businesses. 

Selectman Smith, chairman of the task 
force studying ways to improve the center, 


said Thompson street is not the right location 
for a pizza business The other selectmen 
agreed. 

The board voted to reaffirm an earlier 
decision not to widen the Town Hall driveway 
and to restore the area to its original con¬ 
dition.

Parkhurst Won’t Publicly 
Air Meyer-Kelley Firings 


School Committee Chnirrnan Stephen 
Parkhurst told The Star this week he didn’t 
want to "handy about in public" the com¬ 
mittee’s recent decision not to rehire Franz 
Meyer, French and German teacher ut 
Winchester High School, and hockey coach 
Edward (Ted) Kelley. 

Parkhurst said the committee held 
hearings und both Kelley and Meyer were told 
why they were not rehired. He said Tuesday 
that he doesn’t want to “engage in per¬ 
sonalities." 

Parkhurst said he didn’t want to commcnl 
on Kelley because there is a "grievance 
procedure” pending. He denied thal the win- 
loss aspect of Kelley's performance at the 
high school had anything to do with his not 
being reinstated for next year. Parkhurst 
said, to his knowledge, pressure from parents 
against Kelley did not focus on the win-loss 
issue. 

In recent weeks those who have shown 
support for the reinstatcmenl of Kelley have 
verbulized in person and through letters to 
The Star indicating the School Committee 
questioned Kelley’s “integrity." 

"No one questions his integrity," said 
Parkhurst, "It is a matter of personalities. It 


would he out of order to say more," he said. 

On the matter of German-born Herr 
Meyer, Parkhurst said eight evaluations were 
made on his performance over the past year. 
Evaluators were language department bead

B&M Fares 
Going Down 

The Massachusetts Bay Transportation 
Authority announced last week that following 
a review of the Boston L Maine fare structure 
reduced fares will go into effect on Monday, 
July 1, on all commuter rail lines subsidized 
by the MBTA. 

The new fare reductions will take several 
forms: 

— Off-peak fares will be reduced 50 per 
cent. Off-peak is defined as trains from North 
Station in the morning, trains to North Station 
in the evening and all trains in the mid-day 
hours. 

— Intra-suburban fares (fares between 
any two stations with the exception of Boston) 
will be greatly reduced and will be in effect on 
all trains at all times. 

— A new zonal system will replace the 
existing system of individual tickets for in¬ 
dividual stations, permitting purchase of a 
ticket for a zone and the use of the ticket to or 
from any station within the zone without 
payment of an additional fare. 

— New cost-savings tickets will be 
available. There will be, for example, a 12- 
ride ticket good for an entire year and an 
unlimited monthly ticket good for as many 
rides as the bearer cares to take within one 
calendar month. 

The fares in Zone 1, which includes Win¬ 
chester, are posted as between 50 cents and 
$1.25 for a one-way ticket during off-peak 
hours. The fare depends on how far a traveler 
rides.

Mock Charter Cuts Elected Positions 


Randall: Town Meeting Size OK 


Douglas Randall, town counsel, appeared 
before the Charter Commission recently and 
said he considers representative town 
meeting appropriate for Winchester. 

He suggested there should be a means of 
replacing a town meeting member who does 
not attend any meetings in the course of a full 
year, 

He suggested a provision for change or 
review in the number of precincts rather than 
an actual increase, and said he feels town 
meeting should take place as late as possible 
to allow it to conclude before July 1. 

Clara Hewls, chairman of the Charter 
Commission, asked Randall if he considered 
the size of town meeting influences Its ef¬ 
fectiveness. 

June 11 Meeting 

Randall said he saw nothing wrong with 
240 town meeting members. In Winchester, he 
said there seems to be sufficient interest in 
local government to fill town meeting 
member vacancies and the quorum is usually 
well satisfied. 

There will always be leaders, he said, who 
do most of the speaking, whatever the size, He 
said he would not increase the number; if 
anything he would reduce It, but he saw no 
need to change. 

Commenting on town meeting members at 
large, Randall said “these should be 
eliminated” particularly the Finance 
Committee members. He said town meeting 
members at large from appointed boards is 
unconstitutional. Also, he noted, it is in¬ 


timidating to town meeting members to see a 
block of votes. A larger body rather than 
smaller will reduce social pressures to 
conform he said. 

Consultant Michael Curran said the 
commission had discussed the possibility of 
having selectmen run both as selectmen and 
town meeting members at large. 

Randall said he thought it was good 
government to have selectmen elected as 
town meeting members, but pointed out the 
danger of having selectmen from one precinct 
rather than representing different areas of 
town. 

Randall said he thought there should be 
recall provisions available for Wichester, He 
noted he would not suggest recall provisions 
for town meeting members but provision for 
town meeting members should be automatic. 

He said a petition should be signed by 20 
percent of the registered voters, which he 
said was the highest number of signatures 
required under the general laws. 

The charter should spell out the grounds 
for recall, he said, such as conviction of felony 
or conflict of interest, and provide that an 
officer be removed on specific issues. 

Randall considered a five-man board of 
selectmen to be appropriate. He considers an 
executive secretary should have more power. 
Randall said to get a good executive 
secretary with experience the salary must be 
high, so he might as well be given some 
authority.

Board Fighting Status Quo 
(Among Own Members Too!)

‘Town Meeting Must Function’ 


The Charter Commission last week met 
with members of the Planning Board, Board 
of Assessors and an outside consultant who 
recommended a drastic overhaul of ihe town 
government. 

Robert Oppenheimer of 67 Thornberry rd., 
husband of Charier Cmsr. Ann Oppenheimer, 
told the board that the town meeting creates 
policy and Board of Selectmen carries It out. 

June 20 Meeting 

But, he said, there is a conflict of authority 
now among the many elected town boards. In 
addition, he said, the selectmen “are not 
responsive to the will of the town/ 1 

By this Oppenheimer meant that it takes 
too long for the membership of the Board of 
Selectmen to change. 

Right now only one or two members are 
elected each year, perpetuating the board. 
There should be a more rapid turnover of 
membership to conform to the mood of the 
electorate, he Indicated. No person should be 
a selectman more than two terms, 

“Other boards should serve at the will of 
the Board of Selectmen/’said Oppenheimer, 
a financial and managerial consultant ap¬ 
pearing before the commission as a citizen. 

There should be a town executive 
reponsible to the selectmen and a public 
works department under the selectmen, he 
said. 

He agrees with the Charter Commission 
that the number of precincts should be ex¬ 
panded from six to eight. But at the same 
time Oppenheimer would elect 15 town 
meeting members from each of the eight. 

(Now there are six precincts with 33 elected in 
each.) 

“It would be possible then for the people to 
look at who they’re putting in,” Oppenheimer 
said, “and not jUBt anyone who runs getting 
elected." 


Oppenheimer would limit the number of 
persons running from any one household to 
two. Oppenheimer would greatly alter the 
way town meeting is conducted. 

All motions would have to be in writing and 
submitted by vote of a majority of the 
sponsor's precinct or sponsored by nn elected 
town board. 

Asked by Charter Commissioner Robert 
Ericson what he considers the most im¬ 
portant of his many points. Oppenheimer said 
it was how to make town meeting “a more 
functioning institution." adding that “in time 
it’s not going to function." 

Board of Assessors Chairman George 
Louis Andersen told the commission that a 
more unified central town administration 
wouldn’t moke much difference in Ihe 
assessors' office, He was being asked his 
opinion on a town manager form 

In other remarks. Andersen called town 
meeting “rather slow moving" and said there 
is “a lot of conversation unrelated to the 
proceedings on the floor." 

Assessor S. Maxwell Beal said that if 
assessors were lobe appointed it should be by 
the Board of Selectmen. And, he pointed out. 
the Board of Assessors has the authority to 
appoint its own appraiser, 

Planning Board Chairman Michael 
Boodakian suggested that amendments to 
warrant articles requiring a two-thirds vote 
also be required to have a two-thirds vote. 

He was in favor of a recall provision in a 
new charter and suggested also that town 
meeting members be subject to recall if they 
fail to attend 10 out of 15 meetings. 

Newly appointed Planning Board member 
William Cummings said he favors retention of 
elected assessors because otherwise “there’s 
too much opportunity for cronyism."

Her exasperation came during a meeting 
of the Charter Commission and sums up the 
feelings of others of the nine members 
meeting in the last two months to gather 
information. 

“I’m not surprised at the comments 
elicited,” said commission consultant 
Michael Curran. “When you ask someone

about their own operation they are always 
going to tell you it's being run in the best 
possible way and there is nothing you can do 
to improve it.”

And the Water & Sewqr Board with three 
men run a far more complex operation than 
the cemetery board with five men. Curran 
said.

Charter Draft Creates Manager 


Winchester’s nine charter commissioners 
have agreed to a preliminary draft of a new 
charter for the lawn in hopes of provoking 
discussion for the July 16 public hearing. 

All of the commissioners don't necessarily 
agree to all of the draft provisions, nor are 
any of the provisions final. The draft 
represents the current thinking generally of 
the commission, intended to give the public 
something to react to, 

The commission hopes enough of the 
public will “react" to attend the hearing in 
order to justify their hiring a policeman. 
(Public meetings attended by 25 or more 
persons in Winchester require the hiring of a 
police officer. ) 

The following is a synopsis of the com¬ 
mission’s draft 

Sample Charter 

1, The traditional town form of govern¬ 
ment should be retained. 

2 The number of elected officials should 
be reduced in order to pinpoint responsibility, 
focus attention on fewer offices, give the 
remaining elected offices greater imporlance 
and establish specific qualifications ior 
certain offices, the duties of which are func¬ 
tionary rather than discretionary. 

Elected offices to become appointed would 
include the town clerk, treasurer-collector, 
assessors, constables and some of the boards 
which deal with specific services: Water & 
Sewer, Cemetery, Park.

Council, Board of Health, town clerk and town 
meeting moderator saw no major problems 
with the Winchester government. 

Pul Charter Cmsr. Arlene Champoux and 
commissioners think there are 
problems and they are trying to write a 
charter to correct them, Elected at the last 
annual town election (March), the com¬ 
missioners have until Dec. 31 to come up with 
(heir recommended charter. The town 
presently operates without one. 

The commission has scheduled a public 
hearing for Tuesday, July 16, to air views on a 
proposed charter draft which would reduce 
the number of elected positions, create a 
department of public works, increase the 
power of the Board of Selectmen, create a 
(own manager position, decrease the power of 
the Finance Committee and schedule two or 
three lown meetings on a regular basis 
throughout the year. 

This draft's intent is to provoke the 
community into discussion so the commission 
can get a clearer idea on whnl the people want 
and don’t want. 

They now have a good idea what the town’s 
officials want. Once the charter is written, 
public hearings held and the document held to 
be legal, then it goes to the voters, next 
March. 

The commissioners will likely keep the 
extent of their recommended changes, and 
the number of changes, to the minimum 
since, as Curran slated: “Everything you put 
in the charter is going to lose you votes." 

Curran advises the commission to only put 
into the charter changes that cannot be ac¬ 
complished by by-law. “You don’t want to put 
everything in the charter Just because it's a 
good idea,” advises Curran.

About $60,000 in checks representing 
property owners' payments of back taxes 
apparently sat in the treasurer’s office for as 
long as three years until discovered recently. 

This information came to light this week 
as alleged mismanagement practices in the 
office of Former Treasurer Marguerite Troop 
continued to surface. 

Though none of Winchester's town officials 
arc talking, and the state auditors refuse to 
comment, The Star has learned that the new 
town treasurer told the selectmen about the 
checks two weeks ago. 

Temporury Treasurer Carol Thomas, 
however, isn't tulking. “No comment” was 
her only comment when asked about the 
checks by The Star. She wouldn’t oven con¬ 
firm the dollar amount — $60,000 — though 
Selectman Lnwrenpc T. Smith freely said it 
was $00,000 when asked. 

Thomas refused to release the names on 
any or the checks. “No comment,” she said 
when asked if Atty. Jack Moss’s name ap¬ 
peared on a check. “I will not comment on 
anything. Ask the selectmen," Thomas said. 

Atty. Moss, however, was quite open about 
the check. It was for about $20,000, he said, 
and had been sent to the treasurer at least two 
years ago as payment of taxes owed the town. 

Moss, of 368 Cambridge st., said the check 
was recently cleared. “The funds were 
there.” In fact, Moss said, the funds have 
been there for two years. “1 kept the cash In 
reserve for it.” 

Moss had no idea why former treasurer 
Troop did not deposit his check and the other 
checks. “Maybe they got lost,” he suggested. 
Acting Treasurer Thomas wasn’t much help. 
“No comment," she echoed. 

Moss recalled that at the time he sent his 
check the treasurer’s offices were being 
moved following a remodeling at Town Hall. 
"It could have gotten mislaid,” he said. He 
said the $20,000 was not a town lien against his 
property, but rather a payment he owed on 
taxes. Moss owns considerable land on West 
Side Hill. 

Selectman Smith wouldn’t say whose any 
of the other checks were. “I wouldn’t com¬ 
ment on that. Their names should be 
protected until the checks clear,” he said, 

Selectman John J. Sullivan, who firsl 
revealed that the bourd was behind the 
resignation of Marguerite Troop, wouldn’t 
comment either. 

He would only say he first learned of the 
checks June 14. He called the chocks 
payments of liens which the town had 
assessed against property owners for non 
payment of taxes.

someone who has died and the town counsel is 
looking into who that money now belongs to. 
As of Tuesday of this week, Smith said he 
didn't know if all of the checks had cleared the 
bank.

“not at home." She has never made any 
statement in relation to the developments of 
the last two weeks except to say she will 
comment at some future time or to state “no 
comment.” 

Many questions on the subject remain 
unanswered. For one, why didn’t the Internal 
Revenue Service demand some or all of the 
$1.4 million owed IRS by the town for 
payment of employee withholding taxes? 

Efforts to gel the IRS to comment have 
been unsuccessful. The town was liable to a 
fine for nonpayment, If Treasurer Troop drew 
checks for $1,4 million — and the selectmen 
said she did — why didn’t the checks show up 
on the weekly "warrant" (account book) kept 
by the board? If it didn’t show up, what ac¬ 
count was the $1.4 million coming out of?

No More Free Towels 


Beginning this fall students who shower 
after athletic activities will either drip dry or 
use a towel brought from home. 

Monday night the School Committee 
unanimously moved to reject a $10,000 bid to 
purchase 122,500 towels for athletic 
programs. This was after WHS assistant 
principal informed them, “We really need 
$20,000 or 245,000 towels.” 

Viewing the need for so many towels and 
the School Department paying for them as 
“absurd,” committee members agreed the 
money could be better spent for curriculum. 

Answering to some of the disadvantages of 
curtailing the towel service, committee 
member Robert Frank said, “If they 
(students) leave towels in their locker and 
they rot, that’s their own damn fault.” 

Because the committee agreed high school 
towels should be provided for varsity sports, 
administrators will purchase about 50 towels 
for such activities. 

PHASING OUT BANKING 

On a recommendation by Supt. of Schools 
William C. MacDonald, following work by a 
study group the School Committee voted to 
phase out of the elementary school banking 
program in 1975. 

Ready to stop the program right away, the 
committee decided to wait since the Win¬ 
chester Savings Bank (not knowing the School 
Department was considering halting the 
program) had already ordered next year’s 
school banking supplies. Phase out of the 
program will be by June of 1975, 

Committee member Mary Pronski, who 
has indicated reluctance to stop the program, 
said: “It would be a courtesy to the bank to 
continue for one more year since the savings 
bank has served the school system’s thrift 
program for 49 years.” 

Chief reason for terminating the program 
is the small percentage of pupils who save at 
the school. Frank, who was against the 
program, said: “The schools are just a 
collection agency for the bank and kids are 
not taught thrift.” 

Committee member Richard Pharo ad¬ 
ded, "The thrift program is a dated method 
of teaching.” He agreed with Frank that 
children “hit up their parents for money” and 
the school does the collecting. 

During the phase-out period children will 
be encouraged to do their banking at the 
principal's office rather than in the 
classroom. 

ENGLISH STUDIES 

The School Committee accepted several 
recommendations by Richard Sullivan, 
director of the English department, and WHS 
principal Vincent Larocco. 

A pilot study of Reader Digest's "Right To 
Communicate,” an elementary composition 
program, will be implemented this fall at the 
Lincoln, Washington, Noonan and Ambrose 
schools, 

Larocco proposed a change in policy of 
granting English grades and credits. Under 
the present system a senior having passed the 
first three quarters English can slough off at 
the end of the year since the grade is an 
average of the entire year’s work. 

The student should be held accountable 
until the school year is over just as teachers 


should be held accountable until the end of the 
school year, Larocco said. 

Under the new policy, students will receive 
1 1 4 credits per quarter in English with failure 
in any one course made up prior to 
graduation. 

Sullivan said senior English teachers are 
exploited during the last quarter. By 
assigning a grade for that last quarter it is 
hoped the attendance level will increase. 
Otherwise “we should hold English classes 
downtown on the bridge,” he said. 

This plan, it is felt, will make the senior 
English program consistent with other 
courses offered at the high school. 

There was talk about the college-bound 
English student who tAkes the non-college 
English course for an easy "A.” 

Larocco said performance in the non¬ 
college English course is not a true indication 
of ability. The course has a wide variance of 
students and at present there is nothing to 
stop a college-bound student from enrolling in 
this course, he said. 

The number of Tufts’ interns working 
within the Winchester school system will be 
reduced next year, said Sullivan. Last year 
the program was not as successful as ex¬ 
pected. 

He explained that about the time interns 
were well-oriented and useful to the school, 
their Internship was over. Some of the interns 
were not good, and one left early, all of this 
causing problems, he said. 

USE OF SCHOOLS PROGRAM 

Next fall adults (18 and over) who par¬ 
ticipate in the community use of schools 
program at the high school will pay a yearly 
fee of $5 or 50 cents on a daily basis. Students 
from 15-18 years of age will pay $3 on an 
annual basis or 25 cents daily. 

Committee member Robert Pritchard will 
served as a delegate to the Mass. Association 
Conference to be held in October. 

The next School Committee meeting will 
be July 2.

EDITOR OF THE 8TAK: 

We want to take this opportunity to 
publicly thank two wonderful representatives 
of the people of this area for their outstanding 
work on our humane bill, S.B49, which 
restores the long-standing (17 years) today 
holding period for lost or stray dogs in 
Massachusetts pounds. (It passed the 
Legislature on Thursday.) 

Those of you who own or love dogs may (or 
may not) know that this integral part of the 
Pound Bill was secretly reduced to an irri 
possible five days a year ago, much to the 
outrage of humanitarians and dog owners 
alike, who found out about it loo late. The 
worst part of the Pound Hill remained tin 
changed, of course! 

On December 15, however, Rep. Harrison 
Chadwick of Winchester and Sen John W 
Bullock of Arlington filed SJI49 for me to 
correct this cruel injustice 

After a tremendous amount of preliminary 
work on our part, the hill got unanimous 
apprnvul at a momentous hearing before the 
powerful Joint Committee on Counties at the 
State House on Pel). 25. 

This committee was headed by Itep. 
Charles F. Flaherty Jr. of Cambridge, and 
Sen. B. Joseph Tully of Dracul, both of whom 
handled the hearing in a most outstanding 
manner. 

All dog owners and humanitarians (and 
they number in the thousands) are deeply 
indebted to these men and their fine com¬ 
mittee who really went to bal for them 

From that time on, Sen. Bullock and Itep. 
Chadwick, who, of course, spoke eloquently 
for the bill at the hearing, have done ex 
eeptiona! work on this hill. 

All I can say is, it will be many a long year 
before Winchester ever gets anyone like 
Harrison Chadwick in the House of 
Representatives again. 

His legislative knowledge and expertise, 
his constant hard work and dedication to his 
job know few parallels, lie is always right 
where he’s supposed to be, watching carefully 
what goes on. and truly representing bis 
constituents in every way. 

Last week he had to go downstairs to cheek 
on something regarding our bill. When roll 
call came on another bill, you should have 
seen Hep.

If the senator was in rather than in the 
senate chamber (where he is EARLY and 
when lie's supposed to be there) he might ask 
us in for a cup of coffee and a discussion of our 
hill 

Often, we would see him in a corridor on 
his way to or from the senate chamber and he 
was always cheerfully willing to stop and talk 
about our hill's progress.

bill. feeling as we did that it was a life or 
death matter for thousands of dogs, so many 
of whom have been shot to death in five days 
tills past year when their owners might huve 
been able to trace and claim them, or new 
homes found for them, in the 1(1 days they 
should huve had. 

Suffice it to say we will vole for Sen.

Phyllis McLaughlin of Cambridge got 274 
names on petitions at Cambridge City Hall in 
just a lew’ days before the heuring. 

The entire House and Senate were close to 
being ununimmis in their approval of S.B49 
originally, and once the dclalls of the bill were 
worked out to everyone's satisfaction, the bill 
went through both bronchus of the legislature 
w ith Hying colors. It goes to C.ov. Sargent this 
week for his signature. 

Bat il certainly took a lot of very hard 
work What we went through on a duy and 
night basis is almost indescribable — the 
time, effort, sacrifices, suspense, frustration, 
expense and worry were unbelievuble. 

We certainly learned a lot about politics, 
and all I can say is. Winchester and this 
district are very rortunalc to have men of the 
stature and immense ability of Sen. John W. 
Bullock of Arlington, and Itep. Harrison 
Chadwick of Winchester who have earned our 
eternal gratitude and admiration.

For Atty. Gen. 

This Year Of Non-Politician? 
If So, Atty. Cabot Set Apart

Charles C. Cabot makes the frequent 
comment that he is a practicing attorney and 
not a politician, a fact he feels sets him apart 
from the other candidates for attorney 
general. 

The Republican candidate thinks this is 
the year of the non-politician in elected office 
and says, in fact, that a political background 
will be a disadvantage in getting elected. 

"When you become political you don’t do 
anything. When you are concerned not to 
offend people because of political 
motivations — nothing gets done." 

As evidence he cites what he calls Atty. 
Gen. Robert H. Quinn’s "commitment to 
politics and hot the law." 

I^ead paint poisoning: "The law has been 
on the books since 1971. Yet 20,000 kids suffer 
retardation to some degree as a result of lead 
paint poisoning: 70,000 other children live 
with the risk.

responisble for enforcing this law And it has 
had to go out and hire its own lawyer because 
the attorney general couldn’t help them in 
court.

— Law enforcement: "Some of the most 
enlightened and progressive laws in the 
country are on the books here and they are not 
enforced." Cabot, former chairman of the 
Outdoor Advertising Board, feels the attorney 
general's office should have brought criminal 
action against the owners of unlicensed off- 
premise billboards 

"The attorney general’s office had one 
renson or another why complaints were not 
issued." 

Hatch Act: "The Department of Natura* 
Resources has the responsibility for enforcing 
the Hatch Act." Cabol says Natural 
Resources depends on the attorney general’s 
office for backup in court. "There was 
widespread dissatisfaction in Natural 
Resources." 

That dissatisfaction is prevalent in other 
state agencies which depend on the attorney

general's office for legal resources, according 
to Cabot, who for 17 years has been a prac¬ 
ticing lawyer with the Boston firm of Sullivan 
& Worcester. 

c, Gandidale Cabot recently received the 
endorsement of Archibald Cox, former 
Watergate special prosecutor fired by 
President Nixon. 

A Harvard Law School graduate, Cabot 
lives in Dover, where he is a selectman. He is 
the organizer and former chairman of the 
Boston Bar Committee to Aid Minority Group 
Law Students, and former director of several 
groups to help minority persons in different 
areas of life. 

Cabol is one of three GOP candidates for 
attorney general. There are three 
Democratic candidates as well (as of this 
writing). 

Cabot calls one of his primary opponents, 
former secretary of administration and 
finance William Cowin, the candidate of Gov. 
Francis W. Sargent and says a trained lawyer 
is needed as AG, which Cowin is not. 

Though Cowin has a big head start on 
Cabol — having begun several years ago, 
according to Cabot, by winning the support of 
the commonwealth’s Republican town 
committees — Cabol points to the good press 
coverage he is receiving as an Indication of 
the favorable response his candidacy is 
receiving, 

When Cabot announced his candidacy 
June 10 at a Parker House press conference, 
he stressed his commitment to the law. 
"Respect for the law and confidence in our 
elected leadership are at an all-time low 
across the country," he said, placing the 
blame on Watergate. 

"On an individual basis, we arc told that 
many citizens no longer ever report crimes. 
They have become alienated from our legal 
system.,.,’’ 

"I have a message that will appeal to the 
voters. This is a year in which concern for 
people, a motivation for public service and 
legal experience will have more appeal than 
political experience and unsanctioned 
political convention endorsements. 

"The proof is all around us. Witness the 
outpouring of admiration for Elliot Richard¬ 
son and Archibald Cox. men who put integrity 
and respect for the law above all else. We 
must have an attorney general who shares 
these convictions. 

"I hope to be able to prove that a man can 
run for public office today without losing his 
dignity, without losing his self-respect and 
without losing his sense of what is right. 

"If elected, I will do my utmost to in¬ 
terpret and enforce the law forcefully, ob¬ 
jectively and honestly."

The 
question we the public better ask of all future 
candidates is: Do you oppose closed meetings 
of public boards? 

There are five selectmen in this town. Only 
John Sullivan had the guts to bring the facts 
(some of them) out into the open. And 
Marguerite Troop is not easy to attack. She 
apparently dortn't have an enemy in the 
world and has a reputation for honesty and 
forthrightfulness. 

John says he knew speaking out was going 
to look bad for him. Many people, the town 
employees particularly, are incensed that 
John spilled the beans on a long-time 
dedicated Winchester public servant. They 
feel the selectmen should have protected her. 

Well I don’t. It seems incredible to me that 
we should have to defend someone for 
bringing the public’s business before the 
public. But this town has long had the dismal 
reputation of showing an angelic mask to hide 
the runny nose. We should all thank Select¬ 
man Sullivan for going against the tide.

Spector Lashes Out 
At Legislature 

Speaking recently at the home of Dr. and 
Mrs. Gary Dickerman of .Lexington, Arthur 
B, Spector, of 151 Cambridge st., and can¬ 
didate for the state Senate from the Fourth 
Middlesex District, lashed out at those in the 
legislature who "just passed a record high 
budget of over $2.7 billion yet who still refuse 
to be held accountable for the dramatic rise in 
the cost of government that this budget 
reflects.” 

Many of the costs making up the budget, 
Spector said, ‘‘would have been unnecessary 
if these legislators had acted to fully 
reorganize and streamline state government 
and the budget process.” 

Spector said the state budget has almost 
doubled since fiscal year 1969. He said the 
secretary of state’s office, which spent $1.5 
million in 1970, requested triple that amount 

— $4.5 million — this year. 

The attorney general’s office spent $1.1 
million in 1967 but sought $3.8 million this 
year he said. And the MDC budget, $32 million 
in 1970, is estimated to be about $50 million 
this year, Spector added. 

He said during the campaign he would not 
only discuss “facts and figures” but will 
stress complexity of the programs facing 
state government and the taxpayer. 

"State government is big business and big 
bureaucracy,” he said. "There is no longer 
any room for legislators who lack the ex¬ 
perience, skills, qualificationsd — and the will 

— to deal with the complex problems of the 
state budget and programs.” 

Spector said there is a need for massive 
budget and organizational reform, and for the 
establishmkent of procedures “which will 
hold legislators as well os administrators 
accountable for the expenditure of every 
taxpayer dollar.” 

Spector, a full-time candidate for the state 
Senate, served until recently as the officer in 
charge of the Commonwealth’s capital 
budgeting efforts in the executive office of 
administration and finance. 

He is a graduate of Harvard Business 
School and Columbia University, and is a 
former management consultant.

MTF Formes 
More Open Budgets 

“We foresee an end to the public’s 
bewilderment about budgets and a giant step 
toward more open government in the open 
budget bill proposed today,” said Richard A. 
Manley, Massachusetts Taxpayers Fondation 
president recently. 

“If the proposed measure (H. 6350) passes, 
it would cap a three-year foundation effort to 
provide more meaningful and active par¬ 
ticipation in the budget process by taxpayers 
and legislators alike, 

“The budget is the single most important 
piece of legislation considered by the 
legislature in any session. At the same time, it 
is the one bill that the great majority of people 
hear about the most and understand the least, 

"One significant part of the proposal is 
that it provides continuity of format as the 
budget moves through the process. This one 
step would remove much of the confusion and 
suspicion so often surrounding budgets in the 
past. 

"In many respects the bill goes far beyond 
what the foundation asked for in its legislative 
proposals to open the budget process. 

‘‘The measure would allow the people of 
Massachusetts to set priorities on the 
government services they want delivered in a 
much more open and honest atmosphere. 

“We appreciate the cooperation and hard 
work of Speaker Bartley, Rep. Early, their 
staff and other groups in formulating a 
measure that could be a milestone in the 
commonwealth’s budgetary history.”

Selection Split On Athletics 


The Board of Selectmen Monday gave its 
approval to a town meeting article requesting 
appropriation of $297,000 for teachers salaries 
hut refused to approve a revised athletic 
budget. 

Town meeting begins tonight at 7:43 p.m. 
in the new high school to act on a 13-arlicle 
warrant. The meeting will likely continue at 
least two weeks. 

The selectmen voted to recommend that 
town meeting also approve $7,000 additional 
for school secretaries salaries, the result of 
delayed negotiations. The School Department 
had asked for $21,000 at the annual town 
meeting. The figure was voted down. 

The committee has now eliminated three 
clerk aides at the high school in hopes of 
complying with town meeting’s wish to cut 
personnel 

The Finance Committee last week voted to 
recommend that town meeting approve the 
appropriations for school secretaries and 
school teachers. Since then the School 
Department has revised its teacher salary 
figures. 

Last week The Star reported they totaled 
$306,060, The new figure is $297,000, which 
doesn't represent a cut, according to Asst. 
Supt. Henry Perry, but a change as the result 
of a review. 

The Finance Committee recommended its 
approval of a $125,000 school athletic budget, 
an increase of $15,000 over what the annual 
meeting voted($110,000). But the School 
Committee is asking for $31,000 additional, (a 
total of $141,000), 

The selectmen were divided whether to 
support the additional request and did not 
take a vote, delaying action until town 
meeting when presumably they will have 
more information. 

They advised School Committee

representative Richard Pharo to determine 
what will bo cut if the money is not approved. 
Pharo said he is unable to do that because the 
committee hasn’t taken a position on what 
programs will he cut. “You’re going to have a 
lot of trouble,” Selectman John J. Sullivan 
advised. 

Selectman Lawrence T. Smith asked 
Pharo if the committee has considered 
changes in the intermural and interscholastic 
programs. Pharo replied: “Interscholasitc 
sports are a matter of pride for the town.” 

Pharo said $24,800 is required lo run new 
sports programs (swimming and soccer plus 
various sports for girls) and $116,000 to run 
existing sports. Included is $8,700 for salary 
increases for coaches. 

Pharo said if the new money is not ap 
proved then the committee will consider 
cutting hockey, lacrosse, junior high school 
hockey and two or three of the planned new 
girls sports. 

Pharo added, however, that the committee 
feels committed to add girls sports. 

CONTRACT 

The School Department’s settlement of 
contract negotiations resulted in a 6.5 percent 
increase in salaries for teachers and other 
personnel. The agreement was reached after 
more than six months of negotiations. At one 
point talks reached an impasse and n 
negotiator was called in. 

The contract is for two years and affects 
325 persons. All personnel below assistant 
principals are covered. Asst. Supt. Henry 
Perry said he thinks the agreement "damn 
good,” particularly because it’s for two 
years, avoiding the same hassles next year. 

Perry read a list of other settlements in the 
area. Belmont was 6 percent, Wayland 0.5, , 
Reading 5.5. He said Winchester is about in 
the middle.. 

The two-year contract provides for a 6.5 
percent increase the first year plus a 6,5 In¬ 
crease the second along with a cost of living 
clause. The clause provides for one-half of one 
percent for each 1 percent increase in the 
consumer price index above 7 percent. 

Extracurricular stipends will be increased 
10 percent as of September, 1975. Coaches 
stipends will go up 6.5 percent as of Sept., 
1975. 

A beginning teacher with a bachelor’s 
degree earns $9,106. There are 15 step in¬ 
creases in between depending on years 
service and education. Maximum is $17,775, 
for 15 years with a certificate of graduate 
study. 

The selectmen made a few pointed 
remarks to Pharo about the settlement, 
asking questions about reduced lavatory 
duties, more afternoons off (one a week in the 
elementary schools) and whether the School 
Department vigorously negotiated. 

In the end the slectmen sighed their ap- 
provul but not before Selectman Sullivan 
made a final charge to Pharo that the School 
Department understand Jan. 1 Is the future 
deadline if settlements are to go before town 
meeting. 

, 1 Pharo said the committee understands. 
Sullivan pointed out that “retroactivity is 
illegal.”

Marinated Cucumbers For Midsummer’s Eve Party

An invitation to a Norwegian-style mid¬ 
summer's eve party was an imaginative 
change from the traditional backyard 
cookoul. 

Our Norwegian hosts explained that 
Midsummer’s Day, June 24, is the feast of St. 
John the Baptist. The eve before is an oc¬ 
casion for parties, dancing, and roaring 
bonfires. 

In Scandinavian countries, the mid¬ 
summer festivals are intertwined with pagan 
and Christian history around the summer 
solstice celebrations, which fail near St. 
John’s day. 

The ancients believed that the shortest 
night of the year, when the sun refused to set 
in that northern latitutde, was a mystical 
time when magic and supernatural powers 
were astir. It was a time of love, fortune¬ 
telling, superstitions and other rites. 

We didn’t dance around the traditional 


bonfire. An international blend of Irish, Greek 
and Israeli folk dances substituted. 

The foods had Scandinavian touches in¬ 
cluding toasty tuna-herring balls, poached 
mackerel, nutty gjetost goat’s milk cheese, 
chicken salad with cherries, and a platter of 
fresh fruit with a blue cheese mold. 

Marinated cucumbers were on the table, 
as common throughout Scandinavia as 
coleslaw here.

Wedge And Winter Ponds 
Treated For Weed Control 


Wedge and Winter Ponds were dosed for 
three days last week after being treated for 
aquatic weed control. 

The Wellesley firm of Allied Biologicul 
Control Corp. made the treatments in ac¬ 
cordance with state and local regulations. 

According to Allied, the treatments were 
harmless to fish and wildlife and all materials 
used were biodegradable and approved by the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Health 
and the Environmental Protection Agency. 

Allied reports that under this aquatic weed 


control program, the slate pays 75 percent of

Otherwise, you have the problem of 
a good administrator leaving because the 
board of selectmen will not give him enough 
authority, he said, An executive secretary 
without authority cannot initiate, he said, 
noting if you have a town manager he should 
have enough administrative authority to 
initiate. 

On the subject of appointments. Randall 
said it makes a great difference who is in 
office and what is the attitude of selectmen, 
He sees no problem in Winchester in letting 
the Board of Selectmen keep powers of ap 
pointment. If it works, let the power of ap¬ 
pointment remain in the hands of the people 
who are elected in a town form of govern¬ 
ment, he said. 

Randall noted he would give the executive 
secretary some administrative powers so he 
can ' 'issue orders and carry on the day-to-day 
administration of the town.” Randall said he 
does not see how any town can run efficiently 
without a centralized purchasing office. 
Perhaps that could be a function of an 
executive secretary in a town such as Win- 
cester, he said. 

He also suggested that all town depart¬ 
ments should have to file copies of minutes of 
all their meetings with the executive 
secretary’s office so that copies can be 
available at cost to citizens. 

LIBRARY TRUSTEES 

Edward O’Connell, Winchester Public 
Library trustee, met before the Charter 
Commission the same evening. 

He stated he believed very much in elected 
government and the political process, 

He raised the question of elected officials 
resigning shortly after an election, which, he 
said, deprives the town of the opportunity to 
fill an elected office by the electoral process. 

Explaining the responsibilities of the 
library trustees, O’Connell said they try to 
distinguish between the day-to-day operations 
of the library and matters of policy. 

Commission member Robert Ericson 
asked him if there was any aspect of the 
library trustees board the trustees would like 
to have changed. Mrs. Ann Oppenheimer, 
Charter Commission secretary, noted that as 
a six-member board, a two-thirds vote is 
needed. 

O'Connell said it would be easier to have 
an odd-numbered board, He said he would 
return to the trustees for discussion and 
report back in writing to the commission. 

Mrs. Oppenheimer asked him if he saw 
any limit on the number of terms one can 
serve in an elected office. He said he did 
“philosophically.” There are periods of 
service beyond which you may get too 
ingrained, he said. 

O’Connell said he felt the selectmen should 
be paid because of the demands of their of¬ 
fice, but in many other cases, such as library 
trustees, he did not think a salary should be 
paid. He also commented on the difficulty in 
obtaining funds for out-of-state travel. 

Miss Hewis asked O'Connell if he had any 
personal feeling about eliminating votes of 
ex-officio town meeting members. He said he 
would favor it with the exception of selectmen 
whom he felt should retain a vote.

Reason is that if a change is written into 
the charter, in order to alter the change later 
on lengthy charter revision will be required 
whereas a change through by-law is swifter 
and easier. 

For example, Cmsr. William T. Ryerson 
said the Water & Sewer Board, Forest 
Committee, Conservation Commission and 
Park Commission all have responsibilities 
over certain woods. 

“It seems to me there’s an error in there 
that could be looked into.” He suggested a 
department of natural resources as in 
Lexington as a possibility. 

“That’s the kind of reorganization you can 
do by by-law later,” consultant Curran said. 
The same goes for changing elected offices to 
appointed. Leave them all off the ballot in the 
new charter, Curran advised. Then the 
positions could be merged later or be 
rewritten as appointed by a by-law change. 

“If the charter calls for a lot of changes— 
and the public is not calling for a lot of 
changes—we are not going to have a ghost of 
a chance of getting it through,” Cmsr. Jason 
Dade commented last Thursday on the 
charter writing. 

Other comm issioners appeared cheerful a l 
that prospect, to the great surprise of Cmsr. 
Champoux, who asked Cmsr, Ryerson if he 
opposed a new charter. He said he did. “I've 
been conned,” Champoux remarked. She said 
she has been meeting with the others “in good 
faith,” working hard toward writing a new 
charter. 

She then asked the other commissioners 
how’ they felt—whether they had voted 
against establishing a charter commission. 

The following said they voted against: 
Francis Cullen, Michael Saraco, Jason Dade, 
William Ryerson. 

The following voted to approve: Ann 
Oppenheimer, Champoux, Robert Ericson, 
Clara Hewis, Vincent Carroll. 

Jason Dade says he has changed his mind' 
since the election and now favors a new 
charter. 

But that still leaves several men on the 
commission who appear to be unalterably 
opposed to a new charter for Winchester. 
Which is ironic since the board and its con¬ 
sultant have been seeking ways to avoid 
public opposition. Turns out, some of the 
stiffest opposition is on the commission itself.

Meetings Mostly Closed 


Problems in the custodial department at 
(he Northeast Metropolitan Regional 
Vocational School came to light recently at 
the District School Commitlee meeting but 
quickly went into hiding as the committee 
went into executive session, 

Talk outside the meeting indicated one 
member of the custodial staff was not wanted 
by other members of the staff because of 
alleged failure to do his work. 

Allegations were that the man in question 
was a political appointee. 

An executive session vote on whether or 
not to employ the man in question apparently 
ended with a 6-6 vole, which was not officially 
released. 

Recent District School Committee sessions 
have been primarily in executive session. In 
all but 18 of 290 minutes in executive session, 
committee members discussed with the 
school's lawyers how to handle current 
negotiations with teachers and custodians. 

While there is no hard-core information 
available, Ihe School Committee apparently 
came to a determination as to the amount it 
would grant both groups. 

The size of raises is not known, but ap¬ 
pears to be large enough so that one School 
Committee member complained about it 
outside the committee room. 

The District School Committee has been 
criticized recently for meeting so much in 
executive session. Last week Anthony 
Moschella of Revere asked whether there was 
a need for the executive session in view of the 
fact that newspaper reporters were present. 

He was reminded by Mrs. Marguerite 
Holland, Malden School Committee Chair¬ 
man, that “we don’t want the teachers to 
know what we are going to offer.” 

The committee then went into executive 
session, spending the next 148 minutes on the 
teachers’ contract. 

After about one hour there was a bit of 
yelling or loud voices coming from the room. 
Later, Robert McCarthy of Chelsea spoke 
with those outside, commenting without 
violating any rules, and saying he felt the 
District School Committee “was giving away 
the cookie jar” to teachers. 

Observers saw a switch of lawyers and 
knew that the committee was beginning to 
discuss the custodial contract at 9:43 p.m. 
Some yelling was heard at 10:45 and 11:04. 
Finally at 11:15, exactly four hours to the 
minute after executive session was called, the 
meeting went into open session. 

Amotion was read indlcatng that Property 
Supt. Vincent Carisella of Wakefield was not

to hire again a specific named member of the 
custodial group. 

Vice-chairman Gerard Donahoe, 
representative from Winchester, started to - 
comment on the motion to explain but was 
interrupted by Wakefield’s representative, 
Philip McAuliffe, who asked what right 
Donahoe had to discuss an executive session 
item in open session. 

McAuliffe noted however if Donahoe 
wanted to make a motion to release what 
went on in executive session, he would vote 
for it. 

A motion was made and seconded to do 
this Then members started muttering about 
"a bag of worms” being opened. 

Speaking on a point of order, Mrs. Holland 
said, "All this had to do with the custodians; 
you are jeopardizing the custodial contract; 
this is absurd because you are skirting the 
issue and not resolving anything; none of this 
should transpire in open session; we should be 
back in executive session.” 

Chairman James Wallace from Winthrop 
urged members not to release information. 
"This is a very sticky situation; we should 
consider the reputation of the individual and 
the good of the school." After some more talk 
they adjourned to closed session. 

Those who voted to return to executive 
session were Donahoe, Alan Legere of North 
Reading, John Pacino of Reading, Thomas 
O’Donnell of Melrose, Mrs. Holland, Joseph 
Barry of Stoneham and John Connolly of 
Woburn. Those voting to stay in open session 
were McAuliffe, Moschella, McCarthy and 
Peter Rossetti of Saugus. 

District School Committee discussion 
continued for another 26 minutes, or until 
11:55 p.m. McCarthy was heard to say "we 
have wasted five hours.” 

The committee will meet again on July 2 at 

7 p.m. 

Agenda items, which were not discussed 
included resignations, leaves of absences, 
bids for milk, office furniture and hand tools, 
in addition to reports from sub-committees, 
and sections of a policy manual tabled Oct. 11, 
1973.

Chairman Boodakian wasn’t adverse to 
cutting Planning Board members’ five-year 
term by a year or two. He favors limiting the 
number of limes a person may run for any 
elected office because “some boards are 
getting stale. They need revamping, new 
ideas." 

Boodakian thinks a town manager form 
"is the only solution for the town. We’ve got a 
$23,000 executive up there with two 
secretaries and he doesn’t have time to write 
answers to letters. People can’t get answers 
to their questions.” 


"Who the hell do you go to?” Cummings 
agreed with Boodakian on these points. 

Boodakian suggested a strong manager 
with extensive appointive powers. "If he’s 
going to be responsible for them he should 
appoint them,” he said of a manager's ap¬ 
pointees. 

During the commission deliberations the 
commissioners touched on the possiblity of 
appointing the members of the Finance 
Committee from the town meeting mem¬ 
bership, eliminating the provision which 
gives each member of Finance a vote at town 
meeting, scheduling town meetings two or 
three times a year and shortening the ballot 
by eliminating some elected offices.

ZONING BY-LAW 
of the 

Town of Winchester 
Massachusetts 

In Town Meeting October 29, 1973: Voted, that to promote the general 
health, safety, convenience and weitare of the Town of Winchester, as 
set forth in the Zoning Enabling Act in Chapter 40A, as amended, of the 
General Lows of Massachusetts, the following Zoning By-Law is hereby 
adopted. 

SECTION t ESTABLISHMENT OF DISTRICTS 

The town is hereby divided into zoning districts as follows (districts are 
designated in this by-law by initial letters and numbers in parentheses 
with the numbers for nil residential districts indicating minimum lot 
area in thousands of square feet, and for all other districts, the numbers 
indicate maximum floor to land area ratios): 

i.l Residential Districts arc intended as districts primarily devoted 
lo buildings for residential purposes, with only such accessory buildings 
as will enhance those districts. 

(i.H Deleted by Town Meeting.) 

M2 Apartment House Residential Districts B (RB-20J are 
ml ended as districts within Winchester Center where mid-rise 
apartment houses may be developed to provide housing compatible with 
adjacent residential and commercial uses. 

i.t:t Planned Residential Districts (PHD) are intended as 
districts where single family homes, Town Houses and Garden Apart¬ 
ments may he developed to meet the needs of various age groups and 
are developed on large tracts as an integrated residential complex with 
design criteria regulated and controlled by special permit. 

i.M Residential Districts A (RDA-20) are primarily intended as 
districts of one-family dwellings in sections of the town having low 
density or being currently relatively undeveloped for residential 
purposes, where topography generally is of such nature thut 
comparatively large lots are required for proper siting of buildings and 
where comparatively spacious types of development ore ensured, or 
districts of Cluster Residential Housing designed to protect the natural 
landscape and increase open space on sites of 20 Acres or more with 
design criteria regulated and controlled by special permit. 


LI5 Residential Districts (RDC-15) arc intended as districts of 
one-family dwellings. 

Llti Residential Districts B (HUB-10) arc intended primarily as 
districts of one-family dwellings in developed sections of town having 
medium density and smaller lots than those found in RDA districts, or 
districts of ('luster Residential Housing designed lo protect the natural 
landscape and increase open space on sites of ID Acres or more with 
design criteria regulated and controlled by Special Permit. 

1.17 Generul Residence Districts (KG-6.5) are intended as 
districts of one and two-family dwellings in the well-developed sections 
of the town having medium to high density. 


1.2 Business Districts 

L 21 . laical Business Districts50) are intended primarily 
for limited business uses and services catering to the day to day 
household needs of the residents in the immediate vicinity. 


1.22 General Business Districts (GBD-1.0) ore intended primarily 
lor the retail interchanges of goods, wares, or property by purchase or 
sale, for offices, and for certain other business uses hereinafter limited 
and defined where prevailing usage and locution would require on-site 
parking facilities. 

1.22 Center Business Districts (CBD-2.0) are intended primarily 
for the retail interchanges of goods, wares, or property by purchase or 
sale for offices, and for certain other business uses hereinafter limited 
and defined where existing concentrated development makes it 
impractical to require parking on the lot. 


1.2 Industrial Districts 

1.21 Limited Light Industrial Districts (IL-1.0) are intended 
primarily for light manufacturing, miscellaneous service and related' 
activities; for retail and wholesale commercial establishments; for 
laboratories engaged m research, experimental and testing activities; 
and offices, but not office buildings, specifically related to the 
foregoing, all as hereinafter limited and defined. 


I.l Special Districts 

Ml (onservancy-Inslilutiunal Districts (SCI-U.50) are intended 
primarily as public use districts in which the predominant purposes for 
the land are for conscrvational, educational, institutional and 
recreational uses. The districts are also intended to preserve and 
increase the amenities of the town; to provide a specialty suitable 
setting for public and quasi-public buildings and structures; to restrict 
residential uses of the land; to prohibit commercial (including 
commercial recreation), industrial, and other uses of the land which 
would diminish its value in providing the foregoing setting of said 
buildings and in serving the conscrvational, educational and 
recreational needs of Winchester. In addition, the districts are 
specifically intended for the preservation and maintenance of the 
ground water table for the protection of public health and safety, 
persons and property against the hazards of flood water inundation; for 
the protection of the community against the costs which may bo 
incurred when unsuitable development occurs in swamps, along water¬ 
courses, or in areas subject to floods; and for the conservation of 
natural conditions, wild life, and open spaces for the education, 
recreation and general welfare of the public. 


1.5 Boundaries of Districts 
1.5) Officiii I Zoning Mup 

(a) The location and boundaries of the district set forth under 
Section I are hereby established as shown on a map entitled, “Official 
Zoning Map of 1973, Town of Winchester, Massachusetts", revised 
which map, with all explanatory matter thereon, is declared to be part 
of this by law hereafter referred to us Official Zoning Map. 

The Official Zoning Map shall be identified by the signatures of me 
members of the Planning Board attested by the Town Clerk, and shall 
bear the seal of the Town under die following words: “This is to certify 
that this is the Official Zoning Map referred to in Section 1.51 (a) of the 
Zoning By-Law, Town of Winchester, Massachusetts”, together with the 
date of adoption of this by-law. 

tb) Changes may be made in district boundaries or other 
matter portrayed on the Official Zoning Map, in accordance with the 
provisions of this by-law and Chapter 40A, Section 6, General Laws. 
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Following approval by the Town Meeting and the Attorney General, the 
Town Engineer shall promptly revised compiled Zoning Map to portray 
such amendment with suitable tabular notation of all amendments 
reflected on such map. The Town Engineer shall annually during the 
month of January publish the Compiled Zoning Map. This Compiled 
Zoning Map shall be prima facie evidence of the Official Zoning Map 
with all amendments thereto. 

<c) The original zoning map, entitled “Official Zoning Map of 
1973“ and original records of subsequent changes or additions thereto 
shall be kept by the Town Clerk. In event of a conflict between the 
Compiled Zoning Map and the original zoning map or original records of 
subsequent changes or additions, the original records shall take 
precedence. 

1.52 Rules for Interpretation of District Houndaires Where 
uncertainty exists as lo the boundaries of districts as shown on the 
Official Zoning Map, the following rules shall apply: 

(a) Boundaries indicated as following the center lines of 
streets, highways, or alleys shall be construed to follow the center lines 
of such streets, highways, or alleys. 

(b) Boundaries indicated as approximately following plotted lot 
lines shall be construed as following such lot lines. 

(c) Boundaries indicated as approximately following town lines 
shall be construed as following such town lines. 

(d) Lines shown following railroad lines in fact follow a sideline 
of the railroad right-of-way. 

(e) Boundaries indicated as following shore lines shall be 
construed to follow the limit of private ownership; boundaries indicated 
as approximately following the center lines of streams, rivers, canals 
lakes, or other bodies of water shall be construed to follow such center 
lines. 

(f) Boundaries indicated as parallel to or extensions of features 
indicated in subsections 1.52 (a) through 1.52 (e) above shall be 
so construed. Distances not specifically indicated on the Official Zoning 
Map shall bo determined by the scale of the map, as interpreted by the 
Zoning Administrator. 

<g) Where physical or structural features existing on the 
ground are at variance with those shown on the Official Zoning Map, or 
in other circumstances not covered by paragraphs (a) through (f) 
above, the Zoning Administrator shall interpret the district boundaries. 

(h) When a lot in one ownership is situated in part in the Town of 
Winchester and in part in an adjacent city or town, the regulations and 
restrictions of this by-law shall be applied to that portion of such lot as 
lies in the Town of Winchester in the same manner as if the entire lot 
were situated therein. 

SECTION 2 - APPLICATION OF DISTRICT REGULATIONS 
Except as hereinafter provided, the regulations of this by-law for each 
district shall apply uniformly to each class or kind of building, structure 
or land and, 

2.1 No Building, structure or land shall hereafter be used or 
occupied, and no building or structure or part thereof shall hereafter be 
erected, constructed, reconstructed, moved, or structurally altered 
except in conformity with all of the regulations herein specified for the 
district in which it is located. 

2.2 No part ot a yard, or other open space, or off-street parking or 
loading space required about or in connection with any building for the 
purpose of complying with this by-law, shall be included as part of a 
yard, open space, or off-street parking or loading space similarly 
required for any other building. 

2.3 No yard or lot existing at the time of passage of this by-law shall 
bo reduced in dimension or area below the requirements set forth 
herein. Yards or lots created after the effective date of this by-law shall 
meet the requirements established by this by-law. 

2.4 All territory which may hereafter be annexed to the Town shall 
lx* considered to be in the RDA (20) District until otherwise classified 

SECTION 3 - NON-CON FORMING LOTS, NON-CONFORMING USES 
OF LAND. NON-CONFORMING STRUCTURES, NON-CONFORMING 
USES OF STRUCTURES AND PREMISES AND NON-CONFORMING 
CHARACTERISTICS OF USE 

3.1 Intent 

3.11 Within the districts established by this by-law, or 
amendments that may later be adopted, where exist 

(a) lots, 

(b) buildings and structures, 

(c) uses of land and buildings and structures, and 

(d) characteristics of use 

which were lawful before this by-law was passed or amended, but which 
are or would be prohibited, regulated, or restricted under the terms of 
this by-law or future amendment, it is the intent of this by-law to permit 
these non-conformities lo continue subject lo the provisions of this 
section. It is further the intent of this by-law that non-conformities shall 
not be enlarged upon nor used as grounds for adding other structures or 
uses prohibited elsewhere in the same district, except as specifically 
provided in this section. 

3.12 To avoid undue hardship, nothing in this by-law shall be 
deemed to require a change in the plans, construction, or designated use 
of any building for which a building permit was issued prior to the dote 
of enactment of this by-law. provided that actual construction shall 
begin within six (6) months after the permit is issued and shall be 
completed within one year after construction was begun. “Actual 
construction” is hereby defined to include the placing of construction 
materials in permanent position and fastened in a permanent manner. 
Where excavation or demolition or removal of an existing building has 
tiecn substantially begun preparatory to rebuilding, such excavation or 
demolition or removal shall be deemed to be actual construction, 
provided that work shall be carried diligently on until completion of the 
building involved. 


2.2 Non-Con forming Lois of Record 

Where a lot or lots exist which could not be built upon for 
residential purposes under the terms of this ordinance by reason of 
restrictions on lot area or lot width, such lot or lots may be used, subject 
lo the following provisions: 

3.21 Notwithstanding other provisions of this by-law, a single¬ 
family dwelling and customary accessory buildings may be erected on 
any single legal building lot of record at the effective date of adoption or 
amendment of this by-law, provided that such lot is in separate 
ownership and not of continuous frontage with other lots in the same 
ownership. This provision shall apply even though such lot fails to meet 
the district requirements for area or width, or both, provided that yard 
dimensions and other requirements not involving area or width, or both, 
shall conform to the regulations for the district in which such lot is 
located. 

3.22 If two or more lots, or combinations of lots and portion of lots, 
with continuous frontage in single ownership do not meet the 
requirements for lot width and area as established by this by-law, the 
land involved shall he considered to be an undivided parcel for the 
purposes of this by-law and no portion of said parcel shall be used or sold 
which does not meet lot width and area requirements established by this 
by-law, nor shall any division of the parcel be made which leaves 
remaining any lot with width or area below the requirements staled in 
this by-law except (hat such lots may be used or sold separately where 
each lot is occupied by a structure designed for use which is permitted 
as a principal use in the district. 

3.23 Any conforming use or conforming structure on a non- 
conforming lot may be enlarged, extended, constructed or 
reconstructed so long as the requirements of the district in which it is 
located are met. 

3.3 Non-Con forming Uses of I .and 

Where, at the time of passage of this by-law, lawful use of land 
exists which would not be permitted by the regulations imposed by this 
by-law, the use may be continued so long as it remains otherwise lawful, 
provided; 

3.31 No such non-conforming use shall be enlarged or increased, 
nor extended to occupy a greater area of land than was occupied at the 
effective date of adoption or amendment of this by-law: 


3 32 No such non conforming use shall be moved in whole or in 
|x»rl to any portion of the lot or parcel other than that occupied by such 
use at the effective date of adoption or amendment of this by-law: 

3.33 If any such non-conforming use of land is discontinued for 
any reason for a period of more than 12 consecutive months (except 
where governmental action impedes access lo the premises), any 
subsequent use of such land shall conform to the regulations specified 
l)\ this by-law for the district in which such land is located: 

3.34 No structure not conforming to the requirements of this by¬ 
law shall be erected in connection with such non-conforming use of land. 

3.4 Non-Conforming Structures 

Where a lawful structure exists at the effective date of adoption or 
amendment of this by-law that could not be built under the terms of this 
by-law by reason of restrictions on area, lot coverage, height, yards, its 
location on the lot, or other requirements concerning the structure, such 
structure may be continued so long as it remains otherwise lawful, 
subject to the following provisions: 

3.41 No non-conforming structure may be enlarged or altered in 
any way which increases its non-conformity. 

3.42 If such non-conforming structure or portion thereof is 
destroyed by fire or other casualty or act of God to an extent of up to 75 
percent of its replacement cost at the time of destruction as deter¬ 
mined by the building inspector, it may be rebuilt. Any such structure 
so destroyed to an extent of over 75 percent may be rebuilt subject to 
approval of Board of Appeals and upon the following conditions: 

a. the reconstruction shall meet as many of the previously 
unsatisfied requirements of this by-law as said Board may reasonably 
require; 

b the Board shall give due consideration to the general 
compatibility that the reconstruction may have Upon adjacent property, 
but need not otherwise consider the requirements of Section 8.5. 

3.43 If a non-conforming structure is moved for any reason for any 
distance whatever, it shall thereafter conform to the regulations in 
effect for the district in which it is located after it is moved. 

3.5 Non-Conforming Uses of Structures or of Structure and Premises 
in Co m bin a lion 

lawful uses of structures, or structures and land in 
combination which existed at the effective date of adoption or 
amendment of this by-law, that would not be allowed in the district 
under the terms of this by-law, may be continued so long as it remains 
otherwise lawful, subject to the following provision: 

3.51 A Certificate of Zoning Compliance shall be obtained in 
accordance with the provisions of Section 8.2 of this By-Law. 

3.52 Any structure being lawfully devoted to a use not permitted 
by this by-law may be altered, repaired or reconstructed for the same 
use, or for any other use as permitted in sub-section 3.54, provided such 
construction or reconstruction does not increase the floor area or the lot 
area covered by the structure: 

3.53 No non-conforming uses may be extended throughout any 
parts of a building that were not arranged or designed for such uses at 
the time of adoption or amendment of this by-law, and no such uses shall 
be extended to occupy any land outside such building: 

3.54 Any non-conforming use of a structure, or structure and 
promises, may as a special exception be changed to another non- 
conforming use provided that the Board of Appeals, either by general 
rule or by making findings in the specific case, shall find that the 
proposed use is equally appropriate or more appropriate to the district 
than the existing non-conforming use. In permitting such change, the 
Board of Appeals may require appropriate conditions and safeguards in 
accord with the provision of this by-law:

SECTION 4 - USE REGULATIONS 

4.0 Prohibited Uses 

Except as provided by law, all existing and future uses of land, 
buildings and structures not set forth in subsection 4.4 are expressly 
prohibited. 

4.01 Restrictions Affecting AJi Districts 

No lot shall be used and no new buildings or structure shall be 
constructed, or used, in whole or in part, and no building or structure, or 
part thereof, shall be altered, enlarged, reconstructed, or used, in any 
part of the town, any other provision of this by-law to the contrary 
notwithstanding: 

A. For any purpose which by the emission or discharge of fumes, 
vapor, gas, dust, offensive odors, chemicals, poisonous fluids, or 
substances, refuse, organic matter, or excrement, the causing of noise 
or vibrations, or by unduly increasing the risk from fire or explosion, or 
otherwise would be injurious to the public health or safety. 

B. For any purpose harmful to the public morals. 

C. For any purpose which would be, for any reason, injurious to 
the health, safety, morals or welfare of the community in any of the 
districts. 

4.1 Use Regulations 

In each zoning district, land, buildings and other structures may be 
used as a principal use or an accessory use or as a special exception 
only as specifically set forth in subsection 4.4. Symbols employed in the 
Table of Use Regulations shall mean the following: 

“Yes” - permitted as of right; 

“Yes’)* - permitted as of right but also subject to additional site 
plan review requirements of subsection 8.7 of this by-law; 

”SP” - permitted only under a special permit for an exception 
granted by the Board of Appeals, as provided for in subsection 8.5 
hereof. 

4.2 Limitation of Area of Accessory Uses 

4.21 Other than required off-street parking, no accessory use or 
uses within a building shall occupy more than 25 percent of the floor 
area devoted to the principal use.

<a> Within the RDA, RDB and RG 6.5 districts accessory 
buildings may be placed within a required vard area provided the same

-located in the rear yard 

-covering not more than 30 percent of such rear yard 

-not over one and one half stories in height 

-not located nearer than five feet to any property line 

3.2 Erection of More Than One Principal Structure on n Lot 

In single and general residence districts not more than one struc¬ 
ture housing a permitted or permissible principal use may be erected on 
a single lot. except under (he provisions of Cluster Residential Housing 
Special Permit in RDA 20 and RDB 10 Districts. 

In all business and industrial districts more than one structure 
housing a permitted or permissible use may be erected on a single lot. 
provided that the yard and other requirements of this by-law shall bo 
met for each structure as though it were an individual lol 


5.3 Structures to Have Access 

Every building hereafter erected or moved shall be on a lot having 
required street frontage. 

5.4 Parking, Storage or Use of Major Recreational Equipment 

No major recreational equipment shall, except as hereinafter 
provided, be pprkea or stored on any lot in residential and SCI districts 
except in an enclosed building or in the rear yard, provided however, 
that such equipment may be parked anywhere on residential premises 
for not to exceed 24 hours during loading or unloading. For purposes of 
these regulations, major recreational equipment is defined as including 
Ixiats and boat trailers, travel trailers, pick-up campers or coaches 
• designed to be mounted on automotive vehicles), motorized dwellings, 
tent trailers, and the like, and cases or boxes used for transporting 
recreational equipment, whether occupied by such equipment or not. No 
such equipment shall be used for living, sleeping, or housekeeping 
purposes when parked or stored. Where, by reason of unique conditions, 
the strict application of these regulations would result in peculiar and 
exceptional practical difficulties, the Board of Appeals may issue a 
ix'rmit to allow the parking or storage of major recreational equipment 
within a front or side yard. 

5.5 Barking and Storage of Certain Vehicles 

Unregistered motor vehicles or trailers of any kind or type shall not 
lie parked or stored on any residential^ zoned properly other than in 
completely enclosed buildings.

The Cluster Residential Housing shall provide for an effective 
and unified treatment of the development possibilities on the project 
site making appropriate provision for the preservation of scenic 
features and amenities of thesileand the surrounding areas. 

The (’luster Residential Housing shall be planned and developed to 
harmonize with any existing or proposed development in the area 
surrounding the project site. 

More than one building is permitted on tracts of lots held by one owner 
or in common ownership. 

The uniqueness of each proposal for a (’luster Residential i loaning 
requires that the specifications for the width and surfaces of streets 
ways for public utilities, for curbs, gutters, sidewalks, street lights, 
storm water drainage, water supply and distribution, sanitary sewers 
and sewage collection and treatment shall be subject to modification 
from the specifications established in the Rules and Regulations 
Governing the Subdivision of Land in the Town of Winchester. 
Massachusetts and as amended from time to time. The Planning Board 
may recommend that the specifications otherwise applicable for a 
particular public facility may be waived or modified (provided that 
such modification shall not apply to the materials of said construction 
and shall not produce construction of inferior quality lo that required in 
the Rules and Regulations Governing Subdivision) when such waiver or 
modification is not inconsistent with generally approved design 
standards. 

The Planning Board shall recommend the installation or the furnishing 
of a performance guarantee in lieu thereof, of all or any of the following 
improvements it may deem to be necessary or appropriate: street 
grading, pavement, gutters, curbs, sidewalks, street lighting, shade 
trees, landscaping, surveyor’s monuments, water mains, culverts, 
bridges, storm sewers, sanitary sewers or other means of sewage 
disposal. drainage facilities or structures and other improvements as 
the Planning Board may require or deem necessary in the public 
interest.

All buildings in the layout and design shall be an integral part of 
the development and have convenient access to and from adjacent uses 
and roadways. 

Individual buildings shall be related to each other in design, masses, 
materials, placement and connections to provide a visually and 
physically integrated development. Buildings shall he separated by a 
minimum of 2(1 feet or 0,75 percent of the building height times its length 
measured in feet whichever is greater. 

Treatment of the sides and rear of all buildings within the Cluster 
Residential Housing shall be comparable in amenities and appearance 
to the treatment given tostreet frontages of these same buildings. 

All building walls shall be so oriented as to insure adequate light and air 
exposures to the rooms within. 

All buildings shall be arranged so as to avoid undue exposure lo 
concentrated loading or parking facilities wherever possible, and shall 
be oriented so as lo preserve visual and audible privacy between 
adjacent buildings, 

All buildings shall be arranged as to be accessible lo emergency 
vehicles. 

All utilities shall be placed underground. 

(it) Landscape Design Standards 

Uindscape treatment for plazas, road, paths, service and parking 
areas shall be designed as an integral part of a coordinated landscape 
design for the entire project area. 

Primary landscape treatment shall consist of shrubs, ground cover, and 
trees, and shall be combined with appropriate walks and street surfaces 
to provide an attractive development pattern. I-indscape materials 
selected should be appropriate to the local growing conditions. 

Whenever appropriate, existing trees shall lx? preserved and integrated 
into the landscape design plan. 

Ml streets contained within and bordering the project area shall be 
planted at appropriate intervals with street trees. 

Whenever possible the existing terrain shall be preserved and land 
moving shall lie kept lo a minimum. 

(e) ('ire u la lion System Design Standards 

There shall be an adequate, safe, and convenient arrangement 
of pedestrian circulation facilities, roadways, driveways, off-street 
parking and loading spaces. 

Roads, pedestrian walks and open space shall be designed as an integral 
part of the overall site design. They shall lie properly related to existing 
and proposed buildings, and appropriately landscaped. 

There shall he an adequate amount, in a suitable location, of pedestrian 
walks, malls, and landscaped spaces in order lo discourage pedestrian 
use of vehicular ways and parking and loading spaces, and to separate 
pedestrian walks, malls and public transportation loading spaces from 
general vehicular circulation facilities. 

Buildings and vehicular circulation open spaces shall be arranged so 
that pedestrians moving between buildings are not unnecessarily 
exposed lo vehicular traffic. 

l«mdscaped, paved and comfortably graded pedestrian walks shall lx* 
provided along the lines of the most intense use, particularly from 
building entrances to streets, parking areas, and adjacent buildings. 

The location and design of pedestrian walks should emphasize desirable 
views of new and existing development in the area. 

The maximum separation of private automobiles and services vehicles 
shall be provided through the use of separate service lanes. 

Materials and design of paving, lighting fixtures, retaining walls, 
bulkheads, fences, curbs, ixmehes, etc., shall be of good appearance 
easily maintained and indicative of their function. 

if) Burking and Loading Design Sin ml unis 

Off-street parking and loading facilities shall conform to the provisions 
of Section 7 of this by-law. Parking facilities shall bo landscaped and 
screened from public view to the extent necessary lo eliminate 
unsightliness and to the monntomy of parked vehicles. 

Pedestrian connections between parking areas and buildings shall lx* 
via special pedestrian walkways and or/elevators.

The permitted uses in the Planned Residential Development 
may include single-fumily homes, garden apartments and town houses, 
ol three stories (40 feet) or less, open space, private recreational 
facilities for Ihe exclusive use of the occupants of the Planned 
Residential Development and their guests, and related off-street 
parking and landscaping. 

(hi General Slnndurds 

The Planned Residential Development shall provide for an 
effective and unified treatment of the development possibilities on the 
project site making appropriate provision for the preservation of scenic 
features and amenities of the site and the surrounding areas. 

The Planned Residential Development shall be planned and developed 
to harmonize with any existing or proposed development in the area 
surrounding the project site, 

More than one building is permitted on tracts of lots held by one owner 
or in common ownership. 

The uniqueness of each proposal for a Planned Residential 
Development requires that the specifications for the width and surfaces 
of streets, ways for public utilities, for curbs, gutters, sidewalks, street 
lights, storm water drainage, water supply and distribution, sanitary 
sewers and sewage collection and treatment shall be subject to 
modification from the specifications established in the Rules and 
Regulations Governing the Subdivision of Land in the Town of 
Winchester, Massachusetts and us amended from lime to time. The 
Planning Board may recommend that the specifications otherwise 
applicable for a particular public facility may be waived or modified 
iprovided that such modification shall not apply to the material of said 
const ruction and shall not produce construction of inferior quality to 
that required in Ihe Rules and Regulations Governing Subdivision) 
when such waiver or modification is not inconsistent with generally 
approved design standards. 

The Planning Board shall recommend the installation or the furnishing 
of a performance guarantee in lieu thereof, of all or any of the following 
improvements it may deem to he necessary or appropriate street 
grading, pavement, gutters, curbs, sidewalks, street lighting, shade 
trees, landscaping, surveyor’s monuments, water mains, culverts, 
bridges, storm sewers, sanitary sewers or other means at sewage 
disposal, drainage facilities or structures and other improvements as 
tin' Planning Board may require or deem necessary in the public 
interest. The Planning Board may recommend phases for ihe 
completion of improvements in sections of the Planned Residential 
Development and recommend minimum improvement completion 
requirements necessary for the issuance of certificates of Zoning 
Compliance in any section. 

<e> Design Standards 

All buildings in the layout and design shall lx- an integral part of 
I lie development and have convenient access to and from adjacent uses 
and roadways. 

Individual buildings shall he related to each other in design, masses, 
materials, placement and connections to provide a visually and 
phvsieallv integrated development. Buildings shall be separated by a 
minimum of 20 f«*t or n.75percent of the building height times its length 
whichever is greater. 


All buildings shall be arranged so as to avoid undue exposure to 
concentrated loading or parking facilities wherever possible, and shall 
(*> oriented so as to preserve visual and audible privacy between 
adjacent buildings. 


All buildings shall be arranged as to be accessible to emergency 
vehicles. 

All utilities shall be placed underground. 


(d) Landscape Design Standards 

landscape treatment for plazas, roads, paths, service and 
parking areas shall be designed as an integral part of a coordinated 
landscape design for the entire project area. 

Primary landscape treatment shall consist of shrubs, ground cover, and 
trees, and shall be combined with appropriate walks and street surfaces 
lo provide an attractive development pattern. Landscape materials 
selected should be appropriate to the local growing conditions. 

Whenever appropriate, existing trees shall be preserved and integrated 
into the landscape design plan, 

/Ml streets contained within and bordering the project area shall be 
planted at appropriate intervals with street trees. 

Whenever possible the existing terrain shall be preserved and land 
moving shall be kept to a minimum. 

<e) Circulation System Design Standards 

There shall be an adequate, safe, and convenient arrangement of 
pedestrian circulation facilities, driveways, roadways, off-street 
parking, and loading spaces. 

Roads, pedestrian walks and open space shall be designed as an integral 
part of the overall site design. They shall be properly related to existing 
and proposed buildings, and appropriately landscaped. 

There shall be an adequate amount, in a suitable location, of pedestrian 
walks, malls, and landscaped spaces in order to discourage pedestrian 
use of vehicular ways and parking and loading spaces; and to separate 
jx'destrian walks, malls and public transportation loading spaces from 
general vehicular circulation facilities. 

Buildings and vehicular circulation open spaces shall be arranged so 
that pedestrians moving between buildings are not unnecessarily 
exposed to vehicular traffic. 

landscaped, paved and comfortably graded pedestrian walks shall be 
provided along the lines of the most intense use, particularly from 
building entrances to streets, parking areas, and adjacent buildings. 

The location and design of pedestrian walks should emphasize desirable 
views of new and existing development in the area. 

The maximum separation of private automobiles and service vehicles 
shall be provided through the use of separate service lanes. 

Materials and design of paving, lighting fixtures, retaining walls, 
bulkheads, fences, curbs, benches, etc., shall be of good appearance 
easily maintained and indicative of their function. 

(f) Parking and Loading Design Standards 

Off-slreet parking and loading facilities shall conform to the 
provisions of Section 7 of this by-law. Parking facilities shall be 
landscaped and screened from public view to the extent necessary to 
eliminate unsightliness and the monotony of parked vehicles. 

Pedestrian connection between parking areas and buildings shall be via 
special pedestrian walkways and/or elevators. 

Parking facilities shall be designed with careful regard to arrangement, 
topography, landscaping, ease of access, and shall be developed as an 
integral part of an overall site design. 

Any above grade loading facility should be screened from public view to 
the extent necessary to eliminate unsightliness. 

(g) Common Open Space 

A minimum of 25 percent of a Plannned Residential Development 
site area shall be developed as open space, including walkways, plazas, 
landscaped areas, recreation areas, tennis courts, pools, and fountains. 
Parking areas and vehicle access facilities shall not be considered in 
calculating open space. A maximum of 40 percent of the Planned 
Residential Development site area shall be covered by impervious 
waterproof surface. 

(D Common open space must be suitably improved for its 
intended use, but common open space containing natural features 
worthy of preservation may be left unimproved. The buildings, 
structures and improvements in the common open space must be 
appropriate lo the uses which are authorized for the common open 
space. 

(2) The development schedule must coordinate the 
improvement of the common open space, and the construction of 
residential dwellings. 

CD All land shown on that site plan as common open space shall 
bo subject to convenants approved by the Board (•! Appeals which 
restrict ihe common open space to the uses specified on the site plan and 
which further assure that ownership of the common open space shall not 
lx' separate from ownership of the entire tract except that all or part of 
the common open space may be conveyed to the appropriate agency of

Noli* b Bowling alleys shall provide four parking spaces for each alley 
and tennis courts shall provide two spaces for each court 


(h) Hjiffer Zone Requirements 

A buffer zone within fifty (50) feet of all external lot lines of a designated 
Planned Residential Development shall be provided except that portion 
which fronts upon an existing external street or roadway. Said buffer 
zone shall be kept in its natural stale where wooded, and, when its 
natural vegetation is sparse or non-existent, the landowner may be 
required to provide a year-round visual screen as recommended by the 
Planning Board. 

Within said buffer zone, no principal or accessory structure, nor any off- 
street parking or loading areas or other use shall be permitted. Within 
said buffer zone, utility easements and streets may be provided if 
necessary to insure continuity with adjoining properties, subject to the 
recommendations of the Planning Board. 

Said buffer zone area may be utilized for the purpose of computing the 
planned residential development open space requirements of this 
Ordinance. 

The requirements of this paragraph may be modified or eliminated 
where two planned residential unit developments abut or adjoin one 
another. 

(i) Setbacks 

A minimum setback from all external lot lines of a planned residential 
development from all existing streets and thoroughfares for all 
buildings, structures and uses of no less than seventy-five (75) feet or a 
distance equal to twice the height of any structure or building within the 
development, whichever is greater, shall be provided. 

SECTION 7 - OFF-STREET PARKING AND LOADING 

REQUIREMENTS AND AUTOMOTIVE SERVICE REGULATIONS 

7.01) Intent 

It is the intent of this Section of the by-law that any use of land involving 
the arrival, departure, storage, or entry upon the land of motor vehicles 
be so designed and operated as to reduce hazard to pedestrians upon the 
public sidewalks, to protect the use of adjoining property from nuisance 
caused by the noise, fumes, and glare of headlights which may result 
from theoperation of cars parking off the street and at the same time to 
reduce congestion in the streets and contribute to traffic safety by 
assuring adequate places for the standing and storing off the street of 
motor vehicles associated with the use of a lot of land. 

7.to General Regulations Applying to Required Off-Street Parking 
Facilities 

(a) Structures and land uses in existence or for which building 
permits have been issued at the date of adoption of this by-law shall not 
be subject to the requirements of Section 7 so long as the kind or extent 
of use is not changed so that the changed or enlarged use would require 
an increase of more than 15 per cent in the parking facilities required in 
this Section, provided that any parking facilities now serving such 
structures or uses shall not in the future be reduced below such 
requirements. 

(b) Whenever there is an alteration of a structure, addition of a 
new structure, or a change or extension of use which increases the 
parking requirements by 15 per cent or more according to the standards 
of Section 7, the total parking required for the entire structure or use 
shall be provided in accordance with the requirements of this section. 

(c) No parking area shall be used for any use that interferes with 
its availability for the parking need it is required to serve. 

(d) All required parking facilities shall be provided and 
maintained so long as the use exists which the facilities were designed 
to serve. Off-street parking facilities shall not be reduced in total extent 
after their provision, except when such reduction is in conformity with 
the requirements of Section 7. Reasonable precautions shall be taken by 
the owner or sponsor of particular uses lo assure the availability of 
required facilities lo the employees or other persons whom the facilities 
are designed to serve. Such facilities shall be designed and used in such 
a manner as at no time to constitute a nuisance, or a hazard, or 
unreasonable impediment to traffic. 

(e) Any privately owned off-street parking areas now serving 
structures or uses within the Center Business District (CBD-2.0) which 
are in existence or for which building permits have been issued at the 
date of adoption of this by-law shall be continued and shall not, in the 
future, be reduced below the off-street requirements of the General 
Business District (GBD-1.0) except through application to the Board of 
Appeals as described below, The Board of Appeals may allow a 
reduction or discontinuance of existing privately owned off-street 
parking in the Center Business District (CBD-2.0) if it finds that 
sufficient and accessible off-street municipal parking facilities have 
been provided within 300 feet (walking distance) of the structure or use 
being served, “Sufficient” shall be deemed to mean that the off-street 
municipal parking facility or facilities contain sufficient parking spaces 
to serve all existing uses, based on the standards of the General 
Business District (GBD-1.0), within 300 feet of the parking facility or 
facilities. 

(f) Where a parking facility is a principal use of any lot, it shall 
not be opened to use until the Zoning Administrator has issued a 
certificate of compliance to the effect that the lot conforms to the 
provisions of Section 7.13. Such certificate may be revoked by Lhe 
Zoning Administrator upon violation of any of the conditions set forth in 
Section 7.13. 

7.11 Off-Street Barking Space Regulations 

(a) Off-street parking facilities shall be provided for each type of 
land use, in accordance with the following Table of Off-Street Parking 
Requirements, and subject to the further provisions of Section 7.

calculated on the basis of one space per 400 square feet of lot area so 
acquired. 

tb) Residence Uses shall include Uses 1, 2,3,4,4a, and 5, as listed in 
Section 4.4. 

(c) Places of Public Assembly shall include Uses 9,10,13,23 and 24, 
as listed in Section 4.4. Where Places of Public Assembly are provided 
with benches rather than fixed individual seats, each two lineal feet of 
bench shall equal one seat, and where no fixed seats are used, each 20 
square feel of public floor area shall equal one seat. 

id) Institutions shall include Uses 6, 7, fl, 11, 15 and 16 , as listed in 
Section 4.4. 


ti> from the front lot line, except where an access driveway 
crosses the street lot line, the distance specified for building setback 
under Section 6.1;

12 ) Properties in residential districts, other than the use served 
by the parking lot, which abut the parking lot shall be protected from 
headlight glare by either: 


(e) Retail and Office Uses of land and structures shall include Uses 
19,21,22, 25,2G, 28, 30, 31,34, 36, 41, and 42, as listed in Section 4,4. Where 
a principal use on a lot is an open-air use not enclosed in a structure, the 
area of the lot devoted to such use shall be considered to be floor space 
for purposes of calculating parking requirements. Where the area 
devoted to such use is not clearly determinable, the Zoning 
Administrator shall determine the area to be considered equivalent to 
floor space. 


(i) A strip at least four feet wide, densely planted with shrubs 
or trees which are at least four feet high at the time of planting and 
which are of a type that may be expected to form a year-round dense 
screen at least six feet high within three years, or 

(ii) A wall, barrier, or fence of uniform appearance at least 
five feet high, but not more than six feel above finished grade, or above 
the roof level, if on a roof. 


(f) Medical and Dental Uses of land and structures shall include 
Use 32 as listed in Section 4.4, 

(g) Industrial Uses of land or structures shall include Uses 27, 29, 33 
and 39, as listed in Section 4.4. Where a principal use on a lot is an open- 
air use not enclosed in a structure, the area of the lot devoted to such use 
shall be considered to be floor space for purposes of calculating parking 
requirements. Where the area devoted to such use is not obviously 
defined, the Zoning Administrator shall determine the area to be 
considered equivalent to floor space. 

(h) Warehouse and Other Uses of land or structures shall include 
Uses 18, 37,38 and 40, as listed in Section 4.4. Where a principal use on a 
lot is an open-air use not enclosed in a structure, the area of the lot 
devoted to such use shall be considered to be floor space for purposes of 
calculating parking requirements. Where the area devoted to such use 
is not obviously defined, the Zoning Administrator shall determine the 
area to be considered equivalent to floor space. 

(i) Where any land, structure or land and structure in 
combination is in more than one use, parking spaces shall be provided 
for the entire lot in accordance with the requirements of the use which 
requires the maximum number of spaces, except that the number of 
spaces may be reduced below that maximum requirement by a special 
permit under Section 8 of this by-law if it can be demonstrated to the 
Board of Appeals that: 

(1) At least 15 percent of the area is in a use with a requirement 
less than the maximum, 

(2) A total number of parking spaces is provided so that the area 
of each use shall be provided with parking spaces as required for that 
use, 

(3) It is unlikely that the uses requiring the lesser number of 
spaces will be changed to one requiring a greater number. 

7.12 Location: Required Off-Street Parking Facilities 

Required off-street parking facilities shall be provided on the same lot. 
Where the requirements of this section cannot be met on the same lot, 
the Board of Appeals by Special Permit under Section 8.5 may 
authorize, within the same district, required parking on any lot in the 
same ownership within 300 feet of the principal use served, as measured 
along street lines, subject to such bond or other assurance of 
permanence and of common ownership, as it may deem adequate. 


7.13 Design of All Off-Street Parking Facilities 

(a) Parking facilities shall be occupied only by passenger ears 
and commercial vehicles not exceeding seven and one halt leet in wicltn 
and 18 feet in length, unless the special standards provided in paragraph 
(h) of this Section 7.13 are met. 

(b) The minimum dimensions of stalls and aisles shall be as 
follows: 

(1) Stall width shall be at least nine feet: 

(2) Stall depth shall be at least 19 feet for all angle parking and 
22 feet for parallel parking. Such dimension may include no more than 
two feet of any landscape setback area adjacent to the front and rear of 
a stall and used for bumper overhang. 


(3) Such screening shall be maintained in good condition at all 
times. Such screening or barrier may be interrupted by norma) 
entrance and exits, and shall have no signs hung or attached thereto 
other than those permitted in the district. 

(g) No stall shall be located within 10 feet of that part of a 
building having windows of habitable rooms at the basement or first 
story level, except as permitted in paragraph (k). 

(h) The regulations for the parking of trucks, buses, or other 
commercial vehicles exceeding seven and one half feet by 18 feet in size 
shall be as follows: 

( 1 ) Stalls to provide parking for commercial vehicles 
exceeding seven and one-half feet by 18 feet in size shall be located at 
least 100 feet from the nearest dwelling unit in a residence district 

(2) Stalls for such vehicles shall be specifically identified upon 
the plan, and shall be of such dimensions as to accommodate the 
specified type of vehicle. Such vehicles shall be permitted to park only 
in the stalls so identified and approved. 

(3) Whenever such lot isadjacent to residential districts It shall 
be screened from abutting property as provided in paragraph (f) above. 

(i) Drainage, surfacing and maintenance of parking lots 
shall be as follows: 

(1) The parking lot shall be marked so as to indicate 
clearly the space to be occupied by each motor vehicle, in accordance 
with Ihe dimensions specified in paragraph (b) of this Section 7.13. Such 
markings shall be maintained so as to be plainly visible. 

(2) The area of the lot not planted and so maintained, including 
driveways, shall be graded, surfaced with asphalt or other suitable 
material, and drained to the satisfaction of the Zoning Administrator, to 
the extent necessary to prevent nuisance of dust, erosion, or excessive 
water flow across public ways. 

(3) Lots shall be kept clean and free from rubbish and debris. 

(j) Where parking lots are increased in capacity after the 
effective date of this by-law, the expanded portion thereof shall be 
designed in accordance with the regulations of this Section 7.13. 

(k) Parking lots for three vehicles or less shall conform to the 
regulations of this Section 7.13, with the exception of paragraphs 7.13 (d) 
l and 2 , (e) 1 , and (g). 

(l) Under a special exception after a hearing, the Board of 
Appeals may permit in lieu of the dimensional requirements of this 
Section 7.13, where new parking facilities are being installed to serve 
structures and land uses in existence or for which building permits had 
been issued at the date of adoption of this by-law, the substitution of 
other dimensional requirements, provided such substitution is 
necessary to permit the installation of some or all of the off-street 
parking spaces that would be required for a similar new building. 

(m) At least 2 per cent of the interior of a parking lot with 21 or 
more parking spaces shall be planted and continuously maintained. 
Planting along the perimeter of a parking area, whether for required 
screening or general beautification, shall not be considered as part of 
the 2 per cent interior planting. The planting shall be distributed 
throughout the parking area and shall include trees as well as other 
plant material. Existing trees shall be preserved where possible. No 
planting bed shall have a width of less than 3 feet. 


(3) Minimum width of aisles providing access to stalls for one¬

(4) Minimum width of aisles providing access to stalls for two- 
way traffic shall be 24 feet, except that aisles providing access 
primarily for overnight parking may be a minimum of 22 feet, 

(c) Parking facilities shall be designed so that each motor 
vehicle may proceed to and from the parking space provided for it 
without requiring the moving of any other motor vehicle. The Board of 
Appeals, however, may by special exception modify this requirement, 
and the dimensional requirements of paragraph (b) of this Section 7.13 
where a parking facility is under full-time attendant supervision, 


7.20. Off-Street Loading Regulations 

(a) Structures and land uses in existence or for which building 
permits have been issued at the date of adoption of this by-law shall not 
be subject to the requirements stated below, provided that any loading 
facilitic now serving such structures or uses shall not in the future be 
reduced below these requirements. 

tb) Where a structure existing on the effective date of this by-law 
is altered or extended in such a way as to increase the gross floor area 
by 5.000 square feet or more, only this additional gross floor area shall 
be counted in compulation of the off-street loading requirements. 
Alterations or extensions aggregating less than 5,000 square feet 
subsequent to the effective date of this by-law do not require such 
provisions of loading space. 

<c) Where retail, or other stores are designed or constructed as a 
group or us a unified building, the aggregate of individual stores shall be 
treated as one building for the purpose of calculating off-street loading 
facilities. 


(d) The width of entrance and exit drives, except as permitted in 
paragraph <k), shall be: 

(DA minimum of 12 feet for one-way use only; 

(2) A minimum of 20 feet for two-way use, except that 
driveways providing access primarily for overnight parking, with 
incidental daytime use, may be a minimum of 12feet wide and 

(3) A maximum of 20 feet at tiie street lot line in residence 
districts, and 30 feet in business and industrial districts 

(e) Setbacks for parking areas shall be as follows: 

m In all districts, except as permitted in paragraph (k), 
parking stalls in parking lots shall be set back from the street lot line to 
whatever extent may l>e necessary in the specific situation, as 
determined by the Zoning Administrator, to avoid the probability of 
cars backing or otherwise maneuvering on the sidewalk upon entering 
or leaving the stalls. In no case shall parking lots be designed to require 
or encourage cars to back into a public or private way in order to leave 
the lot; except for parkine stall the sole access to which is an alley 
adjacent to rear lot lines and so arranged that there is at least 20 feet of 
clear backing between the rear line of the parking stall and the opposite 
and more distant line of the alley. 

i2) In all residential districts, the surfaced area of a parking lot 
shall be set back: 


(d > Where mixed uses occur, off-street loading facilities shall be 
the sum of the requirements for Ihe several individual uses computed 
separately, except that such facilities may be less than said sum by 
special exception from the Board of Appeals when it can be 
demonstrated that such individual uses are not in operation at the same 
time. 

<e) Off-street loading facilities shall be provided in accordance 
with the following requirements for each type of land use except Uses 1 
to 4 inclusive, as listed in Section 4.

7.21 Design and Layoul or Off-Slreel Loading Facilities 

(a) Off street loading facilities shall be designed to conform to 
ihe following specifications: 

< 1) Each required space shall lx* no less than 12 feel in width, 30 
kx*t in length, and 14 feet in hejghl, exclusive of drives and maneuvering 
space,and located entirely on the lot being served. 

(2) There shall be appropriate means of access to a strecl or 
alley as well as adequate maneuvering space. 

<3) The maximum width of driveways and sidewalk openings 
measured at the street lot line shall be 28 feet; the minimum width shall 
ho 12 feet 

(4 1 leading spaces may be enclosed in a structure and must be 
so enclosed if localcd within 50 feet of a residence district w here the use 
involves regular night operation. 

(5) All accessory driveways and entrance ways shall be graded, 
surfaced, drained, to the satisfaction of the Zoning Administrator, to the 
extent necessary to prevent nuisances of dust, erosion, or excessive 
water flow across public ways. 

(6) Such facilities shall be designed and used in such a manner 
as at no time to constitute a nuisance, or a hazard or unreasonable 
impediment to traffic. 

tb) All required loading facilities shall be provided and 
maintained in accordance with the following requirements: 

(l) They shall be provided and maintained so long as the use 
exists which the facilities were designed to serve. 

(2) They shall not be reduced in total extent after their 
provision, except when such reduction is in conformity with the 
requirements of this Section 7. 

(3) Reasonable precautions shall be taken by die owner or 
sponsor of particular uses to assure the availability of required facilities 
to the delivery and pick-up vehicles that they are designed to serve. 

7.3.Regulations Applying to Gasoline Service Stations 

Gasoline service stations shall be designed to conform to the following 
requirements: 

hi) The minimum lot area shall be 10,000square feet. 

tb) The minimum frontage on a street shall be too feet. 

(c) The maximum width of driveways and sidewalk openings 
measured at the street lot line shall be 30 feet; the minimum width shall 
lx* 20 feet. 

(d) The minimum distance of driveways, measured at the lot line 
shall be as follows: 

(1) From the corner lot line, 20 feet; 

(2) From interior side lot line, 10 feet; and 

(3) From other driveway on same lot, 20 feet. 

(e) The minimum setback of any building from all street lot lines 
shall be 40 feet. 


(f) The minimum setback of gasoline pumps from all street lot 
lines shull be 12 feet. 

(g) A raised curb at least six inches in height shall be constructed 
and maintained along the edges of all pavement on the lot except at the 
bases of buildings and at driveway openings, 

<h) Properties in residential districts which abut a gusoline 
service station shall be protected from headlight glare by either: 

(1) A strip at least four feet wide, densely planted with shrubs 
or trees which are at least four feet high at the time of planting and 
which are of a type that may be expected to form a year-round dense 
screen at least six feet high within three years, or 

(2) A wall, barrier, or fence of uniform appearance at least five 
feet high, but not more than seven feet above finished grade. Such wall, 
barrier, or fence must be opaque. 

(3) Such screening shall be maintained in good condition at all 
times, may be interrupted by normal entrances or exits, and shall have 
no signs hung or attached thereto other than those permitted in the 
district. 

<i) All illumination on outdoor areas shall be shielded so as not to 
shine directly upon any property in a residence district. 

(j) All washing, lubricating, and making of repairs shall be 
carried on inside the building. 

(k) No major repairs such as body work shall be performed. 

(l) No merchandise other than accessory, portable automotive 
merchandise may be displayed or sold on the premises. 

(m) The urea of the lot not planted und so maintained shall lx.* 
graded, surfaced with asphalt or other suitable material, and druined to 
the satisfaction of the Zoning Administrator, to the extent necessary to 
prevent nuisances of dust, erosion, or excessive water flow across the 
public ways. 

7.4 Supplementary Regulations Applying to Outdoor Automobile 
Renta I or Sales and Storage for Rental or Sale 

A lot to lx? used for outdoor automobile rental or sales or storage for 
rental or sale shall conform to the following requirements: 

(a) Theminimum lot area shall be 10,000 square feet. 

(b) Theminimum frontage on one street shall be lOOfeet. 

(ci The maximum width of driveways and sidewalk openings 
measured at the street lot line shall be 30 feet, the minimum width, 20 
feet. 


id) The minimum distance of driveways, measured at lot line, 
shall be as follows: 

(1) From corner lot line, 20 feet; 

(2) From interior side lot line, 10 feet; and 

(3) From other driveway on same lot, 20 feet. 

(e) Properties in residential districts which abut an outdoor 
automobile sales lot shall be protected from headlight glare by either: 

(1 1 A strip at least four feet wide, densely planted with shrubs 
or trees which are at least four feet high at the time of planting and 
which are of a type that may be expected to form a year-round dense 
screen at least six feet high wiLhin three years, or 

(2) A wall, barrier, or fence of uniform appearance at least five 
feet high, but not more than six feet high above finished grade, or above 
Ihe i oof level, if on a roof, 

CD Such screening shall be maintained in good condition at all 
times. Such screening or barrier may be interrupted by normal 
entrances or exits, and shall have no signs hung or attached thereto 
other than those permitted in the district. 

<f) All illumination on outdoor automobile sales lots shall be 
shielded so as not to shine directly upon any property in a residence 
district. 

(g) No repair work of any kind shall be performed. 


SECTION 8 ADMINISTRATION AND ENFORCEMENT 

« I The Board of Selectmen shall appoint an administrative official, 
hereinafter referred to as the "Zoning Administrator," who shall be 
responsible for the administration and enforcement of this By-Law. He 
may he provided with the assistance of such other persons as the Board 
of Selectmen determine to be required. 

8 11 If Mlie administrative official shall find that any of the 
provisions of this ordinance are being violated, he shall notify in writing 
the person responsible for such violations, indicating the nature of the 
violation and ordering the action necessary to correct it. He shall order 
discontinuance of illegal use of land, buildings, or structures; removal 
of illegal buildings or structures or of illegal additions, alterations, or 
structural changes; discontinuance of any illegal work being done; or 
shall take any other action authorized by this ordinance to ensure 
compliance with or to prevent violation of its provisions. 

8.12 'Hie Board of Selectmen shall establish a schedule of fees, 
charges and expenses and a collection procedure for certificates of 
zoning compliances.applications for site plan review, appeals and other 
matters pertaining to this by-law. The schedule of fees shall be 
established to reflect the cost of the services required, and It shall be the 
responsibility of the Zoning Administrator to recommend changes in 
fees from time to time to reflect changes in these costs. 

8.2 Certificates of Zoning Compliance for New, Altered, or Non- 
Conforming Uses 

8.21 It shall he unlawful to use or occupy or permit the use or 
occupancy of any building or premises, or both, or part thereof 
hereafter created, erected, changed, converted, or wholly or partly 
altered or enlarged in ils use or structure until a Certificate of Zoning 
Compliance shall have lx*on issued therefor by the Zoning 
Administrator slating that the proposed use of the building or Sand 
conforms lo Ihe requirements of this by-law. 

8.22 No mm-conforming use as defined by Section 4.4 Table of Use 
Regulations shall be maintained, renewed, changed or extended until a 
Certificate of Non-Conformance shall have been issued by the Zoning 
Administrator. The Certificate of Non-Conformancc shall state 
specifically wherein the non-eon forming use differs from the provisions 
of this by-law and indicate that the non-con forming use was in fact a 
legal use prior lo the enactment or amendment of this by-law, except 
that U|M>n enactment or amendment of this by-law, owners or occupants 
of non conforming uses shall have six months to apply for Certificates of 
Non-Conformance. Failure to make such application within six months 
shall lx* presumptive evidence that the property was in conforming use 
at (he time of enactment or amendment of this by-law. Every owner or 
occupant of a non-con forming use shall be notofied or appropriately 
advised by the Zoning Administrator within three months of the 
effective date of this By-Law, or as promptly thereafter as is 
practicable; and the six-month time periods specified hereinabove shall 
not commence until such notification has been made. 

Note: 'Hie requirements of this section do not apply to non-conforming 
U>is or Structures, (see Sections 3.2 & 3.4) 

8.23 No Building Permit for erection, alteration, moving or repair 
of any structure shall lx* issued until an application has been made for a 
certificate of zoning compliance, and the certificate shall be issued in 
conformity with Ihe provisions of this by-law upon completion of the 
work. 

8.24 A temporary certificate of zoning compliance may be issued 
by the Zoning Administrator for a period not exceeding six months 
during alterations or partial occupancy of a building pending its 
completion, provided that such temporary certificate may include such 
conditions and safeguards as will protect the safety of the occupants and 
the public. 

B.25 The Zoning Administrator shall maintain a record of all 
certificates of zoning compliance, and a copy shall be furnished upon 
request to any person. 

8,26 Failure to obtain a certificate of zoning compliance shall be a 
violation of this by-law and punishable under Section 8.9 of this by-law. 

8.27 Certificates of zoning compliance issued on the basis of plans 
and applications approved by the Zoning Administrator authorize oniy 
the use and arrangement set forth in such approved p/ans and 
applications, and no other use or arrangement. Use or arrangement at 
variance with that authorized shall lx* deemed violation of this by-law, 
and punishable as provided by Section fl.9 hereof. 

8.28 Application for certificate of zoning compliance shall be 
acted U|X)ii by the Zoning Administrator within a period of 30 calendar 
days and the applicant advised thercujxm as to the issuance or denial of 
the certificate. 

8.3 Board of Appeals; Appoint men t 

'Hie Board of Appeal under the Building Laws shall be the Board of 
Appeals under this by-law and shall have all of the powers and duties of 
Boards of Appeals under the statutes relating to zoning. An appeal may 
lx* taken to the Board of Apjx*als by any officer or board of the Town, or 
by any person aggrieved by any order or decision of the Zoning 
Administrator. Such appeal may be taken within thirty days after the 
order or decision appealed from has been rendered. 

K.l Administrative Review by Board of Appeals 

'Hie Board of Appeals shall hear and decide appeals where it is alleged 
that the applicant is aggrieved by any order, requirement, decision or 
determination made by the Zoning Administrator in the enforcement of 
this by-law or by the applicant’s inability lo obtain a permit pursuant to 
Section 13 of the Zoning Enabling Act. 

K.5 Special Exceptions by Board or Appeals; Conditions; 
Procedures 

Hie Board of Appeals shall hear and decide only such special exceptions 
as are specifically authorized by the terms of this by-law, The Board 
may grant special exceptions only where such conditions and 
safeguards as required by this by-law have been made, and only after a 
determination that such grant would promote the public health, safety, 
welfare, comfort or convenience of the community. A special exception 
shall not be granted by the Board of Appeals unless and until: 

8 51 A written application for a special exception is submitted 
indicating the specific section of this by-law under which the special 
exception is sought and staling the grounds on which it is requested; 

8 52 The Board of Appeals has made written findings certifying 
compliance with the specific provisions of this by-law governing the 
exception and that satisfactory provision and arrangement has been 
made covering the following where applicable; 

«a> Ingress and egress lo property and proposed structures 
thereon with particular reference to automotive und pedestrian safety 
and convenience, traffic flow and control and access in case of fire or 
catastrophe, 

(b) Off-Street parking and loading areas where required with 
particular attention to the items in paragraph (a) and the economic, 
noise, glare, or odor effects of the special exception on adjoining 
properties and properties generally in the district; 

(cm Refuse collection or disposal and service areas, with 
particular reference to items in paragraphs (a) and (b) above; (On site 
incinerators are permitted only if approved by Metropolitan Air 
Pollution Control District) 

id) Screening and buffering with reference to type, dimensions, 
and character; 

(e> Signs, if any. and proposed exterior lighting with reference to 
glare, traffic safely, economic effect, and compatibility and harmony 
with properties in the district; 

(f) Required yards and other open space; and 

(g) General compatibility with adjacent properties and other 
projxTty in the district. 

8.6 Variances; Conditions Governing Applications; Procedures 
'Hie Board of Appeals may grant variances as authorized by Section 15 
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of the Zoning Enabling Act A variance from the terms of this by-law 
shall not be granted by the Hoard of Appeals to allow a use not 
permissible under the terms of this by-law in the district involved, or to 
allow any use expressly or by implication prohibited by the terms or this 
bylaw’ in said district. The non-conforming use of other lands, 
structures or buildings in the same district nor non-con forming uses of 
lands, structures or buildings in other districts shall not be considered 
as grounds for a variance 

H.7 Site Plan Review: Findings; Procedures 

Tile Board of Appeals shall review preliminary site plans for 
developments prior to approval of applications for special permits in 
certain cases specified in Section 4 (designated Ye.^in the Table of Use 
Regulations); to make findings and determinations in regard to such 
cases in conformity with sub-section 8,52 of this by-law. In such cases, a 
special permit shall be issued only if the Board of Appeals makes a 
finding and determination that the proposed placement of buildings, 
provisions for waste disposal, surface drainage, parking areas, 
driveways, and the location of intersections of driveways and streets 
will constitute a suitable development and will not result in substantial 
detriment to the neighborhood. 

No building, other than a single-family dwelling, shall he erected or 
externally enlarged, and no area for roadways, parking, loading or open 
space shall be established or changed on land developed under the 
provisions of this section except in conformity with a preliminary site 
plan bearing the endorsement of approval of the Hoard of Appeals. No 
certificate of zoning compliance shall be issued for any such building or 
buildings, unless the same conforms in alt respects to such site plan and 
unless all facilities included in the site plan have been in accordance 
therein. 

8.71 A person applying for site plan review under Section 8.7 or 
applying for a special permit in certain cases specified in Section 4 
(designated SP in the Table of Use Regulations) shall file with the 
Board of Appeals ten copies each of an application and a preliminary 
site plan, and a filing fee. Such application and site plan shall include 
the elements on which the Board of Appeulrf is to make a finding and 
determination, as provided in Section 8.52, and shall also include 
information as to the nature and extent of the proposed use of buildings, 
and such further information in respect to such elements and use as 
required in Section 6, if applicable, and as the Board of Appeals or the 
Planning Board shall reasonably require by rule or regulation. In 
subsequent applications concerning the same subject matter, the Hoard 
may waive the filing of plans and documents to the extent they duplicate 
those previously filed. 

8.72 The Board of Appeals shall within three days (Saturdays, 
Sundays and holidays excluded) of receipt of them transmit to the 
Conservation Commission and Planning Board two copies of the above 
application and site plan. The Planning Board and Conservation 
Commission shall consider the same and submit a final report thereon 
with recommendations to the Board of Appeals. The Conservation 
Commission shall review the application with particular reference to 
the provisions of the Wetlands Protection Act Chapter 131 - Section 40 
and shall recommend as to the advisability of granting the special 
permit and as to any restrictions which should be imposed upon the 
development as a condition of such permit. The Board of Appeals shall 
not make a finding and determination upon an application until it has 
received the final report of the Planning Board and/or Conservation 
Commission thereon or until thirty days shall have elapsed since the 
transmittal of said copies of (lie application and site plan to the Planning 
Board and Conservation Commission without such report being 
submitted. The period within which final action shall be taken may be 
extended for a definite period, but not more than ninety days by mutual 
consent of the Board of Appeals and the applicant. 

8.73 The Board of Appeals shall hold a public hearing, and, except 
as hereinafter provided, shall take final action within sixty days after 
the date of the filing of such application with said Board of Appeals. 
Such final action shall consist of either: 

(a) A finding and determination that the proposed 
construction, reconstruction, substantial exterior alteration, or addition 
will constitute a suitable development and will not result in substantial 
detriment to the neighborhood, or 

<h) A written denial of the application for such finding and 
determination, stating the reasons for such denial, which reasons shall 
include a statement of the respect in which any elements in and 
particular features of the proposal are deemed by the Board to be 
unsuitable or detrimental to the neighborhood. 

<c) A finding and determination may be made subject to such 
reasonable conditions, modifications and restrictions set forth therein 
as the Board may deem necessary to ensure that the proposed 
construction, reconstruction, substantial exterior alteration, or addition 
will constitute a suitable development and will not result in substantial 
detriment to the neighborhood. 

<d) In the even! that the Board of Appeals approves a special 
permit under these provisions, any construction, reconstruction, 
substantial exterior alteration, or addition shall be carried.on only in 
conformity with any conditions, modifications and restrictions subject 
to which the Board shall have made its findings and determination, and 
only in conformity with the application and site plan on the basis of 
which the finding and determination are made. 

B.H All questions of interpretation and enforcement shall be first 
presented to the Zoning Administrator. Such questions shall be 
presented to the Board of Appeals only on appeal from the decisions of 
the Zoning Administrators. Said decision shall be forthcoming from the 
Zoning Administrator within a period of 30 calendar days after their 
submission. 

8.0 F.iiforcement 

8.01 Complaints Whenever a violation of this by-law occurs or is 
alleged to have occurred, any person may file a signed written 
complaint with the Zoning Administrator who shall record properly 
such complaint, immediately investigate, and take appropriate action 
thereon. 

0,92 If the Zoning Administrator shall find that any of the 
provisions of thisby-laware being violated, he shall notify in writing the 
person responsible for such violations, indicating the nature of the 
violation and ordering the action necessary to correct it. He shall order 
discontinuance of illegal use of land, buildings, or structures; removal 
of illegal buildings or structures or of illegal additions, alterations, or 
structural changes, discontinuance of any illegal work being done; he 
shall also cause to be instituted civil or criminal actions to secure 
enforcement of the provisions of the zoning by-laws or shall take any 
other action authorized by this by-law to ensure compliance with or to 
prevent violation of its provisions. The Zoning Administrator shall have 
the right to enter upon private property for the purpose of inspecting it 
to determine if this By-Law is being violated. 

8.113 Penalties for Violation 

(a) Violation of the provisions of this by-law or failure to 
comply with any of its requirements (including violations of conditions 
and safeguards established in connection with grants of variances or 
special exceptions) shall constitute a misdemeanor. Any person who 
violates this by-law or fails to comply with any of its requirements shall 
upon conviction thereof be fined not more than $50.00 for each offense 
Each day such violation continues shall lx? considered a separate 
offense. 

(b) The owner, tenant, occupant or person or persons in 
possession of any building, structure, premises, or part thereof, and any 
architect, builder, contractor, agent, or other person who commits, 
participates in, assists in, or maintains such violation may each be 
found guilty of a separate offense and suffer the penalties herein 
provided. 


SECTION 9 — DEFINITIONS 

For the purposes of this by-law, certain terms or words used herein 
shall be interpreted as follows; 

The present tense includes the future tense, the singular number 
includes the plural, and the plural number includes the singular. x 

The word shall is mandatory, the word may is permissive, 


The words used or occupied include the words Intended, designed, or 
arranged to be used or occupied. 

ACCESSORY USE OR STRUCTURE. A use or structure on the 
same lot with, and of a nature customarily incidental and subordinate 
to. the principal use or structure. 

APARTMENT. See “Dwelling Unit.” 

APARTMENT HOUSE. A multiple-family dwelling over three 
stories in height. 

BASEMENT. That part of a building partly underground but 
having more than one-half of its entire wall area above the level of the 
adjoining ground. A basement shall be counted as a floor or story if used 
for business or dwelling purposes. 

BUILDING - A combination of any materials, whether portable or 
fixed, having a roof, to form a structure for the shelter of persons, 
animals or property. For the purpose of this definition “roof” shall 
include an awning or any similar covering, whether or not permanent in 
nature. 

BUILDABLE AREA. The portion of a lot remaining after 
required yards have been provided. 

BUILDING LENGTH - the length of the longest horizontal 
dimension through a building, or group of attached buildings, measured 
parallel to building walls and including all overhanging or projecting 
structures. 

CELLAR. Thai part of a building having less than one-half of its 
entire wall area above the level of the adjoining ground. No cellar or 
jjortion thereof shall lx? used as a dwelling unit. A cellar shall not be 
counted as a floor or story. 

CLUSTER DEVELOPMENT. A division of land into lots used, or 
available for use, as building sites where said lots are clustered together 
into one or more groups, separated from adjacent property and other 
groups of lots by intervening “common land" as described in Section 
8.28. 

DWELLING, ATTACHED. A building designed or occupied as a 
residence and separated from another attached dwelling on one or both 
sides either by a vertical party wall or walls or by a contiguous wall or 
walls without side yards. 

DWELLING, DETACHED. A building which is designed or 
occupied as a residence and is separated by side yards from any other 
structure or structures except accessory buildings. 

DWELLING. MULTIPLE-FAMILY. A residential building 
designed for ur occupied by three or more families, with the number of 
families in residence not exceeding the number of dwelling units 
provided. 

DWELLING, SINGLE-FAMILY. A detached residential 
dwelling unit other than a mobile home, designed for and occupied by 
one family only. 

DWELLING, TWO-FAMILY. A detached residential building 
containing two dwelling units, designed for occupancy by not more than 
two families. 

DWELLING UNIT. One room, or rooms connected together, 
constituting a separate, independent housekeeping establishment for 
owner occupancy, or rental or lease on a weekly, monthly, or longer 
basis, and physically separated from any other rooms or dwelling units 
which may be in the same structure, and containing independent 
cooking, bathroom and sleeping facilities. A dwelling unit shall have 
more than onc-half of its floor-to-ceiling height above the average level 
of the adjoining ground. 

ERECTED. The word “erected” shall include the words 
“attached,” “built,” "constructed,” “reconstructed,” “altered,” 
“enlarged” and “moved.” 

FAMILY. A "family” is any group of persons related by blood, 
adoption, or marriage. In the case of persons occupying a dwelling unit 
who are not so related a group of not more than four persons may also be 
construed as a “Family” for the purposes of this by-law. 

FILLING STATION. Buildings and premises where gasoline, oil, 
grease, batteries, tires, and automobile accessories may be supplied 
and dispensed at retail, and where in addition the following services 
may he rendered and sales made, and no other: 

(a) Sale and servicing of spark plugs, batteries, and distributor 

parts; 

<b) Tire servicing and repair, but not recapping or regrooving; 

(c) Replacement of mufflers and tail pipes, water hose, fan 
bolls, brake fluid, light bulbs, fuses, floor mats, seat covers, windshield 
wipers and wiper blades, grease retainers, wheel bearings, mirrors, 
and the like; 

<d) Radiator cleaning and flushing, including removal and 
replacing; 

(e) Washing and polishing, and sale of automotive washing and 
polishing materials; 

<f) Greasing and lubrication; 

(g) Providing and repairing fuel pumps, oil pumps, water 
pumps, and lines; 

lh) Minor servicing, replacement and repair of carburetors; 

ti) Emergency wiring repairs; 

<j) Adjusting and repairing brakes; 

<kt Servicing of front end including ball joints; 

(l) Minor motor adjustments not involving removal of the head 
or crankcase or racing the motor; 

(m) Sales of cold drinks, packaged foods, tobacco, and similar 
convenience goods .for filling station customers, as accessory and 
incidental to principal operation; 

(n) Provision of road maps and other informational material to 
customers; provision of restroom facilities. 

Uses permissible at a filling station do not include major mechanical 
and body work, straightening of body parts, painting, welding, or other 
work involving noise, glare, fumes, smoke or other characteristics to an 
extent greater than normally found in filling stations. A filling station is 
not a repair garage, a body shop, or a parking lot. No torches or electric 
welding equipment shall he stored or used on the premises. 

FIRE LANE. An open space in which no building or structure 
may be erected and in which no automotive vehicles may be parked, 
except that buildings may be interconnected by corridors or walkways 
if provision is made for access by fire apparatus to allouiside walls. The 
open space shall be between a building and a line parallel to and fifteen 
feet equidistant from a building. 

FL(X)lt AREA. The aggregate horizontal area in square feet of 
all floors of a building or several buildings on the same lot measured 
from the exterior faces of walls enclosing each building, exclusive of 
garages, cellar and attic areas used only for storage or for service 
incidental to the operation or maintenance of such building or buildings. 

FRONTAGE, LOT. The boundary between a lot and an abutting 
street between lot lines or, in the case of a corner lot, between a lot line 
and the intersection of street lines or of street lines extended. 

FRONTAGE, STREET. A street which provides the required lot 
frontage for a building. When a lot is bounded by more than one street 
any one of them, but only one, may be designated as the frontage street 
by the owner, provided that the street meets the frontage requirement 
and that the principal permitted building on the lot is numbered on such 
frontugc street. However, in the ease of a lot bounded by two streets 
forming an interior angle of more than 135 degrees, their combined 
frontage between lot lines may be used to satisfy the lot frontage 
requirement. 


GARDEN APARTMENT MOUSE. A multiple-family dwelling, 
not over three stories in height, and containing not less than 4 dwelling 
units. 

GROUP HOUSE. A building comprised of not less lhan three nor 
more than ten allached single-family dwellings. 

HALF STORY. See “Story, Half.” 

HEIGHT OF A BUILDING: The height of a building is the 
vertical distance of the highest point of the roof above the mean grade of 
the curbs of all the streets upon which it abuts, and if it does not abut on 
a street, above the mean grade of the ground adjoining the building. 

HOME OCCUPATION. An occupation conducted in a dwelling 
unit, provided that: 

(a) No person other than members of the family residing on the 
premises shall be engaged in such occupation; 

(b) The use of the dwelling unit for the home occupation shall 
lx* clearly incidental and subordinate to its use for residential purposes 
by its occupants, and not more lhan 25 percent of the floor area of the 
dwelling unit shall be used in the conduct of the home occupation; 

<c> There shall be no change in the outside appearance of the 
building or premises, or other visible evidence of the conduct of such 
home occupation other lhan one sign, not exceeding one square foot in 
area, non-illuminated, and mounted flat against the wall of the principal 
building; 

td i No home occupation shall be conducted in any accessory 
building; 

(e) There shall be no sales of products on the premises in 
connection with such home occupation; 

(f) No Iraffic shall be generated by such occupation in greater 
volumes than would normally lx expected in a residential 
neighborhood, and any need for parking generated by the conduct of 
such home occupation shall be met off the street and other than in a 
required front yard. 

(g) No equipment or process shall be used in such home 
occupation which creates noise, vibration, glare, fumes, odors, or 
electrical interference detectable to the normal senses off the lot, if the 
occupation is conducted in a single-family residence, or outside the 
dwelling unit if conducted in other than a single-family residence. In the 
case of electrical interference, no equipment or process shall be used 
which creates visual or audible interference in any radio or television 
receivers off the premises, or causes fluctuations in line voltage off the 
premises. 

(h) Renting of rooms to not more than two persons. 

(i) Barber shop, beauty shop and mortuary are not permitted. 

IMPERVIOUS SURFACE - Any surface which sheds water 
rather than absorbing it, such as roofs and roads, and has a run-off 
coeficient of 90 percent or higher. If perforated paving surfaces are used 
extensively in place of parking areas, etc., it shall be counted as an 
impervious surface. 

LOADING SPACE. OFF-STREET. Space logically and 
conveniently located for bulk pickups and deliveries, scaled to delivery 
vehicles expected to be used, and accessible to such vehicles when 
required off-street parking spaces are filled. Required off-street loading 
space is not to be included as off-street parking space in computation of 
required off-street parking space. 

LOT. An area of land in one ownership with definite boundaries 
ascertainable by recorded deed or plan. 

LOT AREA. Area within a lot, including land over which 
easements have been granted, but not including any land within the 
limits of a street upon which such lot abuts, even if fee to such street is 
in the owner of the lot, except that if a corner lot has its corner bounded 
by a curved line connecting other street lines which, if extended, would 
intersect, the urea may be computed as if such boundary lines were so 
extended, v 

LOT. CORNER. A lot bounded by more than one street which has 
an interior angle of 135 degrees or less formed by the tangents or 
straight segments of street lines between the side or rear lines of such 
lot or by an extension of such street lines. A lot bounded by one street 
shall be considered a corner lot when the tangents or straight segments 
of the streel line between the side lines of the lot form or would form if 
extended, an interior angle of 105 degrees or less. 

LOT DEPTH. The distance between the midpoints of straight 
lines connecting the foremost points of the side lot lines in front and the 
rearmost points of the side lot lines in the rear. 

LOT FRONTAGE. See “Frontage, Lot.” 

LOT, INTERIOR. A lot other than a corner lot with only one 
frontage on a street. 

LOT, THROUGH. A lot olher than a corner lot with frontage on 
more than one street. Through lots abutting two streets may be referred 
to as double frontage lots. 

LOT, REVERSED FRONTAGE. A lot on which the frontage is at 
right angles or approximately right angles (interior angle less than 135 
degrees) to the general pattern in the area. A reversed frontage lot may 
also be a corner lot, an interior lot or a through lot. 

LOT WIDTH. The distance between opposite side lines through 
that part of the dwelling where the lot is narrowest. In the cose of a 
corner lot, the shorter street frontage may be considered the side line 
except that in this case the minimum rear yard requirement shall be no 
less than the side yard requirement. 

MUNICIPAL. The word “municipal” means the Town of 
Winchester. 

NON-ACCESSORY SIGN. See “Sign, Non-Accessory." 


NON-CONFORMING USE OR STRUCTURE. A lawfully 
existing use or structure which does not conform lo the regulations for 
the district in which such use or structure exists. 

OPEN AREA, PERCENTAGE. That percentage of the lot area 
which is not occupied by any structure. 

PARKING SPACE. An area in a building or on a lot available for 
parking one motor vehicle, having a width of not less than 10 feet and an 
area of not less than 200 square feet, exclusive of passageways and 
driveways appurtenant thereto, and with free and unimpeded access to 
a streel over unobstructed passageways or driveways. 

PERSON. The word “person” includes a firm, association, 
organization, partnership, trust, company or corporation as well as an 
individual. 

PUBLIC. The word “public” means the Town of Winchester, 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, United States Government or an 
agency thereof. 

REAR LINE OF A LOT. A line separating a lot from other lots or 
from land in a different ownership, being the boundary of a lot which is 
opposite or approximately opposite the street frontage. 

RECORDED. The due recording in the Middlesex County South 
District Registry of Deeds, or, as lo registered land, the due filing in the 
Middlesex County South District land Registration Office. 

ROADSIDE STAND. Premises for sale of edible farm products, 
flowers, fireplace wood, preserves and similar products, all of which 
have been produced or grown within Winchester on land owned by the 
owner of the stand; no goods except plants, flowers and fireplace wood 
shall be* stored or offered for sale outdoors. 

SANITARY SEWER. A public sanitary sewer of the Town of 
Winchester. 

SIDE LINE OF A LOT. A line separating a lot from other lots or 


from land in different ownership, other than a street line or a rear lot 
line. 

SIGN. The word “sign" shall include any letter, word, symbol, 
drawing, picture, design, device, article and object that advertises, 
calls attention lo or indicates any premises, person or activity, 
whatever the nature of the material and manner of composition or 
construction, provided however that the following shall not be included 
in the application of the regulations of this by-law: 

(a) Flags and insignia of any government, except when 
displayed in connection with commercial promotion; 

(b) Legal notices, identification, informational or directional 
signs erected or required by governmental bodies; 

(c) Integral decorative or architectural features of buildings, 
except letters, trademarks, moving parts or moving lights; 

(d) Signs directing and guiding traffic and parking on private 
property, but bearing no advertising matter. 

SIGN, ACCESSORY. Any billboard, sign or other advertising 
device that advertises, calls attention to, or indicates the person 
occupying the premises on which the sign is erected or the business 
transacted thereon, or advertises the property itself or any part thereof 
as for sale or to let, and which contains no other advertising matter. 

SIGN, NON-ACCESSORY. Any billboard, sign or other 
advertising device that does not come within the foregoing definition of 
an accessory sign. 

SIGN, ON-SITE. A sign relating in its subject matter to the 
premises on which it is located, or to products, accommodations, 
services, or activities on the premises. On-site signs do not include signs 
erected by the outdoor advertising industry in the conduct of the outdoor 
advertising business. 

SIGN, STANDING. The term “Standing Sign” shall include any 
and every sign erected on or affixed to the land and any and every 
exterior sign that is not attached to a building. 

SPECIAL EXCEPTION. A special exception is a use that would 
not be appropriate generally or without restriction throughout the 
zoning district but which, if controlled as lo number, area, location or 
relation to the neighborhood, would promote the public health, safety, 
welfare, order, comfort, convenience, appearance, prosperity, or 
general welfare. Such uses may be permitted in such zoning district as 
special exceptions, if specific provision for such special exceptions is 
made in this zoning by-law. 

STORY. That portion of a building contained between any floor 
and the floor or roof next above it; it does not include either the lowest 
portion so contained if more than one-half of such portion vertically is 
below the mean finished grade of the ground adjoining such building, or 
the uppermost portion so contained if under a sloping roof and not 
designed or intended to be used for human occupancy. 

STORY, HALF. A story directly under a sloping roof in which the 
points of intersection of the bottom of the rafters and the interior faces 
of the walls are less than three feet above the floor level on at least two 
exterior walls. 

STREET, ROAD OR WAY. An area of land dedicated, approved 
by the Planning Board, or legally open for public travel under at least 
one of the following classifications: 

(a) A public way duly laid out by the Town of Winchester, the 
Middlesex County Commissioners, the Metropolitan District 
Commission or the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, or a way which 
the Winchester Town Clerk certifies is maintained by public authority 
and used as a public way excluding, however, limited access highway ; 
or 

(b) A way shown on a definitive plan approved and endorsed in 
accordance with the Subdivision Control Law; or 

(c) A way in existence prior to said Subdivision Control Law 
having become effective in the Town of Winchester (August 31, 1953), 
having, in the opinion of the Planning Board, sufficient width, suitable 
grades and adequate construction to provide for the needs of vehicular 
traffic in relation to the proposed use of the land abutting thereon or 
served thereby, and for the installation of municipal services to serve 
such land and the buildings erected to be erected thereon. 


A public or private way as stated above shall not be deemed to be a 
“street” as to any lot of land that does not have rights of access to or 
passage over said way. 

STREET LINE. The right-of-way line of a street. 

STRUCTURE. Anything constructed or erected with a fixed 
location on the ground, or attached to something having a fixed location 
on the ground. Among other things, structures include buildings, mobile 
homes, walls, fences, billboards, and poster panels. 

STRUCTURE, TEMPORARY. Tent, construction shanty, or 
similarly portable or demountable structure intended for continuous 
use for not longer than one year. 

TOWN HOUSE. A row of not less than three nor more than ten 
attached single-family dwellings contained in one (1) building and 
separated by common or party walls. 

The words “group house" and "Town House” are synonymous. 

USE, TEMPORARY. Use, operation or occupancy of a parcel of land, 
building or structure fora period not to exceed one calendar year. 

WAY. See “Street, Road or Way." 

YARD. An open space on a lot unoccupied by any structure or 
such parts thereof as covered or uncovered porches, steps, cornices, 
eaves and other projections; provided however that fences, 
freestanding walls, poles, posts, and other customary yard accessories, 
ornaments and furniture, and customary summer awnings are 
permitted in any yard, subject to height limitations. Yard depth shall be 
measured from the street or lot line to the nearest point on a building in 
a line perpendicular or normal to such lot or street line. The minimum 
required yard shall be a strip of land of uniform depth required by this 
by-law measured from the lot or street line and adjacent thereto. 

YARD, FRONT. A yard extending between lot side lines across 
the lot adjacent to each street it abuts. 

YARD. REAR. A yard extending between the side lines of a lot 
adjacent to the rear line of the lot. 

YARD, SIDE. A yard extending along each side line of a lot 
between front and rear yards. 

SECTION 10 — EFFECTIVE DATE: SEPARABILITY CLAUSE 
(10.1 Deleted by Attorney-General.) 

10.2 Should any section or provision of this by-law be declared by 
the courts lo be unconstitutional or invalid, such decision shall not affect 
the validity of the by-law as a whole, or any part thereof other than the 
part so declared to be unconstitutional or invalid.

Selectmen Invite Charter Comment 


The Hoard of Selectmen Monday took the 
first step toward answering the Charter 
< ommission’s recent criticism by inviting the 
commissioners to place their business on the 
selectmen's agenda. 

That action came after a brief argument 
among the selectmen over the proper 
procedure in meeting with the commission. 
The commissioners last week were sharply 
critical of the board for telling them 
“’everything is fine, don’t chnngc a thing" 
while at the same time demanding (he town 
treasurer’s lesignation. 

No formal request for a meeting has been 
received by the selectmen. Chairman Vito 
Giarrizzo said the board should let the matter 
lie until receipt of a formal request. 

But Selectmen John J. Sullivan and 
Lawrence T. Smith disagreed, saying the two 
hoards should reach some understanding, 
‘They have a keen misunderstanding of this 
board," said Smith 

"We have some problems that came to 
light last week," commented Sullivan in 
saying those problems shouldn't interfere 
with the commission’s work. 

Chairman Giarrizzo argued against the 
move. "The Charter Commission should stick 
to Charter Commission work and not take on 
the complexion of a grand jury in¬ 
vestigation," he said of the commissioners’ 
questions ahout the resignation of the town 
treasurer. 

"We do not seek a confrontation over that 
particular matter,” said Selectman William 
G. Chapman Jr "They haven heck of a lot of 
business to do," 

Chapman suggested that the board 
chairman contact Commission Chairman 
Clara I lewis, in his words, "in camera, 
quietly, in an informal way" to see how the 
issue could be resolved. 

At that point there were two motions on the 
floor each contradicting the other: Sullivan's 
motion for a formal agenda meeting with the 
commission and Chapman's motion for an "in 
camera" discussion between the two 
chairmen. 

The issue was resolved by Giarrizzo, who 
said he would ask Miss Hewis if the com¬ 
mission would like a formal meeting with the 
selectmen. 

TOWN DAY 

The board met with representatives of the 
Jaycees, sponsors of Town Day this year, to 
discuss plans for next year. "Tremendous 
successs.. great public service," com¬ 
mented chairman Giarrizzo. 

Town Day Chairman Ronald J. Milauskas 
said emphasis in the future will be on more 
exhibitions and less sales. Consideration will 


he given to extending the length of the day. 

Committee member Richard McMorrow 
said the house tour should perhaps be 
separated from Town Day because that event 
was "geared to a distinct group of people." 

Committee members said they heard 
criticism there wasn't enough to do during the 
day-long celebration and there was too much 
to do 

They said next year consideration will he 
given to making Town Day two days, with 
possibly the Town Marathon on Saturday, 
with dances that night, and the exhibits on 
Sunday. 

Selectman Arthur Dunbar suggested 
starting Sunday off with a religious service. 
Chairman Milauskas said the committee 
worked for four and a half months this year 
toward that goal hut never received the 
support of the clergy.
